" family were pressed down into Ihe list of paupersl Small farmers 
" became labourers, aad labourers 'went one after anotber to the poor- 
" touse. SmaU farm-houses, those numerous scenes of frugality, in- 
*'-duslry, morality and happiness, became, one after another, the seenei 
" of the labourer's, misery. The lands went to stretch out the great 
" farmer's tracks or the Nabob's park. And the cottages oF the labourers 
" became sbeds for ca<tle,.or Tell into rubbish, while poor-houses rose < 
*' their heads aloft all over the country. During the sway of Pitt and 
" hia suceeaaors the houses and villas round Ihe metropolis have beea 
■' monslroitsly swel)^ in- number; but during the same period Uow many 
" thousaoJsirfBStnjy hamlets have been Hholly deserted and destroyed! 
" This has been caused by that pernicious system of taiing and paper- 
" money, which has huddled property together in great masses, and 
" which has reduced to merp labourers almost the whole 6f the people, 
^<> Tbe property, thin amatsed, has become more immediattly under the.' 
" control <k the Governmcat; so that, at last, there exists a state of 
"thiilgs from which the idea of private property is almost wholly

RURAL RIDE, 

From HighvDOTth to Crieklade 
and tAence to Malmtbwy. 

HicnwoBTH (Wilts), Mon- 
bAT, 4th Sept. 1826.... When I 
got to Devizes, on Saturday even- 



ing, and came to loob out of the 
inn-window into the street, I per- 
ceived, that I had seen that place 
before, and, always having though^ 
that I should like to tee Devizes, 
of which I had heard so much 
talk as a famous cora-market, I 
was very much surprised fo find, 
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thai it was not new to me. Pre* 
senllya stage-coach came up lo 
|he dpor, wilh " Balk and- Lon- 
don " upon its panels; ami ihen 
I recollected, that I had been al 
thk place, on my way to Bristol, 
last year. Devizes is, as nearly 
as possible, in the centre of the 

' county, and the canal, that passes 
^ose by it, is the great channel 
Ibnugh which ihe produce of the 
country k carried away to be de- 
voured by the idlers, Ihe thieves, 
snd the prostitutes, who are all 
lax-e&te», in theWsNs of Balh 
and London. Potcebn, which 1 
passed through in my way from 
WArmioster to Devizes, was once 
a place much lai^er than Devizes ; 
aod it is now a mere ragged vil- 

' lage, with a. church lai^e, very 
ancient, and of most costly struc- 
Inre. The whole of the people, 
lierej might, as in most other 
cases, be placed in (he Mfry, or 
Che-cboreh-porches. All the way 
along, the mansion - boutet are 
nearly all gone. There is now 
and then a great place, belon'ging 
to a boroughmwiger, or some one 
connected with , boraugbmMigers ; 
but, all the HUle gentlemen are 
gone ; and, hence it is, that par- 
MOtis are now madejusticetef the 
feaeel There are few other per- 
•ons left, who are at all capable of 
filling the office in a wag to luit 



the igstemf The fnonepoliztHg 
iirewers and rag-rookx are, in 
some places, the " magistratet": 
and thus is the whole thing 
changed, and England is no more 
what it was. Very near to the 
sidesof my road from Warminster 
to Devizes, there were Ibnnerly 
(within a hundred years), 22 man- 
sion-bouses of sufficient note lo 
be marked as such in the county- 
map, then made. There are now 
only teven of them rranaining. 
There were five parisb-cbarohes 
nearly close to my road ; and, in 
one parish ont of lbs five, -the 
parionaffe-koKie is, in the paclia- 
menlary return, said to be "too 
somU" for the parson lo livein, 
(bough the church would Contain 
two or -three thousand people, and 
though the living is a .Rect*ry, 
and a rich one loo! Thus hat 
the church-property, or, rather, 
that public property, which- ii 
called cbnrch-properiy, beendt- 
lapidated! The parstfns have 
swallowed \hitUhes and the rati 
of the glebet ; and have, succes- 
sively, suffered the parsonage- 
houses to fall into decay. Butt 
tbe^e parsooage*houses were, in- 
deed, not intended for large fami- 
Jiet.' They were intended. for a 
priest, A main part of wbate bn- 
unesB it was to diitiibute tbe tkhea 
amiHigst the poor and Iheitrangwv!

I saw, on ray way through the 
down - conntries, hundreds of 
acres of ploughed land in shehet. 
-What I mean is, the side of a 
«teep hilt, made into the shape of 
a slaira, only <^GTi»mgparl»Ta<n% 
sloping than those'of a stairs, and 
deeper in proportion. The side 
of lbe„hiH, in ila original form, 
'woB too steep to be ploughed, or, 
even to be worked with a spade. 
■The earth, as soon as moTed, 
itodM have rolled down the hill ; 
'and,' hesides, the rains would have 
-soon .washed down all ihe surface 
«arth, and have left nothing for 
plants of any sort to grow in. 
Therefore Ae sides of hills,' where 
Ifae land was sufficiently good, 
and where it was wanted for the 
growing of com, were thus made 
into a sort of sltpg or thelvt», and 
Ae' horizontal parts (representing 
Ihe parts of Hbe stain that -we put 



our feet upon,) werepUmghed amd 
teteed, as they generally are, ia* 
deed, to this day. Now, no man, 
not-even the hireling Coalmersi 
will have Ihe impudence to say, 
that (bet^e shelves, amounltng to 
thousands and thousands of acres 
in Willithire alone, vere not made 
by the hand of man. It would be 
as impudent to contend, that the 
cliurches were formed by Ihe 
fiood, as to contend, tiiat these 
shdves were formed by that cause. 
Yet, thus the Scotch scribes must 
contend; or,they must give up all 
their assertions abont tbe ancieaf 
be^ary and .want of popnlatioo 
in England ; for, as in tbe case 
of the churches, what were these 
shelves made FOR 1 And could 
they be made at all, without a 
great abundance o/'Aonrfs? These 
shelves are every where to be 
seen throughout the down-coun- ' 
(ries of Sussex, Hampshire, Wilt- 
shire, Dorsetsbtre, Devonshire 
and Cornwall ; and, besides this, 
large tracts of land, amounting to 
millions of acres, perhaps, which 
are now downs, heaths, or wood- 
lands, still, if you examine closely, 
bear die marks of the pjongb. 
Tbe feet is, I dare say, that the 
country has never varied much in 
the gross amount of its population; 
but, formerly the people were 
pretty evenly ^read over the 
A 2. 
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country, instead of being, as ihe 
Ipreater part of . Ihem now are, 
collected together in great masses, 
where, for the greater pari, the 
idlers, live on Ihe labour of the 
induslrious. 

In quitting Drvizes yesterday 
morning, I saw, just on the outside 
of the town, a monstrous building, 
nbich I look for a barrack ; but,, 
upon asking what it was, I found 
it was one of those other marks of 
tbe Jubilee Reigk; namely, a 
mott magnificent gaol I It seemed 
to me- sufficient to hold one-half 
of the able-bodied men in the 
countg ! And it would do it too, 
and do it well ! Such a/system 
must come to an end, and the end 
must be dreadful. As I came on 
the road, for the first three or four 
niilea, I saw great numbers of la- 
bourers either digging potatoes 
for their Sunday'^ dinner, or com- 
ing home with them, or going out 
lo dig them. The land-owners, 
or occupiers, let small pieces of 
land lo Ike labowrers, and these 
they cultivate with the spade for 
jiheir own use. They pay, in all 
cases a high rent, and, in most 
cases, an enormous one. The 
practice prevails all the way from 
Warminster to Devizes, and from 
Devizes to nearly this place(High- 
'worth.) Tbe rent is, in some 
places, a ahillii^ a rod, which is, 



mind , 1 60f . or 8/. an acre ! Still 
(he poor creatures like to have (he 
land : they work in it at their 
spare hours; and on Sunday 
morningsearly : and tbe overseers, 
sharp as Jbey may' be, cannot 
ascertain preciselt/ how much tbey 
get out of their plat of ground. 
But, good God ! what a life la 
live 1 What a life to see people 
live ; to see this sight in our own 
couutry, and lo have ihe basa 
vanity to froacf of ibalcounto'y, and 
to talk of our " constitution" and 
our "liberties," and to affect lo 
the Spaniards, whose work- 
ing people lire like gentlemen, 
compared with our miserable 
creatures. Again I say, give me 
Inquisition and well-healed 
cheeks and ribs, rather than " civil 
and religious liberty," and skin 
and bone- But, the fact is, that, 
where honest and laborious men 
can be compelled to starvequietltf, 
whether all at once or by inches, 
with old wheal ricks and fat cat- 
tle under their eye, it is a mocke- 
ry to talk of their " liberty," of 
any sort; for, thesumtolaloftheii 
state is Ibis, they have " liberty" 

choose between death by starva- 
tion (quick c« sloiv) and death by 
the halter! Between Wsirminster 
and Westhury 1 saw thirty or 
more men digging a great fiehi of, 

dare say, twelve acres. I 
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thought, " surely, th&i' humane,' 
"half-mad, and beaally fellow, 
*' Owen, is not got at work here ; 
*' that Owen, who, the beastly 
"feelasnfers tell iis, wenfto Ihe 
" Continent, to find out how to 
" teach Ihe labouring people to 
" live in a married slate urilhout 
"having ditldren." No; it was 
not Owen : it was the ovi 
the parish, who had set these men 
to dig up tbiB field, preyiously to 
ita being soion with ickeal. 
short, it was a digging instead of 
a ploughing. The men, I found 
upon inquiry, gol Qd. a day for 
theirwork. Plain digging, in Ihe 
market gardens near London, is, 
1 believe, 3t^. or id. a rod. It 
these poor men, who were chiefly 
weavers or spinners from West- 
Bir.BT, or had come home to their 
parish from Bhaofobd or Trow- 
bridge i if they digged six rods 
each in a day, and fairly did it, 
they must work well. 'This would 
be l|d. a rod, or 20s. an acre; 
aiid that is at cheap as ploughing, 
and /our timei at good. But, how 
much belter to give the men high- 
er wages, and let them do more 
work! If married, howarethfeir 
miserable families to lire on 4*.6d. 
a week! And, if single, they 
. must and will have more, either 
hy poaching, or by taking wilhoul 
Itaoe. At any rate, this is beller 
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than the roatZ-uonf .-I mean, bet- 
ter for those who pay the rates ; 
for here is something tehich thei^ 
get for the monei/, that they give 
thepoor; whereaain the case 
of Ihe road-work, the money given 
ill relief is generally wholly bo . 
much lost to the rale-payer. What 
a curious spectacle this is -. the 
manufactories throwing the people 
back a^ain upon the laud ! It ia 
not above eighteen months ago, 
that the Scotch fbblosoferb, and 
especially Dr. Black, were call- 
ing upon the farm-labourert to 
become manufacturers '. I remon- 
strated with Ihe Doctor atthetime; 
but, he still insisted, thai such a 
transfer of hands was the only re- 
medy for the distress in the farm- 
ing districts I However (and I 
thank God for il) i\ie feelotofen 
hare enough to do at home now ; 
for the poor' are crying for food in 
dear, cleanly, warm, fruitful Scot- 
land herself, in spite of a' the 
Hamiltons and a' the Wallaces - 
and a' the Maxwells and a' iha 
Hope Joljnatones and a' the Dtm- 
dasesand a' the Edinbro' Review- 
ers and a' the Brough&ms and 
Birkbecks. In spile of all these, 
(he poorof Scotland are cow help- 
ing themselves, or about to do it, 
for want of the means of purchas- 
ing food. -• ' 
From Devizes 1 came to the 
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vilft' rotten boroogb of Cali»b, 
leasing the park and house of 

' LokD Lansoown to my left.- 
TMa man's name is Pbtty, and, 
donblless, his ancestor* " ea^e in 
with the Conqueror ;" for, Petty 
U, unmiestionably, a corruption 
of Ihe French word Petit ; and, 
in this case, there appears to have 
been not ihe least degeneracy; 
a thing raiher rare in these days. 
There is a man whose name was 
Gkimstone (that is, to a certainty 
Grindslntte), who is now called 
Lord Verulam, and who, ' ac- 
cording to his pedi^ee in the 
Parage, is descended from a 
*' ttMdard - hearer nf the Con- 
queror " 1 Now, the devil a bil 
IS there the word Grikdbto$b; oi 
GaiHBTovE, in the Norman lan- 
guage.

1 could not come through that 

illaiious hole, Cai.ne, without' 
cursing Corraption at every step ; 
and, when I was coming by an ' 
ill - looking, broken - windowed 
place, called the town-ball, I 
suppose, I poured but a double 
dose of execration upon' it. "Out 
of the frying-pan into the fire;" 
for, in about ten miles more, I 
came to another rolteH-holOf catt- 
ed Wotton-Bassbt ! This also 
is a mean, vile place, though the 
country all rouna it is viry fine. 
On this side of Wotton-Basset, 
I went out of my wayttt see the' 
church at Great Lyddiabd, 
which, in the parliamentary re- 
turn, is called Lyddiiird Tregoote, 
In my old map it is called Tr^ 
gose; and, to a certainty, the 
word was, Tregroste; that is to 
say, tres groue. Or, very big. 
Here is a good old mansion-house 
and large walled-in garden and a 
park, belonging, they told me, to 
Lord Bommobroee. 1 wentaoite 
down to the house, close to wnicb 
stands the I>irge and fine church. 
It appears to have been a noble 
place ; the land is some of the * 
finest in the whole conntly ; the 
trees show that the land is excel- 
lent ; hut, all, except the church, 
is in a state of irrepair and &p< 
parent negleet, if not abandon^ 
nienL The parish is lavge, the 
living it <r rich one, it is a Red- 
torg; but, though" tiie incumbent"' 
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luur the gnat asAtrnkU iitfae«;he, 
infais return, telk the parliamont, 
that the pwtunage-house Uicorn 
out and tMcap^le of repair"! 
And, observe, ibat parliameDt leU 
him cotUintie tatack Ihe prodnct 
cfthe titke* and ike glebe, while 
Uftj know the parsonage- house 
to be crumUiBg'down, and while 
hehaa the impudence to tell them, 
that he does not reside, in it, 
thmt^ ike law sayi that he s^all 1 
And, while this is suffered to be, 
a poor man may be transported 
foF heiitg in pursuit of a hare ! 
What coats, How hot, how red, 
is this flBgiliDus*system preparii^ 
for the backs of its supporters. 

In coming from Wotton-Bas- 
SBx to HioDwoRTH, 1 left Swin- 
don a iew miles away to my left, 
and came by the village of Blums- 
DOK. All along here I saw great 
qufuUilies of hops in the ke^et, 
and very fine bops, and I saw, at 
a village called Stratton, I 
think it wasj the first campanula 
that I ever saw in my life. The 
maia stalk, was xaote than four 
Jeet high, and there were four 
Bldka, none of which were less 
than three feet high. AH through 
the country, poor as well as rich, 
very neat in their gardens, and 
very careful to raise a great va- 
riety of flowers. Al Blunsdon I 
saw a clomp, or, rather, a sort of 
orchard, of as fine walnut-trees 
as.1 ever btrheld, and loaded with 
wahnits. I ndeedl have seen great 
«r^H of walnuts all the way from 
JLeodoD. From Blimsdon to this 

rlsce -is but a short distance, and 
-Bat. here «bout two or three 
o'olock. This is a ckeese ciamlry ; 
Mme com, but, geDcrally speak- 
ing, it is a country of dairiei.

HioHWORTH, Wbbnbsdat, 8A' 
Sept. — The i/reat object of my 
visit to the Northern border of 
Wiltshire will be mentioned whew 
I get to Malmbbury, whither I 
intend to go to-morrow, or next 
day, and, thence, through GIo«> 
cestershire, in my way to Her»> 
fordshire. But, an additional in- 
ducement, was, to have a goatt 
long political gossip, with som* 
excellent friends, who detest the _ 
borough -ruffians as cordially aa I 
do, and who, I hope, wish as 
anxiously to see their fall efi^cted', 
and no vtatter by what meoiub 
There was, however, arising in- 
cidentally, a third object, Abic^ = 
bad I known of its existence, 
would, of itself, have brought tat 
froratbe South-Westto the NorUi- 
East corner of this county. One 
of the paTisbes adjoining to Hu^- 
worth IS thatof Colksbii.l, whi«Ii 
is in Berkshire, and which is tha 
property of Lord RAnNOR, or 
Lord FoLKBSTONB, aiKl is the leat 
of the latter. 1 was at Coleshfll 
twenty -two or three years ago, 
and twice at later [wriods. In 
1824, Lord Folkkbtonk bondU 
some LOCUST TR££S ofmcj 
and be has several tines told m^ 
that they -were growing rery 
finely ; but, I did not know, that 
they had been planted at Colea-n 
hill; and, indeed, I olm^. 
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thought, that ihey had been plant- 
ed somewhere m lbs South of 
Willshire. 1 now found, how- 
ever, that ihey were trowing at 
Coleshill, and yesterday I went 
to see them, and was, tor many 
reasons, more delighted with the 
aiehl, than wilh any Ihat I have 
beheld for a long while. These 
trees stand in clvmps of 200 trees 
in each, and the trees being four 
feel apart each way. These clumps 
make part of a plantation of 30 
or 40 acres, perhaps, 50 acres. 
The rest of the ground ; that is to 
say, the ground where the clumps 
ni Locusts do not stand, was, at 
the tanie lime that the Locitst 
. ctumpf tcere, planted with c/ies- 
niUs, eli«», ashes, oaks, beeches, 
and other tieet. These trees were 
alouter and taller than the Lncusl 
Ireesa-ecc, when the plantation 
was made. Yet, if you were now' 
to place yourself at a mile's dis- 
. tance from Ibe plantation, you 
would not think, thai there uas 
any plantalion at all, except the 
clumpr. The laci i.s, that (lie 
other trees have, as they generally 
do, made, as yet, bht very little 
progress ; are not, I should think, 
upon an average, more than 4§ 
feet, or 5 feel, high i while (he 
clumps of Locusts are from 12 
to 2iijeet high; and, I think, 
that I may salely sav, thai the 
average height is SIXTEEN 
J-'EET. They (ire the most beau, 
tiful clumps of trees that I evei 
saw in my life. They were, in- 
deed, planted by a clever and 
most trusty servant, who, to say 
' all that can be said in liJs praise, 
is, that he is iworthy of such a 
raastM' as he has. The trees are, 
indeed, in good land, and have 
been taken gliod careof; hut, the 
olber trees are in the same land; 



and, ^t'bile they have been taken 
the same care of since they were- 
planted, tbcy had not, I am ture, 
irorse treatvttnl before plantittg, 
than these Locust-treei had. At 
ihe' time when I sold them to m-y - 
LordFolkestone, ihey werein afield 
at Worth, near Crawley, in Sus- 
sex. The history of iheir transport 
is this. A Willshire wagon came 
to Worth for (he trees, on the 
14lh of March, IS24. The wagon 
had been slopped on ihe way by 
'' mow, and, though the snow 
gone off before the trees were 
put upon ihe wagon, jt was very 
lid, and there were sharp frosts 
id harsh winds. I had thie trees 
taken up, and lied up in hundreds 
by withes, like so many fagola. 
They were then put in and upon 
the wagon, we aoiug our best to 
keep the roots ittwari/s in the load- 
ing, so, as to prevent them from 
being exposed but as Uttle as pos- 
sible to the wind, sun and irost. 
We put some /em on ihe lop, 
and, where we could, on the sides; 
and we lied on Ihe load with ropes, 
just as we should have done with 
a load of fagots. In this way, 
they were several dayi. upon the 
road; and I do not know how 
long it was before they got safe 
into the ground again. All this . 
shows how hardy these trees are, 
and it ought to admonish gentle- 
men to make pretty strict inqui- 
ries, when they have gardeners, 
- bailiffs, or slewaras, under 
)se hands Locust trees die, or 
do not thrive. — N. B. J)ry as the 
late summer was, J never had my 
Locust trees so fine as they are 
liiis } oar. I have some, they 
write me. Jive feel high, froia 
seed sown just betore 1 went to 
Preston the first time, that is to. 
say, on the VatkofMa^.—labfil 
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Jtegisler. 
fine, though the great drougkt 
has made the number compara- 
tively small. — Lord Follebtone 
bougbt of me ]3,(i00 Irees. They 
are, at [his moment, worth the 
money they cost him, and, in ad- 
dilion, the cost of planting, and, 
in addition lo that, ihej are tcorth 
tliefee simple of the ground {very 
good ground) on which they tiand ; 
and this J am able lo demonstrate 
to any man in his senses.- W'"^' 
a difference in the valve of Wilt- 
ihire, if all iiaJElms were Xociisfs / 
A*fitel a foT)l of Locusl-wood is 
worth (bur or five of any English 
wood. It will burn betier green 
than almost any other wood will 
dry. ifmen want woods, beauti- 
ful woods, and in a hurry, let tliem 
go and see the clumps at Coles- 
hill. Think of a wood 16 feet 
b^h, and 1 may say 20 feet high, 
in iwenfynme months from the 
, day of planting ; and thb plants, 
on an average, not more than 
two feet high, when planted ! 
Think of that : and any one may 
see it at Coleshill. See what 
efTorls gentlemen make to gel 
Koodi How they look al the poor 
slow-growing things for years ; 
when they might, if they would, 
have it at once: really almost at 
a VJtsh; and, with due attention, 
in almost any soil ; and the most 
valupble of woods into the bar- 
gain. Mr. Palmier, the baililT, 
showed me, near the house at 
Coleshill, a Locnst tree, which 
was planted about 35 jears ago, 
0^petbaps40. He had measured 
it.before. his eight f^t and an 
inc/t rvmtd, at a foot from the 
ground. It goes ofT afterwards 
into two principal limbs; which 
two aooi) become tix Hmbs, ami 



each of these limbs is three feet 
rtmnd. So that here are six ever- 
lasting gale'pott* to begin with. 
This tree is worth 20 |i0Dnds at 
the least farthing. 

I saw, also, at Coleshill, the 
moil complete farm-yard that I 
ever tato, and ihat I believe there 
is in all England, many and com- 
plete as English farm-yards are. 
This was the contrivance of Mr. 
Palmer, Lord Folkestone's bai- 
liff and sterrard. The master 
gives all the credit of plantation 
and farm lo ihe servant ; but the 
servant ascribes a good deal oE 
it to the master. Between 
them, at any rate, here are 
some most admirable objects in 
rural affairs. And here, too, 
there is no misery amongst ihote 
'ho do the Korki those who, with- 
out whom there could have been 
Locust-plantations and nofarm- 
yard. Here all are comtbrlable; 
gaunt hunger here stares no man 
ill the face. That same disposi^ 
lion, which sent Lord Folkestone 
to visit John Knioht in the dttn^ 
geons at Reading, keeps pinchiny 
hunger away from Cblesbtll. It 
is a very pretty spot all taken 
together. It is chiefly grazing 
land ; and, though ihe making of 
cheese and bacon is, 1 dare say, 
the most profitable oart of the 
farminglhere. Lord Folkestone 
fats oxen, and has a stall for ilj 
which ought to be skov^n to fo- 
reigners, instead of the spinning 
jennies. A fat ox is a.finer thing 
than a cheese, however good. 
There is a dairy here too, and 
beautifully kept. When this ataU 
is full of oxen, and they all fat, 
hon it would make a Frenth 
farmer stare 1 It would make even 
a Yankee think, that " Old Eng- 
land" was a respectable " m». 
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ther" afWrall. If I had (a show 
this village off to a Yankee, I 
trouUl blMdfold hiro all ibe 4aj 
to, and afier 1 got him out of, (he 
village, lest be Ebould see the 
Bcare-crOwB of pauperi oti the 
road. 

For a week or ten days before 
I came to Highwerib, I had, owing 
to the uncertainty as to where 1 
should be, had no newspapers 
vent me trom London; so that, 
really, 1 began to feel, that 1 was 
in the " dark aget.'' Arrived here, 
however, the ligltt came bursting 
iir upon me, flush after dash, from 
tha Wen, from Dcblim, and from 
MooEitN Athens, 1 had, too, for 
several days, had nobody to enjoy 
the light wilh. 1 had no ikarert 
in the " atUeeluetval "Ait&t, and 
this sort of enjoyment, unlike that 
of Kome other borts, is augment^ 
by being divided. Oh ! how happy 
we were, and how proudV e were, to 
find(fromthe"instructor"),lhBtwe 
badaking,lhatwewerethesuhjects 
of.a sovereign, who had gracious- 
bi.sent Iwenty-Jive pounds to Sir 
RiCHiKD Bihnie's poor box, 
th^re to swell the amount of the 
muoifieence ni fined delinqitsnU! 
Aye, and this, loo, while (as the 
*' insb'uclor'* told us) this same 
sovereign had just bestowed, un- 
a^ed for (Oh! the dear good 
man!), an annuity of 600^ a year 
on Mrs, Fox, who, observe, and 
whose daughters, had already a 
htmginff pension, paid out of the 
taxes, raised, in part, and in the 
greatest part, upon a people ^fao 
ane half-starved and half-naked. 
And our aduiration al the poor- 
box affair was not at -all lessened 
bj the reflection, tbat more money 
thpMtuffieient lopayall the poor' 
rates of WiUshire and Ber/a/iiTe- 
'Kill, Uua rery year, have been ex- 



pended on new pa]iiees, onpnlk . 
ings down and^alleralions,oi p»< 
laces before existing; and on orn&< 
ments and decorations in and 
about Hyde Park, where a bridge- 
is building, which, I am told, must . 
(Ktsi a-lmndred thoutand pouadt, 
though all the water, thai has to 
pass under it, icould go tkrnugk a 
sngar-hogtkead ; and DOES, a' 
little while belbre it conies to this., 
bridge, go throngh an arch wbtcb . 
I believe to be ^smaller tbaa a 
sugar hogshead ! Besides, there 
was a bridge here before, and a. 
very good one too. 

Now, willJEHBvCuaxBiSjWho-, 
complains so bitterly about the 
poor-rates, and who talks of .the 
poor working people as if their 
poverty were theworst of crbnes^ 
will jERBYsayany thing about 
this bridge, or about the enormous 
expenses at Hyde Park Comer 
and in St. James's Park?

Jebby 
knows, or he ought to know, thai . 
this bridge must be paid lor out of 
thetaxes, Hemus(know,orelsehe 
must be what 1 dare not stippose 
him, that it is the taxes that make 
the panpen ; and yet 1 am afraid, 
(hat Jebre will not open his lips, 
on the subject of this bridge. What, 
they are going at, at Hyde Pask 
CoBNKR, nobody that I talk with 
seems to know. Ihe" great Cap' 
taia of the Age," as that nasty pa- 
laverer, Broagham, called hinny 
lives close to this spot, where also .

les stands, havintr, on the base ofl 
il,^ the woifl WEtUNGTON itti 
great staring leUen, while all the' 
other letters are ' very, very tmaU ;

II Sept.— 1 was detnined at 
Highworth partly by the rain and 
partly by company jliat I lilted 
very much. 1 left it at six o'clock 
yesterday morning, and got lo this 
town about three or four o'clock 
in the afternoon, e&pT a ride, in- 
cludingmydevialions,of 34 miles; 
find' as pleasant a ride as mi^n 
ever had. I got to a farm-house 
in the neighbourhood of Crick- 
LAnE, to breaktast, at which house 
I was very near to Ihe source of 
the river ISIS, which is, they say, 
the first branch of the THAMES. 
They call it the " OLD 
THAMES," and I rode through 
it here, it not being above four or 
fivp yards wide, and not deeper 
than the knees of my horse. — -The 
land here, and all round Crice-

all Englandj and some of the finest

Is a-nalion richer lor the carrying- - 
away of the food from (hose who 
raise it, -and giving it lo bayonet 
tnen and others, who are assembled 
in great masses > 1 could broom- 
slick the fellow who would look me

•rovement." What ! was it not 
leder iot the consumers of (he 
food to live near to the placet 
vhere it vat grown?

i observed, some page* back, 
that, when 1 got to Maliisbuky, 
■ .1 should have to explain my main 
object in coming to the North of 
WiLTSHiRB. In the year 1818; 
. the parliament, by an ad, ordered 
Ihe bishops to cause the bene- 
ficed, clergy to give in an account 
of tfaeirlivings, wbicli account was 
to contain the Ibllpwing particu- 
lars, relating to each pariah : 

1. Whether a Rectory, Vicar-

In looking into this account, as 
itiras finally made up and printed 
hy thf parliamentary officers, 1 
.saw, (hat it was impossible for it 
to be true. I have always as- 
serted, and, indeed; I have clearly 
PROVED, that one of the two 
last population returns isFALSE, 
barefacedly- false ; and,l wassure, 

~ that the account, of which I am 
now speaking, was equally false. 
The falsehood consisted, I saw, 
principally, in (be account of the 
S^paeity of. the church to con- 
tain people I that is, under the 
head jVo. 5, as above stated. I 
saw, that, inalmost every instance, 
this account MUST 0¥ NE- 
CESSITY BE FALSE, though 
coming from under the pen of a 
itenefieed clergynwn. I saw, 

- Ihatthere.wasftconslant desirelo 
make it appear, that the church 



wai «oto hecome TOO SMALL ! 
And thus to help ^ong the opinion 
of a great recent increase of po- 
pulation, an opinion so sedulously 
inculcated by all the lax-eater? 
of every sort, and by the . most 
brutal and best public instructor. 
In some cases the falsehood of 
this account was impudent almost 
beyond conception; and yet, it 
required going to the spot to get 
unquestionable proof of the false- 
hood. In many of the parishes, 
in hundreds of them, the pajmla- 
lion ii next to nothing, far fewer 
persons than the church porch 
would contain. Even in these 
cases, Ihe parsons have seldom 
said, that the church would con- 
tain more than the population ! 
In such jeases, they havt; generally 
said, that. the church con contain 
"ihe population"'. So it can; 
but, il can contain ten times the 
number ! And thus it was, thai, 
in KOrds of truth, a lie in meaning 
was told to the Parliament, and 
not one word of notice was ever , 
taken of it. Little Langlbrd, or 
Landford, for instance, between 
Saljsbury and Warminster, is re- 
turned as having a populalion 
under liventy, and a church that 
'' can contain the population." 
This church, which 1 w6nt and 
looked at, can contain, very con- 
veniently, two hundred people! 
But, there was one instance, in 
which the parson had been sin- 
gularly impudent ; for, he had > 
slated the population at eight perr 
sons, and had slated that the - 
churci could contain eight per' 
Kms ! This was the account of the 
parish of Sharncut, in this 
county of Wills. It lies on the 
very nortbermost edge of the 
county, and its boundary, on mie 
side, divides' Wiltshire from Glou- 
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r«e>lenbiTe. To IbiBSHAHNCtrV, 
•thfrelinfi;;^ 1 was resolved lo go, 
wid to try ihe feet with my »wn 
--eyes. Wben, therefore, 1 got 
-Lunneh CitcntADE, I waa com- 
piled to quit the Malitubiiry 
Toad, and go away to my right. I 
tliftd to go through a Tillage called 
- AsBTON Kb tKBH, wHh vbich place 
■1 was very much stricken. Il is 
' now a straying village ; btil, (o 
ft certainly, it has been a large 
aarkettown. There is a market- 
cross still standine in an open 
place in it; and, there are such 
I nnmerotis lanes, crossing each 
other, and cutting the land tip 
into such little biU, that it must, 
atone time, have been a lai^e 
town. It is a very curious i 
-and I should tiare stopped 
forvaome time, but 1 was 
within a few miles of the famous 
SaARNCDT, ihe church of ivhich, 
according to the parson's account, 
cauld contain «ight persons ! 

At Ihe end of about three miles 
more of road, rajher difficult to 
,find, but Tery pleasant, i got to 
Sharncut, which I found to con- 
•nat of a ohnrc/i, iwo farm-koiiwt, 
aad a parxrmage-ltoute, one part 
.of the buildings of which had 
become a: labourer'* Aouie. The 
,«hurch has no tower, hut a sort of 
. OX) wsing- piece (very ancient) on 
the Iransept The church is 
Mcty/eeth^,Biid,on anarerage, 
to«a/y-^i^t feet uiitle; na that 
ihe area ef it contains one thou- 
sand tix huudred and eigkiy 
square feet ; or, one handredttnd 
ei^lif-tixtipiare yards.'. 1 found 
in the church eleven pewg that 
>irould't»ntatD, tfaatwere mRde to 
■contain, ei^hty-itoo people; and, 
.tti«s» do nvt occupy a third part 
lofitbe Bvea of the chwch; and 
Jh(u,.more Aaa twv Inmdred per- 



laons, at ifae least, might be ac- 
oommodated, with perfect cow w - 
vience, in this church, which the 
parson says, " eon contain eigWl 
Nay, Ihe ckwck porch, on its two 
benches, would hoM taettty peo- 
ple, taking liQle and big proroia- 
cuoosly. 1 have- been thus par- 
ticular, in this instance, becagae I 
wmihl leave no doubt as to the 
bardacedneis of the lie. A strict 
inquiry would show, that the far 
greater part of the account ia a 
most impudent lie, «r, rather, 
siring of liet. For, as to the mt- 
(er/Wsre, that this account was irme, 
becanse the church " can contain 
eifftt," il is an addition to the 
crime of lying. . What the Par- 
liamoil meant was, " what ii ihe 
" greatest nmmber of persons tiiat 
" the church con contain at 
"worship"; and, therefore lo put 
the figure of 8 against the churtb 
of Sbarmcut was to tell the Fi^> 
liameot a witlullie. This paririi 
is a rectory; it has great and 
small tithes ; it has a glebe, ajid a 
good solid bouse, though the paf* 



cerate that senses, perhaps, three 
or four other (Marches, cornea 
liere at five o'dock in the afftr- 
noon. — The Motiee for making out 
the returns in Ibis way is clear 
enough. The parspns see, that 
they are -g^ng what they get io 
a declining, a moulderittg, com^ 
try.

If you talk 
to them, they will never acknow- 
ledge, lltal there t« any miiery in 
the eonntry; because they wejl 
knew how large a share they have 
had in the cause of it. They were 
always haughty and ituolent ; 
but, the anti-jaeoMn times made 
them leii thousand- times tnore so 
than e»er. The cry of Atheism, 
as of the French ,g a ve these tellowa 
'of DOTS a fine time of it: they be- 
came idenfified with loyalty, and, 
what was morej with property ; 
audi at one time, to say, or faint, a 
word against a parson, do what 
he woald, was to be an enemy oj 
God and of alt property] I ve- 
rily believe, that, if PERCY 
JOCELYN; that Right Reve- 
rend Father in God, Bishop of 
Clogher, and uncle of the Earl 
of Rodeii, and Commissioner of 
Education ; I verily believe, that, 
if he and John Move^lt, the 
soldier of the Guards, had com- 
mitted their horrid 'crime in The 
time of Pitt or Perceval, orfie/iire 
. 2ow prices came, no man would 
have dared to say a word about 
it; and tliat, if any man had 
dared to do it, he would have 
been hunted donmks an Atheist 

and Jacobin ! Those were the 

glorious times for them. They 
vrged on the war ; they were the 
loudest of all the trumpeters. 
They saw their tithes in danger. 
If they. did not get the Bourbons 
restored, there was no chance of 
re'esfablishing tithes in France ;

Between Somer- 
ford and Ocksey, I saw, on the 
side of the road, more goldjinches 
than I had ever seen together ; I 
think fifty times as many as I iiad 
ever seen at one time in my life. 
The favourite food of the goldfinch 
is the seed of .the thistle. This 
seed is just now dead ripe. The 
thistles are all put and carried 
away from tiiejields by the har- 
vest ; but, they grow alongside 
the roads; and, in this place, in 
great ouanYities. So that the 
goldfincnes were got here in flocks, 
and, as they continued to-fly along 
before me, tor nearly half a mile, 
and still sticking lo the road and 
the banks, 1 do believe I had, at 
last, a ttock often thousand flying 
before me. Birds of every tini^ 
including partridges and phea- 
sants and all sorts of poultry, are 
most abundant this year. The 
fine, long summer has been sin- 
gularly tavourable to tfa«n ; and 
you see the effect of it in ii» 
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Sreat broods of chickens and 
ucks and geeie and lurkejt in 
and about every farm-yard. The 
cbnrchea. of the l&at-menlioned 
TiUases are all large, particularly 
ibe latter, which ia capable of 
containing, very conveniently, S 
or 4,ft00 people. It ig a very 
large church ; it has a tnpU 
, roof, and is nearly 100 teei long ; 
and master paraon gays, in his re- 
turn, that it " can contain three 
ktaidred people"! Al Ocxasv 
the people were in church as I 
came by. I beard the singer* 
sii^iw; and, as the churchward 
was cloae by tbe road-sid^, I got 
off my horse and vent ttt,- giving 
my boTse to a hoy to hold. The 
fellow says, that his church " can 
contain ftoo hundred people." I 
counted pemt ]br about 450 ; the 
singing gallery would hold 40 or 
50 ; two tbtrds of the area of the 
chorcb bate no pewa in Ihem. On 
beocbea these two thirds would 
bold 2,000 peragns, taking one 
with another! But, this ia nothing 
rare ; the same sort of statement 
has been made, the same kind of 
falaehodds, relative (o the whole 
of ibe parishes, througfaoat (he 
coonlry, with here and there an 
exception. Erery where you see 
the indubitable marks ca decay 
in mansions, in parsonaKe- bouses 
and in people. Nothing can so 
atroni;ly depict the great decay of 
the viljagea as the ttate of the 
jtarunaffe-houtet, which are so 
nUDiy parcels of public property, 
and to prevent the dilapidation of 
which tLere are laws so strict. 
Since 1 left Devizes, I have passed 
close by, or very near to.thirlifiwo 
parish churches ; and, ia Jtfteen, 
out of these thirty-two parishes, 
the parsonage -ho uses are ataled, 
in Ine parliiunentary return, ^tber 



as being mnfilfor a perum to Jive 
in, or, as being whollv tumbled 
doan and ffonel AVbat. tbea, 
are there Scotch vagabomis ; are - 
(here Chilmkbsbs and Colqu- 
HouNDS, to swear, "mon," ibot 
Pilt and Jubilee Geor^iegat all 
us Englishmen ; and, that ihere 
were only a few stragglers of ua 
in tbe world before ! And that 
our dark and ignorant falbera, 
who built Winchester and Sails- ' 
bury Cathedrals, had neither 
hands nor money ! 

When I got in here yesterday, 
I went, at first, to an inn ; but 1 
very soon changed ray quarters 
for the house of a friend, who and 
whose family, though I had uever 
seen them before, and had never 
heard of them until 1 was at 
Highwortb, gave me a hearty re- 
ception, and precisely in theityle - 
that I libe. This town, though if 
has nothing particularly engaging ' 
in itxelf, stands upon one of the- 
prettiest spots that can be ima- 
gined. Besides the river Avon, 
which 1 went down in the South*^ 
East part of the county, here is 
another river Avon, which runs 
down to Bath, and two branches, 
or sources, of which meet here. 
Thereisaprettynt^eo/'^i'owncf, ■ 
the base ol which is a mile, or a 
mile and a half wide. On each 
side of this ridge a branch of thd 
river runs down, through a flat of 
very fine meadows. The Iowa 
and thebeautifui remains of tb» 
famous old Abbey, stand on lbs 
rounded spot, which' terminates - 
this ridge; and, just below, nearly 
close to the town, tbe two branches 
of the river meet; and then they 
begin to be called the Avon. The 
land round about is esculent, and 
of.agreat variety of forms. Tbe ' 
treea are lo% and fine : so tlwt 
B 
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what widi dw water, the hmb- 
dcws, the fine oatlle and sheep, 
and, u I hear, tba abience oi 
JWd-pincbing pevwty, tbia i« a 
■very pleasant place. — There re- 
maitiB more of the Abbey than, I 
IwHere, of any of our monaitic 
building!, except that of Wetl- 
ninster, and tboK that hare be- 
come Cathedral*. The church- 
serrioe n perl'onned in the part 
of- the Abbey that n left stand- 
inf . The panah church has fallen 
down and is gone ; but the tower 
retnairu, wbieh ia made use of for 
Ihf hells ; hut the Abbey is used 
aa the church, though the church- 
tower \i at a conuiderable diBlimce 
Irem it. It was once a most mag- 
nificeot building ; and there is 
now a door-way, which is the 
XDost beautiful thing 1 ever saw, 
and which was, nerertheleu, 
bgtit in SAXON times, in " the 
dark ages," and was built by 
men, who were not begotten by 
Pitt nor by Jubilee - George. — 
TVhat fooU, as well as ungrate- 
ful creaturee, we have been and 
are! There is a bn^en arch, 
islanding off from the sound part 
of the building, at which one can- 
itQt look up wtlhout feelitig shame 
at the thought of ever having 
abused the men who made it. No 
oqe need tell any man of 
he feeh our inferiority to i . 
Ihers, upon merely beholding the 
T«vnains of their efforts la orna- 
ment their couBtiy and 'elevale 
tbe jniods of the people. We 
talk of our AiU and ieaming, 
indeed^ Hdw do we know bow 
slult'ul, how learned, they were ? 
JU MriiM that they kaxe. left im, 
we see . that (bey surpassed us, 
why are we to conclude, that they 
did not aurpasaufi in all other 
thingt weito; of admicatioB 



This famniia Abbey was Ibund- ' 
ed, in about the year QOU, bjr 
AUiDULF, a Soolcli Msnk, who 
upon the suppression of a Nun- 
nery here at thai lime, selected' 
the spot for Ibis - great ealablisho 
ment. For the great magnificence, 
however, to which it was soun. 
after brought, it was indebted to- 
A LDHEL H , a Monk educated wi tbia 
its first walls, by . the founder 
faimself; and to St. Ald&ei.i[, 
who by bis great virtues became 
very famous, the Church was de« 
dicBled in the time of King Edgar. 
This Monastery continued flouriih* 
ing during those dark ages, until 
it was BRked by the great en* 
tightener, at which tini« it was 
found to beendowed to the amount 
of tixteen thomoMd and ttvetOif- 
ieven pound> eleven skilUnfft and 
eight-pence, of the money of tbe 
present day ! Amongst other, 
many other, great men produoed 
by this Abbey of Mumsborj, 
was that famous scholar and 'Us- 
torian, William de Mu.Ma< 

There is a marbel-cross, in this 
town, the sight of which is worth 
a journey of hundreds of miles.' 
Time with bis scythe, and " e»- 
lightened Prjitestant piety," with 
its pick -axes and crow-bars; 
these united have done niuch to 
efface iha beauties of this monn- 
ment of ancient skill and taste, . 
and proof of ancient wealth ; bu^ 
in spite of all their destructive 
efforts, this Cross still remains a. 
most beautiful thing, though pos- . 
sibly, and even probably, nearly, 
or quite, a thousand years aid. 
There is a market-ova lately - 
erected at pEvizBs,and, intended, 

imitate the ancient ones. Com- 
pare that with this, and, then yoD. 
have, pcptty fiurly, a view.. of ihtt 
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difl&rence betireen ITS atid oar 
FOR&F^TBGRS of the "dark 
agei."

and Death, as ready to commence 
their winter's tour, of desolatioa 
through Ihe heart of the British Em- 
pire. I.ct us here draw a veil over 
the frightful picture. His Majesty's 
Ministers have countermanded the 
march" of the destroyers, and in ef- 
fect, have said to them — avaunt, and 
spare a patient, imofTendin^ and 
suffering population. There is still 
another point of view in which im- 
portant consequence must arise from ' 
this measure; ultimately it must 
have the effect of diminiihin^ that 
drain on thcpursesof the rich,.which :

On manwrittg Land for Foreitt- 

Trees. 

Deak 8ik, — In the month of 
8a]»tember, 1824, I sent you a 
short article (which was pnhlisbed 
in Ihe Register ofthelStb of that 
non(h) on planting, in which I 
prored.from my own experience 
neadraniage of treneh i w or odier- 
ifbe deeplj' moving the land, and 
«£Krw»fds ketping it in a clean 
■late ; mid I promised toshow, in 
m'&tme latter, that in addition to 
.-HwBCr k i m i«3A a pw rer tomwusiwe 



land 6a ferCst-trees. I had 'in 
(act at that time begun an experi- 
ment en the subject, the remit of 
which I am now abmit to coranw 
nicate, and wbicb, I am happy lo 
■ay, baa for exceeded my mast 
■dngnine «tpeetations. 

In the -year 18*8, I hired, of 
the Fishmongers' Company of 
Lundon, sixty acres of A«atj^land 
opposite my noase, upon a lease 
for forty years. I agreed lo plant 
fiiteen acres thereof with forest- 
trees, having the [frivilege of thin- 
ning and cDlting down during the 
term, but leaving the Company 
one hundred trees per acre at the 
end thereof. As I had only a li- 
mited interest in the land; it oc- 
cnrred to me that the faster I cotdd 
make the trees grow the belter 
they would psy me : I therefore 
deteilnined to manure il. I fahd 
observed the great effect prodnced 
by ' the spreading of mere flag- 
ashes npcn land m the tame ite- 
Kription, which I bad planted 
three years before : I had also no- 
ticed, -that trees, which I planted 
at Ihe sam&time upon spots Of 
land where heaps of marl had 
been laid, had made much^eater 
progress than those trees which 
had been planted without marl. 
From this 1 was convinced, that 
mart' upon thh kind of land wfas 
beneficial to trees. I therefore 
resolved to manure with mar) aa 
Welles with mnck.Jcaused the lafad 
to be double ploughed, first with 
two horses and then with four, fol- 
lowing in the same furrow, by 
which means the soil wb» stirred 
to the depth of eighteen or tvrenty 
iocbes. I fortunately found Ae 
remains of an old raarl^t iii ihe 
piece, from whidi 1 harrowed add 
spread twenty cert-bttds per acre. 
Tnoa 1 suKMed to jie- and pukeiiu 
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ai vinler, and in tbe foltoning 
' spring (Til., in April, 1824) f car- 
ried on and spread twenty loads 
per acre of good rotten muck, 
ploughed it in a lair pitch, and 
planted the treei, which conaitted 
ol' oak, eih, elm, cbesnut, and 
black Italian poplar, with a few 
of other sorts. 

They took.eKceedingly well, 
and many of them made vigorous 
shoots the first summer ; the se- 
cond year tbey nearly covered the 
ground, but during this summei 
their growth has b^n prodigious 
tnany of the ash trees have made 
already shoots upwards of five 
feet long, and upon an average, ' 
think both they and the oaks ha 
increased tkU year full three teet 
in height. The chesnuls have not 
donesowellj but the poplars have 
made such progress, that they 
Il&Te actually the appearance of 
trees eight or nine years old. The 
severe drought, which has scorch- 
ed up trees on land in a poor and 
foul slate, has had tRe effect of 
adding considerably to the growth 
' «f these, Tbey have never had 
Ihe appearance of wauling mois- 
ture, although not a drop of rain 
fell upon them lor a period of se- 
reral weeks during the very hol^ 
test part ol* the summer; and they 
now exhibit a dark green, heahhy 
colour, and promise to grow five 
or six Keeks longer. This luxu- 
riant growth I altribule to the 
deep plougbing, to the highly 
manured stale of the! land, and to 
jls being constantly kppt clean 
aod leoie upon the surface by 
means of the hoe ; and 1 firmly 
believe, that wh^n land is in Ibis 
stale, the'vreather in England can 
. never be loo hot for forest-trees. 

It is necessary to say somelhing 
about (he expense, aa 1 an) a,wve 



that an objection would he wmA 
an that ground by almost every 
gentleman to whom this mode of 
planting might be recommended. 
With the view of .exciling atten- 
tion to the subject, 1 have pat op 
a board in the plantation by the 
road-side, enumerating alt the 
particulars, which I will Etere 
copy : —

This may, and will be Aou^t 
by many to be a great sum ; but a 
nurseryman will not plant with 
good trees, and fill up for threo 
year;, under 10I.^n ;aote, exelu- 
Hve of ploughing; and observe,that 
when you manure, you never want 
to fill up, for alt the trees, are 
sure to lake, and instead of filling 
up, you may, after Ihe third year, 
take up and trantplant at least a 
tenth part of them. Look, too, at 
the rapid manner in which the 
trees grow, and how much quicker 
you get a plantation into a paging 
Mtale, than yon do when trees are 
planted without manure. 1 luiovr 
hundreds of acres of land, which 
were planted from fifteen^ twea- 
ty years ago al an exp^iae of 
more than lOj. an acre, die treaa 
on which would not now Jk vaiMd 
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«ittbe original coit of the planting . 
whereas, had one-third more been 
expended in manuring and pro- 
perlv preparing ihe land, thev 
iroald have bem worth -from SOl 
ta leo;. an acre. 

A regard .'to economy in plant- 
ing is Mroettmei carried to a great 
' length. A gentleman about eight 
railes from me planted, in the 
same year I did (1824), forty 
acres of land jipon a cheap plan. 
Some Scalc/tmeti persuaded him, 
tbat neither trenching, ploughing, 
nor cleaning was necessary ; that 
jnst to raise a Sag, by miuiiiig a 
Iriangular iridsion and putting in 
a. seedling plant, and then press- 
ing it down with the foot, was 
quite sufficient to raise in quick 
bme a, flourishing and valuable 
plantation ; and that, as to the 
grass and weeds, they wou]d keep 
the trees warm, and also keep out 
the drought-^hey would in fact 
be a aonrce both of heat and mois- 
ture : and all this was to be done 
ibr 8/. lOt. an acre. Most gentle- 
men, yoii are aware, are disposed 
to listen to any proposal for doing 
work cheaply : accordingly these 
Scotchmen were employed, and 

Slanted the forty acres. 1 told 
le gentleman at the time that this 
cheap plan would not answer ,- 
and'tnat a Very few years would 
prore thai raine was much the 
cheaper mode of the two. He 
ridiculed my extravagance in 
planting at snch a uaelns cost, 
and made a distant allusio'n to the 
okt proverb, — "A fi>ot and hi* 
mooey are soon parted."' It does 
not become me to do it, and I am 
far from Inlendiog to apply this 

EDverb to the gentleman himself ; 
t thoK who have seen boih 
plantations, will, I am confident, 
pOroeire tiiiit it h aol justly appli- 



cable to me. I hare had no rea- 
son to alter my opinion ; wbelber 
he still adheres to his, I have bad 
no means of ascertainiog : but 
this 1 will venture to auert, that 
any man of judgment would value 
one half acre of my plantation at 
more than his whole forty acres. 
His is, in tact, a lotai failure. 
His trees (that is, such oflbem aa 
are alive) are Almost enli rely cbok* 
ed up with grass and weeds, awl 
are literally worth HothiAff. The 
3/. lOf. an acre, amounting, alto- 
gelber, to.I40^., are ther^re aa 
completely thrown away, as if 
they had neen put into the fire. 
Besides this, there is the loss of 
time (which caiinol be recovered), 
the rent of the land, if it were 
worth any thing, and the mortifi- 
cation of having a foTourite ob- 
ject defeated ; and to all this, 
gentlemen expose themselves, by 
attempting to effect improvemeatt 
'~ a parsimonious manner. 

Farmers of poor land generally 
fall into tb6 saine error: they do 
not perceive, or are unwilling to 
believe, that it is the trifling ex- 
pense of a little extra manure, 
that occasions all the difTerence, 
upon this sort of land, between an 
abundant and a short crop ; but 
that such is Ihe case, I have fre- 
quently observed in my own im- 
mediate neighbourhood. 1 have 
my s^f grown upon poor heatb 
land, nine, ten, and, in one in- 
stance, eleven cooihbs two bushels 
acre of wheat, while the ad- 
joining lands, of the same descrip- 
tion and quality, have never ex-* 
ceeded nx ; and this has been 
effected merely by laying on an 
additional quantity ot eight loads 
of mock per acre. My neighbouf 
has -put on twelve, and I twenty 
loads per acre : ha bas grown ax 
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ooonbs add I hare ^nmn ten. It 
does not appear to be considered, 
tfaat ID' high fanning the muck is 
Ike imlif ftddilional part of tlie ex- 
pense ; the tillage, leed-'com, 
rent, poor-rates, and laboar, be- 
ing the Hme, nhether you grow 
'Six coembs or ten. The same ob- 
aerratioiu wilLapplr to planting, 
there ii a c«rf«in expense wUch 
you nvri be sabject to.whether^c 
plant wdl or ill. i£ you inci 
that expenRe, and no more, your 
cibject ID planting will, in raany 
. instance!, be vhotly defeated, 
aod ;our expenditure be alto* 

g4ber unproducliTe : but if jou 
y out a suflicieht sum to ma' 
lain and support, as well as 
I^Mt ]iour trees, you are certain 
to Bueceed, and to be amply re- 
aaid for your labours : and this I 
bold to be real economy, it being 
in the end by Tar Uie cheapest 
uelhod of Ranting. 

It is rather surprising, thai the 
experiment, of manarinf; land for 
ibrest-trees should not have been 
tried before the advantage of it 
being so obTious; but I belieire 
4batit never has. We all know, 
4hat trees will grow faster upon 
good than upon ordinary land : if, 
tfaer^ere, the land intended to be 
pkated be of interior quality, it 
.s«ems so reasonable that it ought 
to be improved, that oae 'Wonders 
'tbeidea should not instairily occur. 
■SesideB, it is cMut«mly acted 
lOpon on olh» occasions : no one 
Aidu of pfainting frutt^rees eren 
4na garden without manure; and 
110 good tanner attempt* to raise a 
'fence upoB ordinary land without 
well mucbiog it at the lime he 
plants the Iay«'. Fences so 
xaiaed will make greater prosreis 
■in one year than &y will in three 
•VHlhoiit muwre i And tboi^b tkm 



is no reason mby Ae si 
should not prove equally benefi- 
cial when apphed to forest-trees, 
no one has ever maanred land fi>r 
them that 1. have heard o(, except 
perhaps some small B^Mtts intended 
■olelj lor ornament. I hope, 
honeTer, that some gentleman, 
with better meant than I posseei, 
will give the experiment a fair 
trial upon a larger scale. It may 
be difficult in some sitiMions to ' 
obtain Bufiicititt muck, and it is 
therefore deserving of consider- 
ation, whether artificial manures 
will Dot answer the purpene. I 
am of opiaion that they will ; bnt 
I intend to try some experimeitfs 
OH the subject in the enEuii^ rea- 
son, the result of which, with your 
leave, I will communicate to the

the Red, or Bloody, Cross too, 
asked the landlord some questions* 
which began a series of joking 
and bantering that I had. with the 
people, from one end of the TJI-> 
lage to the other. I set them alt 
a laughing; and, though thejr 
could not know my name, they 
will remember me for a Iod^ 
while. — This est^ite of Gatgohb 
belonged, 1 am told, to a Mr. 
Shepfehd, and to bis fathers be- 
fore him. 1 asked, where 4his 
Sbepperd was NOW. A^rades- 
man-looking man told me, that ha 
did not know where he was ; but, 
that he had heard, that be was liv- 
ing come wAerenearto£atA/ThuH 
Ihey go ! Thustheydre saueezed 
out of existence. The little ones 
are gone ; and the big ones havtt 
nothing left for it, but to resort to 
ihe bands of holy matrimony with 
the turn of Ike market watchert 
B^d their breed. This the big 
now doing apace ; and 
there is this comfort at any rate ; 
namely, that the connexion can- 
not make tbem basdr than they 
are, a boroughmonger being, ot 
all .God's creatures, the rerj 
basest. 

From Atxninb t came oa 
through Nailswobtd, Wood- 
CBBBTER, and RoDBOROosH, to 
this place. These riUagas Ije w 
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the sid«§ of a narrow and deep 
rolley, with a narrow stream of 
water running down the middle 
of it, and this stream turns ibe 
wheels of a great many mills and 
eels of machinery for the mating 
of woollea-clotk. The factories 
begin at Avening, and are scat- 
tered all the way down the val- 
, ley. There are gteam-enginei as 
well as viater-poiceri. Tbe work 
and (he trade is so flat, that, in, 1 
ahould think, ranch more than a 
kvndred aeret of ground, which I 
have seen to-day, cov^d with 
rails, or rackt, lor the drying ol' 
chith, I do not think that I have 
Been one tingle acre where (he 
ru:ks had cloth upon them. The 
workmen do not get half wages ; 
great numbers are thrown on the 
parish ; but, overseers and ma- 
gistrates, in thisparf of England, 
do not presume, that they are Id 
leave any body to ttarve to death \ 
Aere is la«> here ; this is in Eng- 
land, and not in " the North," 
where those who ought to see that 
the poor do not suffer, talk of their 
dying toithkurtgerfia Irish'Squires 
do; aye, and applaud them for 
Iheir patient resignation ! The 
Gloucestershire people have no 
notion of dyit^ vaith hunger ; and 
it is with great pleasure that I re- 
mark, thatl have seen no woe- 
worn creature Ihia dtty.* The sub- 
toil here is a yellowish, ugly 
■tone. Tbe bouses are all built 
with litis } and, it being ugly, the- 
stone is made white by a wash of 
some sort or other. The land, on 
both sides of the valley, and all 
down the bottom of it, has plenty 
of trees on it ; it is chiefly pas- 
ture land ; so that tbe green and 
tbe white colours, and the form 
and gre^t variety of the ground, 
and th^ water, and all blether 



make' this a .very pretty ride.—' . 
Here are a series of spots, every 
one of which a lover of lancti 
scapes would like to have paint- 
ed. Even the buildings of the fac- 
tories are not ugly. The people . 
seem to have been constant^ well . 
off. A pig in almost every cot- 
sty; and that is the infal-

and he was conriscad. tb*tatltio 
same lime that that mode would nM 
l>ene^t the agrieultural, it would da- 
great mischief to the manufacturing 
Luterests. In adopting Ilesolutiona 
for ' the supposed benetit of some 
classes, the coudition of other classes 
ought surely to be loi^ked to; but 
here was a measure propoGed which 
would tend to aggravate the general 
calamity. One practical proof waa.. 
worth a thousand deductions fioni 
. The country had those 
Cum Laws fur several years, afld 
every one of those years was a year 
of agricultural distress. [Hear, hear, ' 
hearl amongst the farmers.] What 
was ihe cause of all tliis? Was it 
the competition of foreign markets 1 . 
No. Was it the work of adverso 
seasons? No. Ministers themselves 
said, that the seasons had been lo 
treniely prosperous, that the coun- 
try was overstocked; that we had 
loo much of every thing, and ibere* 
approachiug lo starvation. 
[Laughter.] A Corn Bill was to be 
the remeily for all those horrors, 
from whatever source they arose; 
and how had it succeeded ? The real 
.cause was far different from that 
which a Corn Bill could remove. . 
The real situatton of ihe countiy 
was this ; — an enormous mortgage 
had been contracted in tl)c shaue of 
interest upon the National Debt. 
The currency of Ihe realm had been 
tampered with — the Government 
had tried to pay bfl' the interest of 
the vast debt by varioiu eipedienti. 
A grrat proportion of it had been 
contracted in a depreciated medium, 
and rents, tithes, mortgages, aiHl 
nearly all contracts were regulatett 
hy that depreciation. Government 
afterwards attempted again to inter- 
fere with ijic currency; but never 
allowed the interest of the Debt to 
be interfered with, nor causedan^ 
reduction ta be made in its own m-> 
tablishments tomeet-thediaue. He 
regretted to see that a diflerenco 
existed between the agricultural and 
manufacturing interests. It was 
dreadful to se« them contendioj^ 
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I hanils petitionuig the body 
to paralyse each other. Why wtniW 
thcfr not uni.c, and call upon the 
Govemmeilt to unable them ' 
at a rate commensuraCb with the 
present sysletn of taxation, or reduce 
, the taxes to their present cap^bili 
ties? [Cheers.] Evil must arise from 
a division between thote great 
and mutually dependent interests, 
and they were lo be nliered by the 
same means, but not by a Corn Bill. 
T^e distress had arisen, not from 
famine, nor from any cause over 
which man had no control, but 
from certain acta of the Legislature, 
and was to be removed by the adop- 
tion of measures, which a Petiiioii 
he had prepared would point out. 
rtlear, hear !] Mr. HI. then read the 
Petition, which was as follows : —

the Biak of England, end by so doing, 
produced a manifMt change in tha 
value uf the circulating luedium of 
the country; secondly, thattheLegi** 
lature did contract an immense debt, 
commonly called the National Debt, 
and that a very large prupurtiou uf tb« 
said debt, was contracted in a depi:e-

interest of the afora-nientiouod debt, 
or reducing the establishments of 
Guvemment, or by making any equit- 
able arrangement between creditor and ^ 
debtor, by which means ntarty th« ~ 
whole of the prodactive and industrious 
classes of society were involved in great 
distress and dif^culties, and very many 
tonsigned to absolute ruin. Your Peti- 
tioners humbly conceive, that, under the 
existingsiate of taxation, rents, tithes, 
poor-rates, and otiier out-goings from 
the lands, it is utterly impossible for 
your Petitioners tu briag lo market 
the producu uf tbe soil at the same 
prices that many nations on tlie conti-

Mr. Starih said, one of theobjfcLs 
of this Petition vas to sliow tliat 
those who should agree to it lUd not 
mean to put the burden from off 
their own backs upon the backs of 
the manufacturers. The plan of 
Government was nothing more nor 
less than a compromise with the 
public creditor. Twentj shillings 
were paid in such 4 manner as to ^o 
no fiiriber (ban ten shillings. It was 
like the conduct of the tradesman 
«bo owed tool, but who could nut 
pay it, except in goods which he liad 
in bis shop. He repeated, that Go- 
vernment ought to tie asked by the 
MeeiiD", either to find a market lot 
the produce of their land, or to re- 
duce the burdens to thejr circum- 
stances. He then, amidst applauses, 
moved his Petition as an Amend- 
ment to the Petition and ltesoluii>^ns 
of Sir John Pollen. 

Mr. lliail rose to second Mr. 
Marsh's Pciilioii. I congratulate 
you, said he, and the town of An- 
dover, upon the ettraotdiuary event 
that is now occurring. You are 
met, Gentlemen, for the first time 
within the memory of man, for llie 
purpose of espressing your senti- 
ments [a laugh]. -I came here wiiR- 
fiut knowing what on earth was the 
object of those gentlemen who call- 
ed us together, but 1 cannot help ex- 
pressing my astonishment ai the 
tact, that in the year 1826, Besolu- 
tionR should be brought forward, and 
a Petilion moved to the Legislature 
for such a purpose as that which has 
been just professed ; — that a set of 
landholders should, at this time of 
day, ask the farmers to do — w[ 
why to join them in supporting the 



principle of high rents [hear, "bear, 
from the farmers who were sot 
wiiliiii view], I'll ask every one of 
those fanners, whether be is not 
convinced, that when the Com Bill 
was in full force, ruin was going on 
rapidly? [Cries of " Yes, yes," and 
applause.] You have all seen its 
operation, and tlicre is not a man 
amongst you who is not perfectly 
convinced that not one iiCom of good 
do for you or your pos- 
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upon the vitals of the te- 
. who is in turn compelled ta 
take the sweat of the poor labourer 
for Utile or nothing. It has been 
well called a tax upon bread. Sir 
Jnhn Pollen says, it is terrible to see 
the.ponr devils suffering. Indeed it 
is terrible; they are devils in softer- 
ing, at any rate. The honest, bard- ' 
working peasant is tortured by wont 
and nakedness, and so far the eom- 
pari°on is jiist; but dues not Sir 
John Pollen know how to take him 
out of the abyss of evil into which 
he has sunk? I.et him and his 
brother landholders reduce their 
rents one-half, and he, will see what 
a powerful effeci; that will have in a 
short lime [cries of " he can't do 
ih'at; it is impossible," and mur- 
muring amongst Uie landholders]. 
Call open the Government lo reduce 
the lases two thirds [" aye, that 
would be something," from the land- 
holders]. If you but join the pub- 
lic in one universal demand, the oi>- 
iect must be accomplished. Sir John 
Pollen has told us, that he feared 
Ministers iniended lo adopt further 
regulations, in contravention of the 
Corn Laws. Where had he got this 
information?' Nowhere. Sir John 
knew well what must be done. He 
anticipated the measures of Minls- 
terij, because he was aware that ihey 
could not help keeping open the 
ports. No doubt it wouki not be 
done without aprolecting duty, and 
if they abolish the Corn Laws, and ' 
adopt the principles of free trade, 
without at the same time absolving 
the farmer from his leases, they iviS' 
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dewrve to be impeached as traitors 
to Ibeir country [cheers]. Why is, 
, there, any surprise expreseed at the 
distress which everywhere stares us 
in the iace ? What could the people 
expect to see but distress, after the 
mad ivar in which England has been 
m^^d for so many years, and 
vhicn lias swallowed up our means 
and destroyed the characiRr of the 
labourint; classes — that road war, 
tigainst which, sometime ago, if a 
mail spoke a word, he was liable to 
be impiisoneil as I have been, or 
even put to death as others have 
lieen [cheers] .Do the people tliink 
to get over their dilSculiies without 
feeling some of the effects of that 
frantic system ? It would be ridicu- 
lous to suppose BO. The nianufac- 
hirers sufi'er one day, we another. 
Why then not join and prevent Go- 
vernment from knocking one head 
ag^nst the other; fiom making the 
tear of injuring tbeuneaii excuse Tor 
^oing no good to cjiher ? [a laugh 
«nd applause.] 1 approve of Mr. 
Marsh s Petition. To be sure, it 
does not go exactly as far as I am 
inclined to zo, but it is altogether 
unobjectionable. Indeed it maybe 
considered as useless (o endeavour 
to iotliience Alinisters upon this 
question; if tbey choose, they will do 
Uie tiling in spite of this respectable 
meeting [iauehler]. Bui it is at-tlie 
same tiiiie pleasant to send to the 
legislature a Petit ion which we know 
wu), in some measure, be adapted to 
the taste of those whom we address. 
Depend u^ion it, there will be thou 
sands of Petitions sent in prayinic dc- 
Btmction to this Landlord's Bill. 
What ! the Landholder says, do you 
want to ruin the Farmer? This is 
«11 nonsense. The cry was raised 
in order to excite the Farmer to sup- 
port that system, which bas been 
degrading itie great population of 
this country. He ismude to perform 
the odious task of screwing up the 

rr devils, as Sir John calls ihero, 
, the exorbitant demands made 
upon himself [applause]. I should 
be glad to iaivc an instance ofihe

Mr. Hunt: It may be very un- 
pleasant to you, Sir John ; but I do 
not wish to particularise. I will take 
a common case ; What was the state 
of wages at that time — say, in Wilt- 
shire — and what is it now that the 
value ofthe estates is trebled? — Why, 
it was six shillings then, and now it 
is seven. [Severalof the Landowners 
exclaimct^ " No, no I our workmen 
make a great deal more."] I say tbat 
the average amun^t those who have 
any wages at all, is seven shilling^. 

A Jjindowner — Because they are 
lazy, 

Mr. Hunt — Aye, Aye ; call chem 
la:^ now. Well, you may call them, 
" poor devils," as they were called a 
little while ago. But call upon Go- 
vernment to remove those oreadftil 
burdens called Taxes, and lower the 
rents yourselves, and the poor indus- 
trious peasant will no longer be a 
poor devil, but a happy fellow, with, 
as was furnierly the case, a pig in his 
sty. 

JHr. Wukiiam — I have not a la- 
bourer who lias not a pig in his sty, 

Jlfr. Hunt — There may be here 
and there an instance ; but can any 
one gay Uiat the picture I have 
drawn is overcharged? Will any' 
one deny tliat the condition of the 
labourers, even of those who are if 
employment, is not most wretched 
Why should this be so? Withintho' 
last forty years land has risen tliree- 
fold, and still the landlord says ihe 
firmer cannot give higher wages to 
the labourer [cries of " No, he — 
not ! "] And why can he not ? 
cause the landlord will not enablo; 
him; but compels him, by keeping' 
up his reht, to perform U>e execrable 
office of siarving the poor, who work 
for him morning, noon, and night. 
His Majesty's salary was raised Itota 
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SOOfiO(A.U> 1,000^1. aycaron ac 
count of the high price of provisioQs 
The price of tfie loaf was the excuse 
for tnat; but when the price fell, 
where was the raan who stood up for 
the reduction of tiie enormous adili- 
tion [cheersjl Vow see the princi- 
ple pervadet all ranks of society j 
Dutat operates with teafold bitterness 
upon the poor. The people are sa- 
tisfied- of the truth of what X say 
Sepend upon it, no Corn Bill will Ije 
advocated again in ihis country. The 
people are now satisncil of the folty 
of approving of what they have been 
suRering by for years, Mr. Hunt 
threw much blame upon the farmers 
themselves; who, he said, whenever 
they heard that a iarm was to let 
off better sketcer, and took it! 
enormous price, and Uicreiore could 
not contrive to live without screwing 
the poor. Was such a system to be 
earned on witliout expostulation? 
Ho. There would be found, in every 
-part of England where attempt; 
might be made to recommend it^ 
somebody or other to expose it. 
[Cheers.] He could not help calling 
upon the Meeting to took at the case 
of the Prince of Sase Coburg, at the 
salary which that gentleman enjoyed, 
who determined to spend his 50,000l. 
si year, which was paid out of the 
pockets of the people of England, 
alnongst the people of Germany. 

One of the Landowners : Why, 
Mr. Hunt, if yuu wish to discuss 
subjects of this kind, do you not call 
■ Mcetmg for that purpose? 

Mr. Himt said, tlie reduction ol 
this enormous tax upon tlie people 
was to the purpo=e. He would alto 
say, " Abolish the Game Laws," 

Here several of the Landowners 
requested that he would not touch 
the subject of the Game La«-a. 

Mr. Hunt said, they had assem- 
bled together to devise means for re- 
lieving the agricultural distresses. It 
therefore became him to speak of 
iVe Game Laws. On those lands 
. where there were great game pre- 
serves, the destruction of huinan

At 
NetheravoD, where there was a ereat 
game preserve, the property ofMi- 
chael Hickbeach, it was the practice, 
when a farmer went to take land, 
to abide by (he calculation made by

name is taatoI(^;ical, I believe 
for I think that toold meaned Idgk 
laitdt of great exltAt. Such is 
the Cottwold, at any rate, for, it 
i* a tract of country stretcMog 
across, in a SQuth-easterly direc- 
tioB fromDodesnell to near Fair- 
ford, and in a north-easterly di- 
rection, fropa Prcbcoub Van., in 
Gloace>tershire(which,remeinher, 
X. descended on 12th - September) 
totnearWiTNEv in Oxfordshire; 
Here we -were, then, wheo we got 
fajriy up upon the Wold, nitb the 
vale of GUoucesler at.our back, 
Oxiimtand ili vale to our Iefl,the 
vale of Wiltshire to our right, and 
^ tbe-TaIe«f Berkshire in (mrfronl; 
and from one particular point, I 
could see 9 part of each of them. 
•HChit WoM is^ ia itnlf, an ugly 
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conoky. The tbW a what ia caK> 
ed a limit bratk below, witli a 
reddish earth mhced with litHa 
bita of this braafa at top, and, 
for the grei^p part of Ibft Wold, 
even IhissoiLiavery shallow; ^, 
as fiehb are divided by waUs 
roadeof&w brasfa, and, aathcca 
are, for a mile or two toj^ber, no 
trees to be seen, and, as the sar> 
face i« not smoirib and green like 
tbe downs, this is a tort of ctHin- 
try.ha^ng less (o please tiie ey« 
than any other tlttt 1 have em 
seen, always save and except the 
heatht like those of Bagdtot and 
Hudhead.— Yet,' even this Wold 
boB many fertile dells in it, and. 
seodaoiit, from its highest parts, - 
several streams, each of whidh 
has its pretty valley and its mea- 
dows. ~ And here has conw down 
to at, froni a distance of ifiany cea- 
lunes, a partieularraceofshetp, 
called the Coltwoid bretd, whick 
are, of coarse, tbe best suited ta 
the-CQaitry. They are sbortjind 
stocky, and appear to bk to be 
aboat half way, in peint of cue, 
between the Rrt-ANss and the 
SouTB Downs. When crossed 
with the LatCESTxa, as theyara 
pretty generally in tiie Nuth of 
Wil^ire, they make very beao^ 
tifiil and even large sheep ; fpdttt 
lai^e enough; aod, people say, 
very ptofiUVIe. 
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A rtftUe, yibsa it lies through 
vUlmges, a one ihing on a wiiij», 
ana quite anolher thing on the 
ground. Our line of villages, 
from Chdtenham to Fairrord, was 
mry pearly atiaight ^pon the map i 
but, ttpon the ground, it took us 
round about a great many miles, 
besides now and then a /twfe jfoiiiff 
back, to get into the right road 
and, which was a great inconve- 
nience, not a public-house was 
there on our road, until we got 
within eight miles of Fairford. 
Reftolved that not one single far- 
thit^ of my money should be spent 
in the W^N of Cheltenham, we 
carae through that place, expect- 
ing to find a publio^ouse in the 
first or second of the villages ; 
but not oqe was there, over the 
whole of the Wold ; and though I 
had, by pocketling some slices of 
meat and bread at Ryall, pro- 
. nded agfunst this contingency, as 
foaa related to ourselves, I could 
make no such proviwin 
horses, and they went a great 
deal too far without baiting. 
Plenty of farm-houiet, and, 
they had been in America, 
need have looked for no other. 
Very likely (I hope it at any rate) 
almost any brroer on the Cots- 
.wold wonld have given us what 
we wanted, if we had asked for 
it; but ibeftuhioHf the geod 



fashion, vtas, by the hellish sys- 
tem of fuDding and taxing and '

Doctor Black, in remaAing ' 
upon my Ride down the vale of 
the SausBOBY Avow, says, that 
there has, doubtless, been a fall- 
ing off in the population of the 
villages, " lying amongst the 
chalk'kilU;" aye, and lying 
everywhere eUe too ; or, how ' 
comes il, that FOUR-FIFTHS 
of the parishes of Herefordshire, 
abounding in rich land, in mea^ 
dows, orchards, and pastures, 
have either no parionage-kovset 
at all, or have none that a Parian 
iMnki fit for kirn to live in? I 
voudi for the fact ; 'I will, whe- , 
ther in parliament or not, prove 
the fiict to the parliament: and, 
if the fact be such, the conclu- 
siMi is inevitable. — But how 
mehmcholy is the sight of these 
decayed and still decayiltg vil- 
lages in the dells of the Cotswoltl, 
where, the building materials be- 
ing tlone, the ruins do not totaihf 
disappear for ages! TheviUago 
of WiTBiNOTONCmentiooed above) 
has a church like a small cathe- 
dral, and the whole of the popda- 
lion is now only (JOS person^ 
men, women, and children! So 
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di&t, aKording to, tlie Scfttch fel- 

. Ioira,thuimnienseandfiDecbHrcfa, 

which Js ai sound as i( was 7 or 

.800 years ago, was built b; and 
for a population, conbuning, at 
nost, onlf about 120 grown up 

. and able-bodied men!. But here, 
in this once populous village, or 
1 (hink town, you tee all the indo- 
lutable mai^ of most melancholy 
decay. There are several lanes, 

. croBsit^ eadi other, vrbich vtunt 
bare been ttr«eff fonnerly. Tbere 
is ^a lai^e open tpe/x where the 
principal streefs ,meet. There 
are, against this .open place, two 
large, old, roomy houses, with 
gateways into back parts of them, 
and with laige stone upptn^- 
ilocktagiuaat the walls of them in 
the stteet. These were mani- 

. fesUy Goniid^able »n«, and in 

. this open place, tnarMs,«r fairs, 
or both used to be held. I asked 
two men, who were threshing in 
a barn, how long it was since 

, their piiblic.house was put down, 
or dropped. They told me, about 

, sixteen years. One of these men, 

. who was about fifty years of age, 
could remember three pvblic- 

, lutuetf one of which was what 
was called an tnn ! The place 
stands by theside^f alittle brook, 
Hl}]ch here rises, or rather 

. Jtpm a high hill, and which, when 
-it, has winded down for some 



mUea, and tbrongh lereral Til- 
lages, begins to be called the 
RivBn CoLNB, and continues on, 
under this name, through FaiN 
ford, and along, 1 suppose, till it 
falls into the Thamet. Withing- 
lon is very prettily siluBled ; it ' 
was, and not very long ago, a gay 
and happy place ; but it now pre> 
sents a picture of dilapidation and 
shabbjness scarcely to be equalled. 
Here are the yet visible remaini 
of two gentlemen's houses. Great 
farmers have supplied their place, 
as to inhabiting; and, I daresay, 
that .some tax-eater, or some 
blaspheming. Jew, 'or some still 
more base and wicked loan-moo- 
gering lobber, is now the . owner 
i( the land; aye,,9od all these 
pe^le are bjs tlavet as coh^ 
plelely, and more.to their wrong, 
than, the blacks pn the slaves 
of thft.pUnten iD Jamaica, the 
farmert here, acting, in fact, in a 
eapocily .corresponding with fhat 
of lb« negi^ihiMvert ibete, 

.^pfurt, and, perhaps, a conu- 
d^rable part, of the decay and 
misery of this place, is owiiig to 
the use of viaehinerg, and to the 
mmopoliping, in the manubctuie 
of Blankett, of which fabric the 
town of WiTNBv (above men- 
tioned) wu tlis ceiitie, and from 
which town the wool used to be 
sent. round to, and the yant^ or

Juatbefbre.we gottoSwiNDON, 
we crossed a cattat at a place 
where there U a vbarf and a 
coal-jard, and close by these a 
gentleman's house, with coach- 
Jiouse, stables, walled-in garden, 
paddock om4, and the rest of those 
things, which, all togelfaer, make 
up a villa, snrpatsiog the second 
and approaching towards the first 
daiB. . Seeing a man in the coal- 
jard, I asked him to what gentle- 
man the house belonged : " to the 
kead Kn o' the canal," said he. 
And, when, upon further inquiry 
of him, I found that it was the 
Tilla of tbe chief manager, I could 
not help congraluIatti)g the jtro- 
ptietors of this aquatic concern 
^ for, though I did not ask the name 
of the canal, I could readily sup- 
poce, that the profits must be pro- 
digious', when tbe residence of tbe 
- tnanager would imply no diBpa< 
,Tagement of dignity, if occupied 
by a Secretary of Stale for the 
Home, or even for the Foreign, 
department I mean an EnglUk 
Secretary of Slate ; for, as (o an 
AnwrKan one, his salary would be 
wholly inadequate to a residence 
in a mansion like this. 

From Swindon we came up 
into the dmon-rtomitry ; and these 
downs rise higher even than the 
Cotswold.' We left Marlboroi^b 
away to our right, and came along 
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the turnpike road towards Hox* 
cEHFoao, hut with a view of lear- 
ing that (own to our leR, further 
on, and going away, through

We passed som^ 
fine farms upon these downs, the 
houses and homeateads of wbicb 
were near the road. My com- 
panion, though he had been to 
London, and eren (o France, h^ 
nerer seen douma before ; and it 
was amusing to me to witness hja 
surprise at seeing the immense 
flocks oF sheep, which were now 
(leu o'clock) just going out froqi 
their several folds to tbe dowm 
for the day, each having its shep- 
herd, and each shepherd his dog. 
We passed the homestead of a 
fanner Wooduan, with Mixteett 
banging wheat-ricks in the rick-, 
yard, two of which were old ones ; 
and, rick-yard, farm-yard, wastes 
yard, horse - paddock, and alL 
Tound about, seemed to be swarm-, 
ing with fowls, ducks, and turkeys,, 
and on tbe whole of them not one- 
feather but what woi itAif^ ! 
Turning our eyes from (his sight,, 
we saw, just going out from tli9 
folds of this same form, three se- 
parate and numerous flocks of 
sheep, one of which (the lamh-

Hit, not onI_^ Ibe things on oui 
bodiiea were soalied, . but tboRe 
also wfaicb we carried in little 
flin leather rolls, fastened on upon 
fte saddles, before us. Notwith- 
standing all that could be done in 
the^ay of dispatch, it took more 
than three Aour«to get our clothes 
d:^.

Bira. Scrip, the stodt -jobber's 
yonng wife, to her old hobbling

I know very well that there is 
Law'for tiiis ; but what I sba]l en- 
deavoDF to show Is, thai iIk Law 
M^t to be altered { that the peo- 
l^of Hamp^ireonghl topetkkm 
lor such alteration ; and that it'yoa, 
ibe Landlords, were wise, yon 
wonld petition also, tbr an altera- 
fion, if not a total annihilation of 
tlwi terrible Code, called the 
Game - Laws, "which has -beeti 
growing harder and harder, all 
the time that it ought to hate 
been wearing awayi.

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cfans by Ae Oommubity in ^ne- 
ra). When panEsbmeMB of thiiT 
sort take' place, they are looked 
upon as unnecessary, ll^ tofTerera 
are objects of pity, the fkimmoit 
feeling of dte Connnimity is in 
their famur, instead of being 
against ifaem ; and it is those whtr 
eause the puni^meilt, and ' not 
those who «uS^» it, who become 
objects of abhorrence.

Poachers do not readtbia; 
hut that reason which is commoa 
to all junkifKl lelU tbem that Ibia 
is true, and tells them, also, what 
to think, of any positive law that 
is made tp restrain them from thia 
right granted by the Creator.

I wish, that, in speaking of this 
pretty vHlage (which I always re- 
turn to with additional pleasure), I 
could give a good oficowtt of the 
slate of lAtwe, mthaui^ whose la- 
bour there would be neilker corn 
nor Matajoia nor tkeep, I regret 
to say, that my acconnt:of this 
matter, if 1 gave it truly, must be 
a dismal account indeed ! For, I 
hare, in no part of England, seen 
the lahonring people sO) badty off* 
as ihey axe here. Thia has mmde 
so mudi impression on me, that 
I shall, enter fuDy into the matter 
with names, dates, and tUl.tlie 
particulars, in thelVtb Numberof 
the " POOR MANS FRIEND-' 
This is one' of the gne^ pvr- 
posea for whidi I ,lake these 
" Rides." I am purkuaded, that, 
before the day shall coqe,- when 
my labours' must cease, / slmll 
have mended Ikemeab of millwna. 
I may over-rate th& effects of my 
endeavours; but, this being my 
persuasion, 1 .^ouU be guilty of 
a great neglect of duty, were I 
not (o use those endeavours. , 

AnnOVER, StfKDAYiilSthOcTO- 
BEB. — I went to Wejhill, yes^r- 
day, lo sea .the pfose of the hop 
and of the ekeete feirjfar, at^er 
the theep, these are the principal 
articles.— The crop of liops has 
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beeui in pails where they are 
groim, unusnally large and. of 
super - excellent quallly. The 
average price of the Fqmlii 
hopt has been, as nearly as I can 
ascertain, seeea jKiund* tor a Awi- 
dredweight; {bat of Kentish hopt, 
^epoiaids,Rnd that of the Hamp- 
shire and Surrey hops (other than 
those of Farnbam), about /we 
pounds also. The prices are, con- 
siileriug tbe great weight of lh( 
crop, very good ; but, if it bad nol 
been for the effects of " late 
panic" (proceeding, as Babiko 
said, inm a " pUlkorao/maney"), 
these prices would have been a 
full third, if nol nearly one half, 
higher ; for, though tbe .crop has 
been so lai^e and so good, there 
vas hardly any Block on hands 
the CQunlry was almost wholly 
iritbout bops. — As to ckeete, the 
price, considering the quantity, 
ba»beBn,nolonekalfiohighaiU 
tc(u lait year, Tbe tall in the 
positive price has been about 20 
psr cent, and the quantity made 
in 1826 has not been above two- 
thirds as great as that made in 
]fi25. So that, here is a tall of 
imt'half in real relative price ; 
diat is to say, tbe farmer, while he 
bas tbe same rent to pay that be 
paid last year, has only half as 
much money to receive lor cbeese, 
as. he received Ibr. cheese last 



year; and, observe,, on uid« 
farms, cheese is almost the only 
saleable produce. 

After the lait was over, yester- 
day, 1 came down from (be Hill 
(3 miIes)to this town oTAndoteb ; 
which has, within the last 20 days, 
been more talked of, in other 
parts of the kingdom, than it ever 
was before from the creation of 
(he world (o (he beginning of those 
20 days. The Thomas Asbbton 
Smiths and the Sib John Pol- 
LBKs; famous as they bare been 
under the banners of the Old 
Nta>y PwMer, Geoi^e Rose, and 
his successora, have never, even 
siaee tbe death of poor Tvbneb, 
been half so famous, they and this 
CoBPOBAxio.v, whom tbey repre- 
sent, OB ihey have been since tbe 
Meeting which tbey held here, 
which ended in their defeat and 
confusion, pointing them out as 
worthy of that appellation of 
POOR DEVILS," which Pol- 
len ibougbt proper to give to 
those labourers, without whose 
toil his. estate would not be worth 
a single farthing. 

Having laid my plan to sleep 
at Aiidover last nigbl, I went 
with two Famb&m friends, 
Messrs.. Knowles and West, to 
dine at the ordinary at the Georok 
fN.M, which is kept by one SUT- 
TON, aricholdfellow, nhowore 
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■ roood-sUrted deered foidan 
waistcoiit, with a dirt; white 
apron tied ronodliii middfe, and 
with MO eoat on; having a look 
Ibe tmgerett and the ikarpeii, thai 
I ever uw in any set of features 
in m; whole lifetime; having an 
•ir ofanthorHy and of mastership, 
mliich to a stranger, as I wns, 
seemed quite incompatible with 
the meanness of his dress and the 
mlgarit; of his manners; and, 
Aere being, visible to every be- 
holder, constantly going on 
bbn, a .pretty even contest be- 
tween flie servility of avarice and 
tbe ins<dence of wealth. A great 
part of the farmeiv and other Riir- 
people having gone off home, we 
fiiund preparations made for dining 
only about ten people. But, after 
«e sat down, and it was^een that 
we designed to dine, guests came 
in apace, the preparations' were 
angmented, and as many, as could 
diOe, came and dined with us.' 
After the dinner was over, the 
room became fuller' and fuller; 
guests came infrom the other inns, 
where they had been dining, till, 
at last, the room became as full 
a> possible in every part, the door 
being opened, the door-way block- 
ed np, and the stairs, leading to 
die room, crammed from bottom 
to lop. — In this state of things, 
Mr. Knowles, who was ont chair- 



man, gave my ieafti, wbidi, tif 
course, was followed by a tpeedts 
and, as Uie reader will reacB^ 
suppose, to have an opportoni^ 
of making a speech, was the main' 
motive for my going to dine at 
an inn, at any hour, and espe- 
dally at seem o'cloek »t night. 
In this speech, I, after descanting' 
on (he present devastating ruin' 
and on those successive acts of 
the Ministers, and tbe parlininetif, 
by which sucfa ruin had been pro> 
duced; after remarking on the 
shuffling, the tricks, the con- 
trivances from IT97 up to last 
Mardi, I proceeded to offer to the 
company my reasoiu for believing, 
that no attempt woold be made to 
relieve Ae fiirmers and otbers, by .

in; fuen and tbe bar ; itha, find- 
H^ 4bat I bad been the canw of 
a^great »re«trietiea in Ibe ex- 
dnnge" of 'our money for hiH 
"neat^ ''gwjome" coimnodities 
dtwa stains and being, appa- 
reiitif , an ardent admire of tfae 
"■fiftemf ■jstem of "frte trade" ; 
who, finding;, in tibort, or, rather, 
mppoatng, that, if my tongue 
w«re not stopped from nimiing, 
luB taps wonid be, bad, though 
an dd mm, fongbt, or, at least, 
forced his way np the Aronged

and, this being ended, the great- 
business of the efening, namriy, 
drinking, smoking, and singing, 
was about to be proceeded in by 
a company, who had just closed 
an arduous and anxious weeb, 
who had before tl^m a Suztday 
raoruinif^ to sleep in, and whose- 
wires were, for the far greater 
part, at ' a convenient distance. 
An assemUigo of circumslances,- 
more auspicious to "fret trade'*' 
in the " neat " and " gematte," 
has seldom occurred ?

and hebdviitg; communicated it to 
tbe compftn;, I addretsed Ifae 
company In nearly these words : 
"Gentlemen, born and bred, as 
" ;on know I was, on the borders 
" of this cennly, and fond, as 
" am; of bacon, Btanpikire hogs 
" have, with me, always been 
" objectsof admiration ratherthan 
" of contempt ; but that wbicb has

if he had just sprung a mine of 
gold ! Nay, he, Boon after this, 
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came into ffae room with two gn- 
lleraen.who bad cone to Iniqjto 
ask where I was. He actually 
Cfune up to me, making me a boit, 
and, telling me that those gentie- 
inen wished to be introduced to 
me, he, with ufatinv^ look, laid 
ha kttMd npm imr kkee I " Take 
awkj.your paw," said I, and, 
shaking the gentlemen by the 
hand, I said, " I am happy to see .

RuHSKY (Hahp8h»e), Mon- 
day WooN, 16lh Oct.— like a 
tery great fool, I, oat of senseless 
complaisance, wailed, ibis morn- 
ing, to breakfast with the friends, 
at whose boase we slept last nigbl, 
at Andorer, ■ We thas lost two 
boors of dry weather, and have 
been justly punished by abont an 
hoar's ride in the rain.

bridge to Runisey we came neariy 
by the tinr stfe, aodliad to croaa 
the rirer sereral times.— TUs Ihe 
River Teste, which, as I de- 
scribed, in my Bide of last Norem- 
ber, be^ns at Uphobbakd, by 
springs, bubbling- np, m ilfarcft, 
oul of the bed of that deep Talley.

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lur EntHiHs, IQtb Octobbr. — I 
have jiut time, before I go ta bed, 
to observe, that we arrived here, 
about 4 o'clock, orer ahoat 10 or 
11 mile* of Ibe bea road in the 
inidd^bKTiiigadwwetoo, for the 
gPHi put of the way, betveen 
Otma nBooA road« aad gicm 
tflmi. — Jutt aa we came oat of 
RoHSET (or Romaej), and cross-

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'-' HaTingmade all pieparatmu 
for a dmy'B ride, ve let off, u oar 
fint point, for a station, in Uie, 
Fprert, called N«w PAms, llfore 
to see BtMDething; about planta- 
tion$ and other maltera, counect- 
ed with the affairs of our prime 
cocks, the Sitntyori of Woodt 
and Forestt and CnwH Lands 
atd E$late*. Bat, betbre I go 
forward any furdier, I must just 
■tep back again to Rvkset, which 
we pasted rather loo hastily 
through on the I6tb, as noticed in 
lbe.RiDt: Aat was poblished last 
week. This town was, in ancient 
times, a veiy grand place, though 
it is now nothing more than a 
decent market-town, without an; 
thing to entitle to puticular notice, 
except its church, which was the 
church of an Abbey Nunnbbt 
(founded more, I tbiuk, than a 
tbsusand years ago), and which 
church was the burial place of 
several of the SAXON KINGS, 
and of "LADY PALMER. 
STONE," wbo, a few years ago, 
"died in ckildldTlk" I What a 
mixture ! But, there was another 
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personage buried here, and tA/a 
was, it would seem, a native of 
Ute place ; namely, Sia WillIam 
Petty-, theancestor of the present 
HABttuis OP Lansdown. HewM 
the son of a dofil-uwaeer, and 
was, donbtless, hims^ a wearer 
wb«n yoQiq;. He hiecame- a saT^ 
geon, was first in the service ef 
Char^ I-i then went info lAct 
of Cromwell, whom - be served as 
phyticimn-ffeneral to bis army in 
Ireland (alas ! poor Ireland), and, 
in this capacity,- he resided at 
Dublin till Charle* U. came, 
when he came oTer to London 
(having become very n'cA), teas 
knighted by that profligate and 
un^^tefal King, and he died in 
1687, leaving a ferlune of 1 6,00011 
a year! This is what his bio- 
graphers say. He must have 
made pretty good nse of his' lime 
while physiekat-genenU to Crom- 
well's army, in poor Ireland! 
Petty by nature as weH as by 
name, be got from Cromwell, " a 
" patent for double-vrriting, in- 
" venfed by him;" and he invent 
ed a " dottble'liQltomed thip, to 
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"'ml against wini aad tide, ki 
" model of nhicb is still preserred 
" ID the library/of the ROYAL 
" SOCIETY," of which be was 
a moat WORTHV MEMBER. 
His great art was, however, the 
amassing of money, and tbe get- 
ting of gratis of landt in poor 
Lreland, in vbich be was one of 
die most successful of the English 
adventurers.— I had, the other 
day, occasion to observe, that the 
word Petty manifestly is the 
French word Petit, which means 
little; and that it is, in these days 
of degeneracy, pleasing to reflect 
that there is tme family, at any 
rate, that- "Old England" atill 
boasts one family, which retains 
the character designated by its 
pristine mtme; a reflection that 
rushed vilb great force into ray 
mind, when, in the year 1822, J 
beard the pr^ent noble bead of 
the family say, in the House of 
Ixtrds, that be thought, that a cttr- 
rencif of paper, convertible into 
gold, wot the beit mid mott tolid 
and $afe, espedalty since PLA- 
TINA had been ditcwered! " Ob, 
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God f" exclaimed I to myself, as I 
stood listening and adroirii^ " be- 
low the bar ; " " Ob, great God ! 
" there it is ! there it is, still ran- 
"nlng' in the blood, ibat genius 
'' which discoTered the art of 
" double wriliaff', and pf mailing 
" ships with double-bottom* to sail 
" against wmd and tide ! " This 
noble and prolbund descendant 
of Cromwell's anny-physiciaD 
ha| now seen, that " paper, con^ 
oeriible into gold," is not quite so- 
" solid and so/e " as he thought it 
was! He has now seen what a. 
" late panic " is ! And he mights 
if he were not so very well worthy 
of his family namCj openly, con- 
fess, that he was deceived, when,. 
in I8I9, he, as one of the Com- 
mittee, Kko reported in favour of 
Peel's Bill, said, that the coun- - 
try could pay the intereat of the ' 
debt in gold I Talk of a change. 
ofMimttTy, indeed ! Wlmt is ta 
be gained by pnlling this man in 
the place of any of those who are 
in power now! 

To come back, now, to Ltitd- 
suBBT, we had fo go About three 
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^^tkw in Ibe New Foreit, and 
nearly in tbe cenlre of it. We 
gbttotbiBpIaceBboutnfneo'clocli. 
Tbm is agood and Isi^ nian- 
' rian-timiBe hen, in which (he 
" CoHHisaioNKBs " of Woods and 
Forests reside, when they come 
into the Forest. There w a gar-' 
iXea, a farm-yartf, a farm, and 
antmery.- Th^ place hmka like 
a considerable gentleman's seal ; 
the house stands in a sort of park, 
and yaa can see, that a great deal 
of expense has been incurred in 
levdlinf the ground, and making 
itftleaaing to the «ye of my lords 
" the Commimoaert." My business 
here was to see, whether any thing 
bad been done tovrards the making 
ofXoewfjvAntMim*. I-nertfiret 
Iq I,xMRBuasc lo make inquiries; 
bat, I iraa ihere told, that New 
Park was the place, and the only 
{thee, at whitehlo gel infonBation 
60 Ibe sal^ct : «id I was tnld 
ftirther, that the Commiui(mfrt> 
VBcre now at New Park; that is 
to say, those esperienced tree< 
Ranters, " Messrs. AnBVTwsoTi 
fitiweuis, and Company. €*adl 
thought I^ 1 aoa here coming in 
dose contact wiUi a branch, or, at 
least, a twig, oflhe great THING 
itself! When 1 heard this, I was 
Bit'bnakiiAt,,aad,6fMufntilre«- 
edlar the day. Icoald not, out 



rebe, affiad a dean shift fir Aa 
occaaiim ; and so, off we set, jnat 
as we were, hoping that their 
vronhips, (he nation's (ree^hnit- 
ets, would, if Ibey met with m, 
excuse our dress, when they cm- 
sidered the nature of our dream- 
stances. When we came tq the 
faonse, we were stopped by a liOle^ 
fence and festeaed gate. 1 got 
off my horse, gare biro to Geoiga 
to hold, went up Iq the door, and 
rang the bell. Having told my' 
business to a person, who appear-' 
ed to he a Sitcbuu^ or bailiff, he^ 
with great civility, leak me into » 
nursery, which' is at the hack (£ 
the house ; and, I soon drew from' 
him (he disappoiiiting hxAt tbaX 
niy loBds, (he tra»-f>)anla», hai 
departed the dwg hefar» !■ I iound^ 
as to Locutt$, that a-palch were 
sowed last Spring, which I saw, 
which are frmn one ibot (ofoor 
feet faig^aad very fioeand stnKigp 
and are, in number, about enough 
to plant two acres ,of ground, tbe 
plants at fonr feet apart ea(A 
way^ I found, that, last t^, bs«6' 
lew LaettU had been put OHt iol*- 
plantatiens c^ odier trees, ahrmufyi 
made; but that they bad itot 
IhTwen, and had been harlted Ey 
the karetl But, a little bancb oC 
IhMS trea* (bmu age), which> 
wem piloted in dK nurswyi n»|bt - 
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|dMMi,H)kt,tf.llK7VMet« do 
nlMl thay ought to do, dw pablic 
WMild Y«rr MOH be omiersof Ade 
plMtalioaiof Xocwtt, for ih* me 
4if lb». ii«*f .

cost; and, second, Ihat-THERE 
OVC^T TO BE ANY BEER 
KEPT ! What w« these deer 
fur? WhoaieloMf th«m! Are, 
they for, theAoyal Family.! Why. 
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mandPrnriahiiK, toHytnAii^ 
of Buriiy Peril. Hyde Vuk^.mt 
Windwir Faii ; thne «ie mmi 
deer bi«d in. RichnMid FMi 
ahme, tkaa would feed aU the 
braschea of the Royal Family wA 
all their boateboU«,<t^(A«3Mn 
rwiKd, if everysoul of tbc^ «1« 
a* hearty as ^•ugfaomi, and iC 
they never UnKktd a HMnel qT 
nay ki»d of memi imt omummt 
Vor what, and FOR WIKM^ 
then, afa deer kept in the New 
Ftweat; and why an expeDsa af 
bay-l^rm, of shed*, of raobt!, of. 
keepers, of lodges, and otbo^ 
things attending thedeer and tb» 
game ; an espense, amoanting to. 
more money aauually than woaU, 
hare gireo relief te all the starr-- 
■ng manufacturera in iheNwtbt. 
And, again, I say, icho » all tbtft- 
venison and game^f There m 
game even in JK'eui GardmA 
ihaa the Royal Family con wantf 
And, in short, do they erer taste- 
even hearof,,ai)yganieyOraiiy, 
Tenison, from the New Forest !^ 
What a pretty thing here is, Ihest, 
Here is another.deep biteii^ ny. 
by the , long and shH-p-fuigeiil. 
Aristocracy, who so Ioto OJcI, 
SarumI Js there a man, iflm. 
will say, that this is right! Ajtt^ 
thal.the game should bek^tf, toi^, ' 
to eat up treM, to deslwji p 
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tiotw,~lodeitro7 what is fint paid 
fiir die planting of! And that the 
public should paj keepera lo pre- 
geire tliis game! And that the 
pwple aboald be trmuported if 
they go o&t hy night to catch the 
game that they pay tor feedir^ ! 
Blessed state of on Ariatocracy I 
It is pity that it has got a nasty, 
i^Iy, obstinate DEBT lo deal 
Tritb! It might pouibly go on 
fi>r i^es, deer and all, were it not 
fin- this DEBT. This New Forest 
is a piece of property as macb 
beloi^Dg to the public as the 
Custom- Honse at Londun is. 
There is no man, however poor, 
who has not a right in it Every 
man is owner of a part of the 
dear, the game, and of the money 
that goes to the keepers; and yet, 
any man may be transported, if 
be go out by n^bt to catch any 
part of ibis game! We are coni- 
petled to pay keepers forpreserr- 
ing gome to eat up the trees that 
we are compelled (o pay people 
to plant ! Still, ho^nrever, Aere 
is comfoTt ; we might be worse 
off; for, the Turks made the Tar- 
tars pay a tax called tooth-mo- 
)uy; dial is to say, they eat up 
the Tictuals of the Tartars, and 
then made them pay for the use 
6f tht^ teeth. No man can say, 
ttat we ore come quite to ihaT 
ja '■ aHd,*besides', the poor Tar- 
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tdn had no DEBT, tio Messed 
Debt, to bold out hope lo them. 

The same person (a very civil 
and intelligent man) tiiat showed 
me the nursery, took me, in raj 
way back, Ihrot^h some planta- 
tions of oaks, which have been 
made amongst flr-lreea. It was. 
Indeed, a plantation of Scotcb 
firs, about twelve years old, in 
rows at six feet apart. Every 
ikird row of firs was left, and 
oaks were (about jtV yean ago> 
planted instead of tbe firs that 
were grubbed up-j uid the winter 
shelter that the oaks have received ' 
from tbe remaining firs, faave- 
made them grow very findji 
though the land is poor. Other 
oaks, planted in the open, twextt/ 
yeart ago, and in land deemed 
belter, ore not nearly so good. 
However, these oaks, be{ween the 
firs, will take ^fty or lixty good 
yeart to make tbem timber, and 
until they be limber, tfiey are of 
very little use ; ^ereas, the same 
ground, planted with Lociuls (and 
the harei of "my lords" kepi 
down), would, at this moment, 
have been worth filly pounds an ' 
acre. What do "my lords" care 
about this! For them, for " my 
lords," the New Forest would ba 
no belter than it is now; no, nor 
so good, as it is now ; for there « 
would be no hares for them. - 
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. From New Pifitf I was bouiid 
to BxAULiEu Abbev, and I ought 
tn kare gone ia a lonlh-easterly 
dirMtioDj instead of going back to 
Lyndfaurst, nbich lay in precisely 
the opposite direction. My guide, 
tbroagft the plantations was not 
apprised of my intended route, 
and, therefore, did not instruct 
me. Just betbre we parted, he 
asked me my name : I thought it 
lucky (bat he had not asked it 
before! 'When we got nearfy 
back to Lyndhurst, we found, tbai 
we had come three miles out of 

. our wayj indeed, it made six 
miles altogether; for, we were, 
when we got to Lyndhurst, three 
mHes further from Beaiilieu Abbey 
ftaa we wwe when we were at 
New Park. We wanted, very 
inuf^h, to go to the site of this an- 
cient and famous Abbey, of which 
the people of the New Forest 
seemed to know very little. They 
call the place Bewley, and even 
in the maps, it is called Baaley. 
£et/, in the Saxon language, 
means place, ' or rather, open 
pta^s BO that they put leg in 
place of Hen, thus beating the 
Normans out of some pari of the 
name, at any rate. I wished, be- 
sides, to see a good deal of this 
New Forest. I had been, before, 
from Southampton to Lyndhurst, 
from Lyndhurst to Lymington, 



from Lymington to Sway. I bad 
now corae in on the north of Min- 
slead from Romsey, so that I had 
seen the north of the Forest and 
all the west side of it, down to 
the sea. 1 had now been to New 
Park and had got back to Lynd- 
hurst ; BO that, if 1 rode ftcrosa. 
the Forest down to BeauUen, I 
went right across the middle Of it, 
from north-west to south-east. 
Then if I turned towards South- 
a'mpton, and went to DJpten and 
on to Ealing, 1 should see, in fact, 
the whole of this Forest, or nearly 
the whole of il. 

We therefore started , or, rather^ 
turned away from Lyndhurst, as 
soon as we got back to it, and 
went about six miles over a heiUb^ 
even worse than Bagshot- Heath ; 
as barren as il is possible for land 
to be. A little before we came to 
the village of Beaulleu (which, 
observe, the people call Beuky), 
we went through a wood, cfaiefly 
of beech, and that beech seenn 
ingly destined to grow food for 
pigs, of which we saw, during 
this day, many, many thousands. 
I should think that we saw at 
least a hundred bogs to one deer. 
I slopped, at one time, and coun^ 
ed the bog^ and pigs just round 
aboat me, and they amounted to 
140, alt wiUiin SO or GO yards of 
my hone. After a very pleasant 
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^e, on land without a itone in it* 
we came down to (he Beaalieu 
river, the bigbest branch of nhicb 
rises ftt the fool of a hill, about a 
mile and a half to the north-eaat 
of Lj^clburst. For a great pari 
of the way down to Beaulieu it ia 
■a rerj insignificant stream. At 
last, howavet, augmented by 
springs from tb6 difTerent sand- 
hills, it becomes a little river, and 
fias, on the sides of it, lands which 
irere, formerly, very beautiful 
meadows. When it comes to the 
. village of Beaulieu, it forms a 
laige pond of a great many acres ; 
and on the east side of this pood, 
is the spot where this famous 
Abbey formeriy stood, and nhere 
Aetexternal walls of which, or a 
la^e part, of them, are now 
actually stauding. We went down 
on the western side of the river. 
The Abbey stood, and the ruins 
stand, on the eastern side. Hap- 
pening to meet a man, before I 
got into die village, I, pointing 
with my whip, across towards the 
Abbey, said to (he man, " I sap- 
*'poBe there is a bridge down 
f* here to get across to theAbbey." 
—"That's not the Abbey, Sir," 
says he: "the Abbey is about 
Giur miles further on." I was as- 
tonished to bear this; but he was 
very.posilive ; s^ that some peo- 
pie called it th^ Abbey ; but that 
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the Abbey ms farmer -<m; tfoA, 
was at a farm occupied by.fiawata 
John BieL Having chapter •ml 
verse fm it, as the saying is, I bfri^ 
lieved tiie man; and pi^dud on 
towards larmer John Bie|'s,vhicK 
I found as he had told me, at Ih* 
end of about fonr miles. Whea 
I got there (not bavii;^ obseire^ 
gone over the water to aseertain, 
that the other was the spot wbioe., 
the Abbey stood) , I real^ thought, 
at first, that this must haive; 
been the site of the Abbey of Beau* 
lieu ; because, the name meaninjc 
fine place, this was a . thoosjuid, 
times fin^r place than that wher& 
the Abbey, as I afterwards loun^ 
really stood. After looking about 
it for some time, I was satisfied, 
(hat it had not .been, an abbef ;bidr 
the place is one of the finest that 
ever was seen in this world. It 
stands at about half a mile's d^ 
tance. from the water's edge at, 
high- water marh, and alaboul ih^ 
middle of die space along the 
coast, from Calsbot casde to Lj-r 
minglon haven. It stands, of 
course, upon a rising groand ; it 
has a gentle 8|ope down to the. 
water. To the right, yon Be» 
Hurst castlcrand that narrow pas-, 
sage called the Needles, I believe; 
and, to the lell, you se^ Spitfaead, 
and all the, ships that are 8«ilii^ 
or lie any .where opposile.Pact»fi 
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nottO. Tbe-lBlft of Wight is 
right babte jou, andjrou have in 
view, at ttne and dis same time, 
the towns of YanDoutfa, Newkm, 
■ Cowes, ftud Newport, wilball (he 
beautifi)! fields oflfae islftiid, Ijiing 
upon lite aide of a grfat bank be- 
fwe, a&d goipg up the ridge of 
hiia m the middle of ibe island. 
Here ue twolitrta streams, nearly 
dose l0 the ruiir, which filled 
psHda for freBli-waler fish ; while 
there was [he Beaulieu rirer at 
iJkhU hftlf a mile or three quarters 
of a ntile lo the letl, to bring up 
the aait-water fisb. ' The ruias 
consist of part of the walls of a 
-fatulding aboirt SpO leel long and 
atwut 4&feet wide. Il4ias been 
tamed info a barn, in part, and 
Ibe rest into cattle-sheds, cow- 
p^is, and fnclospres and walls to 
iacloBe a small yard. Bat, there 
u another ruin, wbieh was a 
chnrch or chisel, and which 
stands now nry near lo the farm- 
fiousa of Mr. JohaBiel, who renU 
the farm of the Duchess of Buc- 
Cjeugb, who is now the owner of 
the abbeyplands and of the lands 
belong^ lo this place. The li(- 
tie church or chape), of which I 
have ^t been speaking, appears 
to have been a very beaatihil 
bnildii^. . A part only of its walls 
are standing ; but you see by what 
temans of the arches, Ihal it was 



finished in a masner the most de* 
gant and expeonve of (he day in 
which, it was built. Part of lh» 
outside of the bailding is naw sue- 
rounded by Ae fiirnier*s gardi» : 
the ioterioF ia partly a yig-a^e 
and pardy a goMe<pen, ITndec 
thai arch which bad once seea sn 
many rich men bow th«ir beads, 
entered into, the goose-peB, 
which ia by no means one of the 
nieett concenis in the world. Be- 
yond the gooee-pen was the pig- 
stye, and in it a hog, which, whea 
fat, will weigh aboat 30 score, 
antually rubbing his slunddera 
against a little sort of coluous 
which had sipported the font and. 
its holy water. The farmer loid. 
us that tixxe was « hole, which^ 
indeed, we saw, going down int* 
the wall, or rather, into the co* 
lunn where the Ibnt had stood.. 
And be told us that ipany attempla 
bad been made to bring water ta 
fill that bvle, but, that it nererhul 
been dona Mr. Biel was rerj 
civil to us. As far as related to 
UB, he pertbnned Ibe <^ce of bo»> 
pilality, which was the main bosU 
new of those who formerly inha- 
bited the spot. He tsked us ta 
dine with him, whicb-nedecliRedv 
for want ,of time ; hut, bdag exn 
ceediogly bai^ry, we bad soma, 
bread and cheese and some very 
good beer. The lastaer told me 
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Ibat a great number of gentle- 
meDbad come there to look at 
that place; bnt that he never 
conld find out what the place 
bad been, or what the place at 
Bentey had been. I told faim that 
I would, when I got to T^ftdon> 
give bim an account of it ; that I 
would write the accpunt down, 
and send it down to him. He 
aeemed inrprised that I should 
niAe ■uch-B promiBe, and ez- 
preased hia wish not to give me io 
much tronble. I lold him not 
Mly a word about the matier, for 
Aat his bread and cheese and 
beer were so good, that they de 
served a foil history to be written 
of the place were they had been 
eaten and drank. God bless me, 
Sir, no, no! I said, 1 trill, upon 
my soul, fanner. I now left hi 
very grateful on onr part for his 
hoapitable reception, and he, 
dare >ay, hardly being able to 1 
lieve bia own ears, at the gene- 
rout promise that' I had made 
him, which promise, however, 1 am 
now about to fulfil. I told the far- 
mer a little, upon the spot, to be- 
gin with. I (old him that the 
name was all wrong : that it was 
not Seuley bat Beaulieu ; and 
diat Beaulieu meant ^ae^lace; 
sod 1 proved this to him, in this 
numer. Yon know, said I, far- 
mer, that when a giri bu a sweet- 



heart, people call bimherAfaHP- 
Yes, said he, so they do. VCTyweU.- 
You know, also, that we say,' 
sometimes, you shall have this in 
Uett of that ; and that when we say 
lieu, we mean in place ot that - 
Nowtbefteau means ^^tte, as ap- 
plied to the young man, and the 
/ten means ;)/ace; and thus it is, 
iliat the name of this place is 
Beauliea, as it is so fiiie as you see 
it is. He seemed to be wonder- 
fully pleased with the discovery, 
and we parted, I believe, with 
hearty good wishes on his part, 
and, I am sure, with very sincere 
Ihanks on my part. 

The Abbey of Beaulieu was 
founded in the year 1204, by 
King John, for thirty monks of 
the reformed Benedictine Order, 
li was dedicated to the blCTied 
Vir^n Mary; it flourished untB 
the year 1640, when it was sup- 
pressed, end the lands confis- 
cated, in the reign of Henry VIII. 
Its revenues were, at that time, 
fmtr kundred a»d twenty-eiglU 
pound* six thillingi and ei^kt- 
pence a year, making, in money 
of (he present day, upwards of 
eight thmuand Jive kwidted 
pomtds a year. The lands apd 
the abbey, and all belonging to it, 
were granted by the kii^, to one 
Tbohas WaiOTHasLEr, who ww^ 
a court-pander of that day. Fnv 
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hirti it pawed b; sale, by will, by 
marriage, or bj something or 
ftnother, till, at last, it has got, 
oAer pauii^ through various 
bands, into tiie hands of the 
Duchess of Buccleugh. So mgch 
for the abbey ; and, now, as for 
die ruins OQ ibefannof Mr. John 
Biel,-(bey were the dwelling-pltfce 
of Knights Templars, m Knigfals 
of St John of Jerusalem. The 
buildii^ they inhahited'nas called 
' an Hospital, and their bnuness 
was, to relieve travelters, stran- 
gers, And persons in'dittress ; and, 
if caUed upon, to accompany, the 
fciog in his wars to' uphold chris- 
lianity. Ilieir estate was ' also 
cbiiGscated by Henry VlII. 
was worth at the time of bieiiig 
confiscated, upwards of tico thow 
tand pounds a t/ear, money of the 
present day. This estaldishmeul 
was founded a little before' the 
Abbey of Beaulien was foiinded 
and it was (his Ibundation, and not 
ibe olber, (hat gave the nkme 'of 
Beauireu to both establlshmeDts.

Shipping and Commercial Interests 
depressed — the Public Revenue di- 
mmished, together whh an increase 
of crime, alike frightiiil in its extent, 
and threatening; in its consequence 

That from whatever causes such 
combination of evils may have 
arisen, it is the opinion of th]« Meet- 
ing, that they have been greatly ag- 
gravated by the operation ol the 
Corn Laws, which, adopted under the 
specious pretext of maintainin! 

?ener^ Agricultural Interests of the 
Country, but really for the purpose 
of supporting a high scale of rents, 
have exposed the Tenantry to Buc- 
tuatiuns m the value of their proUu^~ 
hitherto unknown — whilst the Aei 
cultural Xiabouikrs have, by the effect 
of these Laws, combined with other 
causes, been drivetidown into a state 
of the most deplorable degradation, 
, and the advaniagea of Capital, En- 
terprise, and Talent, possessed by 
the British Manu^turer, have been 
constantly interfered with and con- 
trolled by the operation of Laws, the 
object of which has been to protect 
tile exclusive interests of the Land- 
lord, while the greater and more im- 
purtaiit and universal interests of 
the Consumer have been wholly over- 
looked. 

^hat since the firat enactment of 
these Laws', in 1815, the very iJight 
securities they gave to the popular 
interests, have been several times 



that, upon a recent occasion, the 
Executive Govemraant has seen the 
necessity of interfering, by an un- 
connituiLODat stretch of power, to 
arrest the progress of the evils which 
this pernicious system seemed, by ilt 
leeal operation, likely lo produce. 

That it appears highly important .

abandon the town and it» iuhabi- 
tants to the ravages and tJie ven- 
geance of our sanguinwy enemies, 
whilst the means ot providing that 
svccouT which would have averted 
this heart-rending calamity have 
been totally neglected.

' the agreement. Nine mouths 
have since elapsed; not a single 
steam-boat' has left this country— 
nor will one of them, unless some 
decisive step be immediately tak^n, 
be in a condition to put to sea for 
many months to come. We there- 
fore call upon you on behalf of our 
suffering country-men ; and we 
claim for Iheni, and for ourselves, 
youT serious and prompt atten- 
tion to the subject. When we 
refer to the Agreement, and call 
back to our recollection all the 
circumstances which preceded uid 
attended the formation ol* it, we 
cannot but feel the greatest astonish- 
ment, mingled with the deepest 
regret, at the result. We were

CUINERY ! la vain have we ap- 
plied and appealed to you on tlie 
nubject. Our intetrerence has becD 
regarded as improper, or we have 
been referred to Mesiri. Ricardo, 
who have told ui that Ht matter fitt- 
ed eut'trcly vith Mr. Gailom^, the 
Engineer; whilst the latter Genlk' 
man icarcelj/ rccognisM us ai interetl- 
edpartiei, and has more than once he- 
titaCed tu uttlsj'i) our ittquirUi. What, 
then, are we to do? Is the muney 
that has been appropriated to this 
object to be lost to our country ? and 
is the service vre sought lo render 
it, and have purchased at so high a 
Tate, to be withheld, or indefinitely 
postponed? Our countrymen call 
aloud to us for the long-promised 
aid. Our character is coniprouiised 
.by the delay, and your own cannot 
fail to be impugned, should the facts 
£oine before the public. In the mean- 
time, the interests of Greece are de- 
■eerted, and a whole nation is on the 
point of a"ain falling under the yoke 
of its barTiarous and relentless op- 
pressor. There is, however, yet lime 
Jo prwent this dire catastrophe; and, 
«re tlie last vital blow be given, we 
«all upon you to e^tert yourselves, 
and adopt the necessary steps. Will 
il be credited that it was left to one 
Eagineer to prepare the Ea^imi and 
JUacJiineri//iirtixvetsels,vibich were 
to be got ready for sea within two 
months and a half, and that the En- 
gineer chargfd xeUh thit service on be- 
nal/of Greece ihould be one icho it 
emphi/ed h/, and has, for a long time 
pHil, had a tan at AUxandrin, in the 
poy of the Pacha ofE^ptl We have 
done all va our power to obtain for 
Greece the tmportaut aid which Lord 
ijochrane's enterprise and skill would 
ibave supplied. We have again and 
a^in solicited your attention to the 
S&ir, and urged upon you the dread- 
ful consequences of delay ; and now, 
<Hlce more, we call upon, you, as yuu 

Sard the cause ofour country, to 
e die best and most ciKcient 
means for furnishing the succour of 
which she stands in so great need. 
Lei two or three individuals, who 
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are thorou);bly conversant with ves- 
sels of this description, be immedi- 
ately appointed to examine the seve- 
ral steam vessels, and to state, with- 
in what time they can be got ready. 
and what means must he employea 
for the purpose. Two of them, be- 
si<les the Perseverance, which is now 
(after haying been ordered more than 
15 months ago by Mr. EUiu,axA 
which was to have .been ready, ac- 
cording to that Gentleman's assur- 
ances, last August,) nearly com- 
pleted, might, we conceive, be finish- 
ed within ten days ; but not ifoDly 
three or four men are to be emploual 
vpon each veftel, ni mat the cote test 
week. If they can be so speedily 
completed, well I If not, let theia ■ 
be abandoned and sold ; let the par- 
ties who have not fulfiUed their en- 
gagements be made to return tile, 
money they have received. Let what 
now remains, and what can be so ob- 
tained, be employed in the purchase 
of other steam vessels ready at once 

" in conclusion, we beg to assure 
you, that we do not mean to call in 
question the intention with which

That letter was sufficient to show, 
that the Deputies were fully alive to 
the importance of tlie steam vessels 
Joining Lord Cochrane; and on the 
olherhand, it proved that the gen " 
tlemcn to whom it was addressed, 
must have been equally aware of the 
importance of that object, or, at 
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tont, must Iwve had th« means of 
fawwing the opinion of the Depu- 
ties, a»S of fotiairig their own upon 
tivEin. Thesugge«Uonsof the Depu- 
dcs in tiwt letter were those of «nsi- 
|)le,i<eatonable men, and otTered some 
Miong evidence that the blame oiiBht 
IMttohavebeenlaidiipontheAi. TRat 
letter, however, was not the only one 
wfaioh bait been nrittsn upon this 
SBbject. A great many others had 
ItOBSed, and some of these he-should 
now lay before the meeting. The 
kcur to which he should now pro- 
ceed to call their attention, was writ- 
tea by Mr. Hobhouse, on the 29th 
M Mayi five days after the preceding 
letl», 10 vtbich it vras intended to 
keaD answer.

These letters shewed plainly that , 
there were in Eitgland men who 
would undertake business, for which 
it seemed they were not fitted, and 
who had actually engaged to send 
out these vessels ; so that, if nothing 
had been done, the persons to whoin 
he had alluded, and not the unlur- • 
tunate Deputies, roust bear the 
blame of the delay. Some perMim 
have chosen to say, that the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry had produced no 
good. In bis opinion, such persons 
were, at least, mistaken. In one 
respect, the appointment of the 
Committee had been -beneficial. In 
ihe letter which be had just read, 
Mr. Hobhouse had stated, that the 
vessels could not be finished and 
got ready tor sea within the proselit 
year. Now, the Committee of In- 
quiry had been appointed in theearl; 
part of September; and since that 
time the vessels had been wrought 
on, and would be fit to-go out in the 
course of a month [hear, bear 11. He 
agreed with those who bad spokenn 
comdemnationof the idea of slendins 
out a cavalry officer to superintend 
the building of frigates in America; 
but the blame of that conduct did 
not rest with the Deputies, but ought 
properly to be attached to those of 
the Stuck Exchange, by whom he 
had been deputed. That commia- 
sioii, however, nevei; could bane , 
been given to him, had those who 
might have exercised a control over 
these matters dune their duty; but 
they did not, and his complaint was, 
that Sir I'rantii Burdell and Mr. 
Hob/ioMie should have undei^lBiiea 
the. t^k of exercising this contiol, 
when one of lAan had gait to J r a ty

Ihe coroaai'um at Motcmi. A cod- 
^derable degree of censure had been 
CASt upon Mr. ^cardo. With 
re^fieck lo that gcnlleman, he fuUy 
agreed with the Honouratjle and 
Gallant Chairman, that no bkme 
vas to be imputed to Mr. Ricardo, 
but for bis want of knowledge in 
some of ihuse tbiogs in which be had 
. interfered. HoweveY, he should 
wish the meeting to Icnow some- 
thing of the part Mr. Ritardo had 
■ taken in these matters.and he would 
therefore read to them two letters, 
which would Iw quile su^cieni to 
shew the general effect of his cor- 
respondence on this subject. The 
first of lUeise letters was addre^ed by 
JHfr. Ricurdo to ihe Editor of Tlu 
' Morniig Chronicle, two days after 
the last meeting, and appeared in 
that paper on the OtJi of September. 
He should only read a part of the 
letter, as it was loo long to trouble 
the meeting with the whole ; 
" As Contiactors of the Greek 
, Loan, we must beg to offer a" few 
observatioDS on ibc proceedings of the 
Meeting which look place jesterday 
lit the City of London Tavern. We 
will not now make any, reuiaks on 
the manner in which mis Meeting 
■was cwlvened — how far it really ex- 
pressed the sense oftlie Bondholders, 
and whether their interests are likely 
to be served bv the Conimiltee of 
inquiry which has been appointed. 
■We have merely to notice that we 
were never consulted in this proceed- 
ing, otherwise we should have dis- 
suaded iis adontmn, as likely '- 
prove more prejudicial than adv 
lageous to the Greek cause. We do 
not slate this I'rom a v^ish of 
cealiug any thing which we have 
done; — as far as regards ourselves, 
we are" willing that our conduct 
should be submitted to the strictest 
investigation; but having 
respect fulfilled our contract, this 
must be considered as an act 
courtesy on our part, and we do 
' acknowledge the right of any person 
who has become possessed of e 
Greek Bond to question us.

He coula not think tliat Mr. Ri- 
cardo would have written such-.a 
letter, when he must have bad Ba 
his desk at the same time aDother 
letter, winch the Meeti[ig should . 
now hear,' Tbe letter to which he 
alluded was in tbe foUowing terMs : — 

"Messrs, I, *nd S. Ricardo. 

'Gentleheu— We beg to ao 
knowledge tile receipt of your lener 
of the i3ih instant, mctosing an ac- 
count of different sums you have 
paid from April last to the present 
lime. We have looked mI the heras 
composing this account, "and are As- 
tonished to perceive that you h^ve 
made payments to Air. GiUlo/eay (in 
addition to what he had previously 
received) lo the amount of 7,M0£. 
Ilow these or the other large pay- 
ments you have taken upon ygur- 
selves lo make, can in any maijaec 
be justified, weknuwnot. We cer- 
tainly cannot sanction them ; but, on 
tbe contrary, w^ leel it our duty to 
protest against Ihe manner in which 
you have applied the moneys, which 
m the month of August last, we re- 
quested you to set ^part for the com- ' 
pletion of the arrangement mttde 
with Lord CochTaae. You must 
bear in mind (what we have, ofien' 
personally complained of), ihat with- 
out our auihotity^ and without any 
previous communicalion to us what- 
ever, this arrangement was sudd^y- 
and entirely changed by your giving 
orders for building five atcam vessels, 
and preparing the necessary matjii- 
nery, insieaiT of purctiitsiog vessels 
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tmdj for Bca. Had we beea con- 
gidted on M material a departure 
from the origiaal intentions of all 
parties, we ^ouhl have ofqiosed it 
on the ground of the delay to which 
it Diight lead. So soon as we were 
informed of the oniere jou had given, 
we did object to them; and though 
yuu had paid aoool. or SOOO/., we 
^pTe»>ed'«ur aniiousdesire that the 
tuuers should be rescinded. You 
asiured us, however, that the wbote 
' of the flotilla should be completely

, " All our remonstrances as to the 
delay have been in vain. In our 
Utxiety and distress, we have applied 
to those gentlemen through whom 
the vraiigementwith Loni Cochraru 
was effected, conceiving that they 
would exert their influence to have 
it carried into execution. - Week 
after week, during a period of 6 
months, did we renew our applica- 
tions either to them or to you, and 
we were as. constantly given to un- 
derstand tlnit in the succeeding week 
ot a fortnight, one vessel at least 
would s^l lor Greece, and that the 
rest would quickly follow, Wt hi 
turnatly and repealed^ dctired, that 
tkt uDi'Kt should bt taken Jri/m Mr. 
. (Jalliwat/, and placed in the hatidt of 
temecompeURtengiater. We pointed 
out the necessity of selling the three 
smaller vessels, and buying others 
with theproceeds, but the expression 
of our sentiments was of no avail, 
and all our wishes have been frus- 
trated. We liave been treated 
tfiroughout as if we had no inter 
nor any right to interfere in 
^Saii, and the money which 
authorised you to set apart for the 
KGomplishment of this important 
' (4)iect, you have dbposed of, not 



merely without applying to ui on tbe 
subject, but in opposition to our de- 
clared senfimenta. To you, therv- 
fore, Genilemeit, the responsibility 
atta^es, and by you it must b« 
borne. We will not ^*e our sane 
to the moneys you have so im- 
providently, and, as we consider, so 
improperly expended. You cannot 
have believed— it is impossible for 
'one to believe — that the delay 
the part of Mr. GaUoaay has 
been unintentional. Whethtrit Ao« 
itt origin ia his rmploymtat for oitr 
great enemi/, the Pacha ff Egypt {a« 
npioymeiil, bi) the byt, tehiek tciu 
Illy Anwn tiihen you gave Aim the 
■da), or from any other cause, or 
ichether any other partitM have been 
detiroia of deloy, we have not the 
means of deciding ; liut that the pro- 
craitiaalion Aai been the remit of de- 
lign, aie tannol doubt. With infinite 
surprise and re^et we learn, that on 
the trial of the Enterprise last Wed- 
ne-day, the boiler hurst; and thaton 
trying the Irresistible, cm Thursday, 
tKe machinery wholly failed ; and it 
is reported that it is totally uncer- 
tain when either of the vessels will 
be in a fit state to put to sea. We 
trust that these moSt mortifying cir- 
cumstances may not have proceeded 
from the same design. We have 
also been informed that it was your 
express wish that the vessels should 
put to sea with their sails alone, but 
to this we can scarcely attaclf^ credit. 
" You express your surprise that 
we should rej]iiire a particular ac- 
countof each v^-el, having, as you 
state, so repeatedly eiplained to us, 
bow, and by whom, tbe arraneeniepts 
were made icUlive to the.Duilding 
of the steam-boats. To whom are' 
we Id apply,if not toyou! And how 
are we to obtain the accounts, which 
it is our duly as well as our wish to 
furnish ta the Greek Government! 
We merely notice the bst paragrajih 
in your letter for the purpose of in- 
forming you, that we claim as a 
right, and nut as an act of courtesy, 
a full explanation from you of all the . 
moneys alleged to have been paid 
out ot the funds which were left in 
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■yonrhanils by our authority. Whether 
weare any loager authorised to act 
as Deputies of the Provisional Go- 
Ternment of Greece, or Dot, it will 
be necessary for us to render an ac- 
count of the proceeds of the Loan we 
negotiated. For this purpose we 

. shall requhe ,to be tumished with 
every acilOuut reelecting it. How 
much of the money you have ex- 
pended without our authority you 
will be entitled to consider as paid 
on the account of our Government 
or of ourselves, will, be maiter fjr 
future deliberadon and discussion. 
At present, we must ■ content our- 
selves with repealing our request for 
the separate and deiailed accounts of 
each vessel.

"AND.LURIOTTIS.- 

The first thing he had to remark, 
after reading this letter, was with re- 
spect to the conduct of Mr. Oallo- 
way, of whom it was but justice to 
say that there was not the slightest 
ground to believe that he had been 
wilfully guilty of any thing that 
might injure the cause of tlie Greeks, 
Indeed he (Mr. Robertson) regretted 
to declare tnat it seemed to him the 
blame, on account of the delay in 
sending out succours to the Greeks, 
entirely rested with Sir F. Bunktt, 
Mr. ILybhouse, and Mr. FMicc, and 
with Rkardo and Co. There had 
been hints thrown out, that if the 
Committee of Inquiry should pass 
any censure upon Mr. GaiCotaiy, 
Lord Cochrane would,- in djs'ust, 
throw up his engagements, and re- 
turn to England ; and in the fear of 
such a consequence, the Committee 
had tbrborne to say any thing on the 
matter. In this respect he disagreed 
with them, and if he entertained any 
suspicion that Mr. Galkivay'i con- 
duct really was censurable, he should 
not hesitate to avow bis opinion. 
Lord Cochrane would not — he dare 
not — take such a step as some gen- 
tlemen seemed to have anticipated. 
He was engaged in the Greek 
vice — he had taken the Greek 
- ney; and it was more than his cha- 
racter and fiune were worth, to aban- 



don the cause of ibe Gi«elu, if heW 
any one with him should be accuaed 
of having heen the cause of any de- 
lay. He did not mqan to say that 
such was the case ; but assertiMia of 
that kind had been made, and time 
would show wheiher they were at 
were not well fohnded. He w>s sorrjr 
to say that many impedimenta had 
been thrown in the way of the Com* 
mittee in making the investigaticiit.

who had come to th^ country to 
succeed the former Greek Deputies ; 
and as he met the Committee upoB 
this subject, he ought to have afford- 
ed them the fullest information, and 
this he bad promised to do.

lachi had given no information what- 
ever to the Committee. It was true 
he had assisted them when they were 
engaged in investigating the accounts 
of his predecessors: but when Mr. 
Ricardo'a statement and his own ac- 
counts became the subject of exami- 
nation, he had refused to give them 
anv information whatever. In thus 
remsiogto acknowledge the authority 
of the Committee appdinled by the 
Bondholders, he had refused to ac-

That Committee was coifiposed of 
persons belonging to every class of 
strciety. Some of them were of 
noble birth. He did not speak tlus 
boasfingly. He had no wish to sit 
besidea ijobleinan, who was so onjy 
by the accident of birih. Jio 
looked upon Jio maa as better than 
another, unless he was distinguished 
by intellect and probity [hearhearlj. 
There were also in the Greek Com- 
mittee, men eminenifor their staitian 
in the senate and their bigh profes- 
sional rank.' There were soldicip, 
lawyers, tailors, merctiants, all ex- 
erling ihemselves to tlie, utmost for 
ibegeneral good. Their endeavours 
were in some degree frustrated l^ 
accidents, beyond ihe control of 
man. The death sf poor Byron was 
aaunforseeencaiamiiy of the greatest 
luoment. That lamented genius 
possessed a commanding intluente 
over' the Greeks, whidi no other 
man could attain. The Britisb.pub- 
lic were mistaken, in judging the 
Greeks as they would a civilised 
people. It should be borne m' 
mind that they were slavss, 
brcakipg from tlieir bondage. 
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I, ought not loo severely 
. e< the disordo's of men just 
-Ituist from the prison-hoose. The 
Groeks, wheo Ibey.rose against their 
wppicsBOTS, bwlnu ^evioui) instiiU' 
.Hods- -DO leaders— no «;r3tetn. With 
■•ngud to the comluct'Dt' the original 
:Graek Committee, he wtiuld uoder- 
rtafce to asiuie the public, tliat no 
body or .men could act more con- 
ti^ntiously in appriiprialing the 
Bnma of money at thetr disposal. All 
ibiaT papers were ready to be «om. 
-inuniceted to the public, wheaever 
• they might be called for; and sure 
,be was, that every member of that 
Committee ivoiild be found to have 
his name affiled to the part he had 
taken in ihe proceRtiin^ of that body. 
.The first loan was evidenilv raised 
through their infiuence, and in ap- 
plying it, they had acted upon the 
best information they ciiuld obtain. 
■One of the principal authorities on 
-whom'diEy had relied was Colonel 
'Fabvier, than whom no : 
inore distinguished as a si 
.as a man of intelligence and friend 
.of liberty, come from tvhat country 
he might. Out of the proceeds of 
the first loan, amounting altogether 
^0-480,000^., stores and nionej lo the 
voltie of 317,506'. lat. Od.had been 
isent out for the service of the Greeks, 
inctudii)g artillery, and the matei' 
(ot B laboratory. Two separate 
tcrests exisied in Greece — the naval 
and the .military. It was necessary 
to concilitate both ; but every thing 
had been done. to maintain the con- 
trol placed in the hands of the Trus- 
trees — Mr. Hurae, Mr. Ellice, and 
Mr. Loughman. The Greek Depvi- 
tieswere totallyunfitfor their duties. 
He spoke of them not with refer- 
ence to ,their individual character, 
but as regarded the circumstances 
under which they had bfen bred 
in a rude and unQviliEcd country, 
^tuty were so secustomed to perfidy, 
that they knew not huw to put faiui 
ia.tbe friends.lhey met with in Eng' 
land. They were soon lumunded 
^y ft. set of stDcktjobberB, who had 



pahnCd ten t 
them in-cuda tarftii»aBd towcidHii 
fund» at pleasure. In the 4«t(»1(s 
themselves, there was a nnnrifli>^ 
inafitkude for busiiwse, in aoBM- 
q(tencco^lhepaeutia^cluTaote^of(b^ 
circuraMiiDoes surroundiDg tbem. 
He repeated, they were slav«a brwlc- 
ing from bondage, sad it was absanl 
to apply the same rules to (hem bs- 
to a people of regular habile and set- 
tled ins titutiooa. Allkindsof&aMOs 
had been practised. The Cijmiauul- 
if ships bad feturaed thcif crews 
; in number than ihey reaUy 
: ; and the Capitaiti, or MiUtwy 
Chiefs, had done the same with ra- 
spECt to their troops. These fiaudf 
were not to lie fuiind in Greece only. 
They were not unknown in more Ok- 
vilised countries. At the beginning 
of the late levoiutianary war, whan 
this nation was mad with anti-Jab^ 
bin zeal, he knew, as a fact, tbM 
Hessian and Hanoverian troops had, 
for the same purpose, been passed 
from one sgt of cantonments to an»- 
ther.in different uniforms.Qn the iame 
day. Plunder would prevail -when 
there were no fixed institutions, and 
no controlling public. In the caseof 
the second luan, the Landhold«n 
were themselves to blame. ISie 
public were afdicted with a mania 
tor loans and schentes of all kinds. 
They knew not what lo do with their 
money; and be was sorry to say, thM 
Mr. Kicardo had lent himself to the 
project. That gentleman was, nn 
doubt, a very good Stocfc-brokerj 
but he was not he lo set himself up 
as a Statesman, or act on his own 
discretion, where the interests «r « 
peoplewere concerned. Mr.Kiclrdo 
was not a man of mind or character. 
He left ttte money in the hands of 
the Iteputies, satisfied with hb bro> 
kerage and commissitio. He (Col. 
Jones) 'found no fault with Mr. Rt- 
cardo, who bad actsd most probably, 
as any otlier brt^r would have done. 
He did not expect to meet with tt 
rirtuout or liberal broker ; for, in tbe 
whole course of his life, hehadnever 
heardotsudi a thing [alaiigh]. He 
had been allied to aerve upon this 
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-CotBiaittee, because be had been a 
Member of ihe original Greek Conv 
nittee. He had attended seTeral 
meeiiaga, and was present when the 
question of publicity was discussed, 
to which Mr. Robertson had ailvcrt- 
«d. He (Colonel. Jooes) was gene- 
rally 'the friend of publicity in all 
matters. He wduld nutl 
gle thing coocemine himself. He 
wished every act df his hfe were as 
public as Choring-cniss, that ever)' 
body tni^t see it. But when 
an act ol policy was to be per^ 
Conned, in concealing which Stales- 
men were agreed, it became per- 
■ haps necessary to depart from the 
general principle. Now, however, 
that publicity had been given by 
Idr. Robertson, he rejoiced at it, and 
nturned that gentleman his thanks 
for doing so. Unforlumtely, ihi 
volubility of speech which enabled 
'men to stand forward and take lead' 
ing ttationv in public life, was tw 
often CO nsidered as the sole requisite 
for the discharge of public duties. 
In this manner business was fre- 
quently thrown upon persons wholly 
unfit for it. From the Ixittom of his 
soul he admired the ardent palrhtUm 
■of his friend Sir F. Bvrdett, with 
whom he had lived and fought — he 
Meant at hit eUctimtt [a laugh j — and 
he trusted would fight a^in, in the 
cause of liberty. Mr. HabAouie he 
bad known since a tioy, and Mr. 
Ellice moved in the same circles 
with himself. Be respected them 
all highly, but he sincerely believed 
diey were the most unfit men in 
,the world for the business to which 
tbey had been appointed. As to 
Sir Trancit Burdetl, he knew him 
to be in the habit of keeping letters 
of moment to his personal friends, 
unopened, for six or seven months in 
his pocket. The Hon. Baronet was 
perfectly unfit fpr the business which 
Jiad in Jact been forced upon him. 
But, as the advocate of the liberties 
of his country in the House of Com- 
luom, he was immediately recog- 
nized as itie friend of Ihe people, who 
confidently and juilly placed their 
truft tt him. StiU be (Col. Jones) 



the Commission from Greece. He 
never was, at any periwi of his life, 
fit for such an employment. Indeed, 
no nun educated at a public tckool 
could be fit to attend to a gueitioa of 
accounli. Ihe Greek Deputies, he 
believed, were anxious to serve dieir 
countrymen, but they had committed 
many errors. They had refused U> 
listen to the sensible and valuable 
advice <i|' the Comioittee, ar.d.had 
placed themselves in the hands of 
interested and vain men, who could

The true statement is this : ihft 
"Sey Forest, according lo its an- 
cient state, was boiinded thus : bj 
the line, going from tbe river Ovx 
to the river Aton, and which lina 
there tepaiatet Wiluhire lro« 
Hampshire 1 by the river Avok; 
by tbe aea frttai Chrisl church to 
Calsbet C«tl«,- by tbe South-. 
L2 
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atnp tan Water j and by the river 
Ovx. Theae were the bounda- 
ries ; and (as any one may, by 
scale and compass, ascertain), 
fhere are, within these Iioundaries 
about 224squRre miles, containing 
]43,8(iO acres of land. Within 
Iheae limits there are now remain- 
ing eleven parish churches, all of 
Traiehwere in existence before the 
Hme of WiUiiim the Conqueror; 
»6 that, if he dettroyed thirtytix 
pariih churchet, what a populous 
country this must hare been ! 
There must hare been forty-seven 
parish churches; so that there 
.was, over this whole district, one 
parish church to every four and 
three quarteri square miles !

scribe this as a rich duiricl. In- 
numerable persons have seen 
Bagskoi-Heatk; great numbers 
have seen the barren heaths be- 
tween London and Brighten; 
great numbers, also, have seen 
that wide sweep of barrenness 
which exhibits itself between the 
Golden Farmer HiU and Black- 
water. Nine-tenths of each of 
these are less barren than four- 
fifihs of the land in the New 
Forest. Supposing it to be credi- 
ble that a man so prudent and so 
William the Conqueror; 
supposing that such a man should. 
have pitched upon a rich and 
populom district wherewith tot 
make a chase ; supposing, in short; 
these historians to have spoken the 
truth, and supposing this barren 
land to have been all inhabited 
and cultivated, and the people so 
numerous and so nch as to be 
able to build and endow a parish- 
church upon every four and three 
quarters square miles upon thi^ 
'extensive district; siupposmg them 
to have been so rich in die pro- 
duce of the soil as to want a priest 
to be stationed at every mile and 
200 yards in order to help them 
to eat it; supposing, in a word, 
these historians not to be the most 
farcical liars that ever put pen 
upon paper, this country must, at 
the time of the Nornithi conqjies^ ' 
h a ve 1 iieral \yswa rmedwith people ; 
for, there u the land, now, and 
all the land, too: neither Home 
nor Dr. Lingard can change the 
nature of that. There it is, ari 
acre of it not having, upon aei 
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•Krage, bo mnch of productive 
capacity in it as one single 
Muare rod, taking tbe average, of 
WorceBterahire ; and, if 1 were to 
aay, one iingle iquare yard, I 
should be right ; there is the land ; 
and, if that land were, as theie 
biatorians Bay it nas, covered wilb 
people and with cKurcbes, what 
the devil must Worcesterabire 
bave been ! To this, then, we 
come at last: having made out 
whatlundertooktoshnw; namely, 
that the hislorianci, bm they call 
themaelTes, are either the greatest 
fools or the greatest liars that 
erer existed, or that England was 
beyond all measure more popu- 
lous eight hundred years ago iba'D 
it is now, 

, Poor, however, as this district 
ia, and, culled about as it has 
been ibr the best spots of land by 
those favourites who have got 
grants of land or leases or some- 
thing or other, still ibere are some 
spots here and there which would 
grow trees ; but, never will it grow 
trees, or any thing else to the 
profit of Ihit nation, until it be- 
come private property. Public 
property must,, in some cases, be 
in the hands of public officers; 
but, this is not an affair of that 
nature. This is too loose a con- 
cern; too little controllable by 
superiors. It is a thing calculated 
tor jobbing, above all others; cal- 
culated to promote the success of 
fevourilism. Who can imagine 
that the persons employed about 
T^aatations and farms for the pub- 
lic, are employed because they 
ore ;ff for the employment? Sup- 
posing the (rammissioners to hold 
in abhorrence the idea of paymg 
for services to themtielves under 
the name of paying for services to 
the public ; supposing tbem never 



to have heard o£ inch a thiog ia 
their bves, can (bey imagine thtt 
nothing, of this sort lahea place, 
while they are in London eleven 
months out of twelve in the year f 
I never feel disposed (o cast laadk 
censure upon any of the persona 
engaged in such concerns. The 
temptation ia too great to be re- 
sisted. The public must 'pay for 
every thing a poU d' or. There- 
fore, no such thing should be in 
the hands of the public, or, rather, 
of the government ; and I hope to 
live to see this thing completely 
taken out of the hands of diis go« 
vernment 

it was night-fall when wear- 
rived at Eling, that is to say, at 
the head ol the Southampton 
Water. Our horses were very 
hungry. We stopped to bait 
them and set off just about dusk 
to come to this place (Weston 
Grove), stop pins at SouthamptoQ;

The moon shone very hright 
ky the time that we mounted the 
Ult ; and now, skirting the enelo- 
■ures upon ibe edge of (he cotn- 
Mon, we passed several of ihose 
eotlages which I so well recol- 
lected, and tn wbiob 1 had the 
Mtistnclian to believe that the 
inhabitants were sitting cotnforl- 
lA>)y with bellies full by a goad 
fire. It was eight o'clock before H~ 
Vrived at Mr. Chamberiayne'

water's edge, and that Ke b»> 
tween the IJen-y over the Itebea 
at Southampton, and the t'tne 
which goes out from the Seatlf 
amplon Water, at Hamble. And, 
now let me describe, as well as P 
can, what this land and its situa> 
tionare. The Suuthampton Wi^ 
ter begins at Porlsmuuth, att# 
goes up by Soulhamplon, to Red- 
bridge, being, upon an' average^ 
about two miles wide, haviog^^ 
on the one side, the New Forest, 
and on the other side, Ibr a great 
part of the way, this fine and- 
beautifiil estate of Mr. Chamheiw 
layne. Both sklea of this water' 
have rising lands divided into bJU- 
and dale, and very beautifufff 
clothed with trees, the woods ana' 
lawns and fields bdng moat «^ 
vantageoualy inlennixed. It ia- 
very curious that, at the baehr/P 
each of these iracts of land, there' 
are extensire heaths, on tbis'sidfr' 
as well as on ifae New Foreat" 
side. To stand here and laok 
across the water at tb« New "Vtt-' 
I would imagine that it' 
was really a ctmnlry of nwoA;' 
for, you can see nothing <tf the. 
heaths from here; those heath*' 
ver which we rode, and iKmf' 
'bich we cotiM aee a wiuhMtt 
dawn among the trees, wbfc^wnd^ 
niill in nwv to he seen 'jmi oppo- 
site thia )^ce. So iKat; the viewi' 
frDmllilapU«eaMlbb-n«efht«»r- 
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eflrfllial OB be {nagined. Ton 
see np tbe water KtHt dsini the 
valer, to Redbni^ oneway and 
oiit to Spitliead the other way. 
Vinugh Ihe trees, }o the rigM, 
you «ee tin apires of Southamp- 
iMi, and ;0B haTe only to walk a 
tBile aver a beautifal lawn and 
throBgh a not leu beautifnl wood, 
to flba, in alittle dell nirronnded 
with lotty woods, tbe Tenerable 
rnini ol' Netley Abbbt, wbicb 
iaake parTof Mr. Cbambertayoe's 
flitale. The woods bere are cbieAy 

, of oak ; the ground comisli of a 
teries of hill and dale, as you go 
long-wiBe from one end of the 
estate to the other, about six milet 
in. tenglh. Down almost every 
little valley that divides these hitla 
or hillocks, there is more or less 
«f water, making the under-wood, 
in those parts, very thick, and dark 
to go Ihrougb, and these tbrra 
the moat delightful contrast with 

' the fields and lawng. There are 
inDDtnerable vessels of varions 
size« continually upon the water; 
and, to those diat delight in 
water-scenes, this is certainly the 
yery ^tliest place that I ever 
Haw la my lite. 1 biul seen it 
many years agoj and, as 1 in- 
tended to come here on my way 
home, I tpid Ctborob, before we 
aat out, that 1 would show him 
tmother Wetton iiefore we got to 
London. Tbe parish in which 
bis fiitber'a faonse is, is also celled 
Westoif, and a v^ry beautiful 
spot it certainly is ; but 1 told him 
l^qoeslioned wbether I could not 
diow him a still prettier Weston 
Ifaan that. We let bhn alone for 
dke first day. He sat in tbe house 
n^ saw great miritifndes of phea- 
HUts and partridges npon tbe 
iKwn .before the window: be went 
Anm to-tbevat«Mide-l>jr hnnelf, 



and pot Ua loot upon the gpMn^ 
to see die tide rise. He seemed 
very ranch delighted. The second 
morning, at breaktast, we put it to 
him, wbicb he would rather hav^;; 
this Weston, or tbe Weston tbaf 
be bad left in Herefordshire; but. 
though 1 introduced the questio^^ 
in a way almost to extort a deci-' 
sion in favour of the Hampshim 
Weston, he decided instantly an^ 
plump for the other, in a manner 
very much to the delight of Mr: 
Cbamberlayne and his sister. Sq 



ipted, they always Hit 
iome bettf be it, in itself, what H 
may. 

Every thing that nature can da 
has been done here ; and money, 
most judiciously employed, has 
cpme to her assistance. Hera 
are a thousand things to give pleai* 
sure to any rational mind ; bnt, 
there is one tbing, which, in mj 
estimation, surpasses, in pleasure, 
to contemplate, all the lawns and 
all, the groves and all the gardens 
and all the same and every thing 
else; and Inat is, the real, un-^ - 
atfected goodness of the owner of 
Ibis estate. He is a member fiir 
Southampton ; be has ether fine 
estates ; ne has great talents ; bt 
n mncb admired by all who know 
him ; bi(t, be has dona more Irr 
his justice, by his just way c^ 
thinking with regard tolbelabonrb 
ing people, than in all other ways 
pot together. This was nothing 
new to me ; for 1 was well inlornih 
ed of it several years ago, tbongt 
I had never heard him speak of ft 
in my life. When he csma Ift 
this place, the common wag^ «( . 
day-labonring men were thifteeit 
lAif/ta^t a wetk, and tbe wages ^ 
carpenters, bricJiIayerB, and otbe^ 
Iraoesmen^ were in proportiatf. 
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Those wages be hat given, from 
that time in this, without anj' 
abatement whatever. With these 
wages, a man can live, having, at 
the same time, other advantages 
attending the woriiing for such a 
nan as Mr, Chamber] ay ne. He 
bag got less money in his bags 
than he would havehad, if he had 
ground men down in their wages ; 
but, if his sleep be not sounder 
Ihan that of the bard- listed wretch 
that can walk over grass and gra- 
irel, kept in order by a poor crea- 
ture that is half-starved ; if bis 
sleep benot sounder than the sleep 
of sucbawretcb, then all tbat we 
liave been taiigbt is false, and 
there is no difference between the 
man who feeds and the man who 
starves the poor : all the Scripture 
is a bundle of lies, and instead of 
being propagated it ought, to be. 
flung into the fire. 

It is curious enough, thai 
those who are the least disposed 
to give good wakes to tlje laboring 
people, should ne the most dis- 
|)Osed to discover for them schemes 
for taviiig their money ! I have 
IfttelV seen, 1 saw it at Upbus- 
band, a prospectus, or scheme, 
for establishing what tbey call 
a comity friendly society. This 
h a scheme tor getting ji-om the 
pom a pari of the wages that 
they receive. Just as ii a poor 
fellow could put any, thing Oi/ 
out.of ^igbt shillings a week ! If, 
indeed, the scbeiners were to pay 
the labourers twelve or thirteen 
ahillings a week ; then these 
nughl have something to lay by 
ai some times of the y^ar ; but, 
then indeed, there would be no 
poor-rates wanted; and, it is to 
get rid of the poor-rates, that 
these schemers have invented 
iheir society. What wretched 



drivellers they must be : to-lhialL 
that they should be able to make 
the pauper keep the paupert 
to tliink thai they shall oe able 
to make the man that is hal& 
starved lay by part of his loaf! 
I know of no codnty where the 
poor are worse treated than ia 
many parts of this county of 
Hants. It is happy to know 
of one instance in which they 
are well treated ; and I deem 
it a real honour to be under the 
roof of him who has unitbrmly - 
set so laudable an example 
in ibis most important concern. 
What are all his riches to mef 
They form no title to my respect. 
Tis not for me to set myself up 
in judgment as to his taste, bii 
learning, his various qualities 
and endowments ; but, of these 
his unequivocal works, I am a 
competent judge. I know bow 
muen good he mustdo ; and there 
is a great satisfaction in reflect- 
ing on the great happiness that 
he must feel,, wheni in layine 
his head upon his pillow of a cold 
and dreary winter night, he reflects 
that there are scores, aye, fcoret 
upon scores, of bin country -people, 
of bis poor neigbbours, of those 
whom the Scripture denominates 
his brethren, who have been 
enabled, through him, to retire 
to a warm bed after spendin([ ' 
a cheerful evening and taking 
a full meal by tfae side of their 
own (ire. People may talk what 
they will about happiness; but 
I can figure to myself no ha|>- 
piness surpassing that of the man 
who falls to sleep with reflecr- 
tioDR like these in his mind. Nov, 
observe, it is a duty on my parti 
to relate what I have here re- 
lated as to the conduct of Mr. 
CaAUBEni:.AYNx; not A dul/ 
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Umardi him; for, I can do him 
no good by it, and 1 do most sin- 
cerely believe, that both he 
and his equally benevolent siiter, 
would rather ibat their goodness 
remained unproclaimed ; hot, it 
is a duty towards my country, 
and particularly towards my 
readers. Here is a striking and 
a most valuable practical exam- 
ple. Here is a whole neighboiir- 
oood of labourers IJTing as ihey 
ought to live ; enjoying that hap- 
piness which is the jDst reward 
of ibeir toil. And, shall 1 sup- 
press facts so honourable to 
^ose who are (he cause of this 
iappiness, lacts so interesting 
in themselves, and so likely to 
be useful in ibe way of example; 
aball I do ihis, aye, and, besides 
Ibis, tacitly give a fahe account 
of Weston GaovE, ami ihi*, 
loo, from the stupid and cowardly 
fear of- being; accused of flaLIer- 
ing a rich man ! 

Netlet Abbsv ought, it seems, 
lobe called LBrLBv Abbev, the 
Latin name beine Lstus Locus, 
or Plbasant Place. Letley 
was made up of an abbreviation of 
the La!lut and of the Saxon word 
ley, which meaned place, field, 
or piece of ground. This Abbey 
vas founded by Henry III. in 
1239, for 12 Monks of the Bene, 
dictina order; and, when sup- 
pressed, by the wife-killer, its 
revenues amounted lo 3^001. a 
year of our present money, The 

r sessions of these monks were, 
^ tbewife-killitig founderof the 
Church of England, given away 
(though they belonged to the pub- 
lic) lo one of his court syco- 
phants. Sir William Paulet, 
a man the mwt famous in the 
whole world for sycophancy, 
tiue-eerving, and tor all those 



qualities whkh usually dialingiiisb 
the fiivourites of kings like the 
wife-killer. TbisPAOLBTcbaaged 
from the Popi*/i to Benrg the 
E'gbtk'i religi/M, and was a 
great aclor in punishing the pa> 
pitts: when Edward ,V IT came lo 
(he throne, this Faulbx tum^ 
protettant, and was a great actM 
in punishing those who adherM 
to Henry VlHih's religion ; wheo 
Queen Alary came to the throne, 
this Pallet turned back to jut- 
piit, and was one of the great 
actors in sending proteitant* l» 
be bvmt in Smitkfield : when 
Old Bess came to the throne, this 
Paulet turned back to prolast- 
attt again, and was, until the day 
of his death, one of the great ac- 
tors in persecuting, in fining, in < 
mulciing, and in pulling lo death, 
those who still bad the virtue and 
the courage to adhere lo ihe reli- 
gion, in which theyandhe had been 
bom and bred. The Aeetiol'this 
family got, at last, lo be earl of 
Willshire.Marquiit of Winchester, 
and Duke or Bolton. This 
last liile is now gone : or, ratberj 
it ig changed lo that of " Lord 
Bolton," which is now borne by a 
manofthenameotOrde.whoisthe 
son of a man of that name, who died 
some years ago, and who married 
a d-iugkter (fthink it was) of the 
last " Duke of Bolton." Pretty 
curious, and not a little interest^ 
ing, to loot back at ihe origin of 
this Dukedom of Bolton, and,

Tbey must Save had 
more rain in this part of the 
country than in most other parts 
of it. Indeed, no part of Hamp- 
shire seems to have suffered 
Tery much from the drought. 
1 found Ibe turnips pretty good, 
of both sorls, all the way from 
Andover to Romsey. Through 
the New Forest, you may as 
well expect to find loaves of 
bread erowing in fields as tur- 
nips, wnere there are any fields 
ibr them to grow in. From 
Redbridge to Wesion we had 
not light ' enough to see much 
about us ; but when we came 
down to Bolley, we there Ibund 
die turnips as good as I had 
erer seen them in my life, as 
fer I could judge from the time 
] bad to look at them. Mr. 
Warner has as fine turnip fields 
as I ever saw him have, Swedish 
turnips and while also; and 
pretty nearly the same may he 
said of the whole of th»l neigh- 
bourhood for many miles round. 

After quitting Soberlon Down, 
we came up a hill leading to 
Hambledon, and turned off to oui 
left to bring us down to Mr. Gold- 
smith's at West End, where we 
DOW are, at about a mile from (he 
village of Hambledon. A village 
it noiu is; but it was formerly 
considerable market-town, and il 
Lad three fairs in the year. There 
is now not even the name of mar- 
ket left, I believe; and the fairs 
amount to little more than a coi 
pie or three gingerhread-slaiJ! . 
with dolls end whistles for chil- 
dreo. If you go through the place, 



yoB see that it baa been a cowi* 
(Jerable town. The church tells 
the same story ; it is now a tumr 
bie-down rubbishy place ; it is 
partakine; in the late of all tho'se 
places which were Ibrmerly a sort 
of rendezvous for persons who had 
things to buy and things to sell. 
Went have devoured market-towns 
and villages; and »bopi have de^ 
voured markets and Jain; and 
this, too, to the infinite injury of 
the most numerous classes of the 
people. Shop-keeping, merely 
as shop- keeping, is injurious to 
any community- What are the 
shop and the shop-keeper fori 
To receive and distribute the pr«i- 
duce of the land. There areotbei 
articles, certainly; hut the main 
part is the produce of the land. 
The shop must be paid for; the 
shop-keeper must be kept; and 
the one must be paid for and t[» 
other must be kept by the cop- 
sumer of the produce; or, per- 
ha[^, partly by the consumer and 

iianly by the producer. When 
airs were very frequent, shops 
were not needed. A manufac- 
turer of shoes, of stockings, of 
hats ; of almost any thing that, 
man wants, could manufacture at 
home in an obscure .hamle', with 
cheap house-rent, good ur, and 
plenty of room. I^ need pay no 
tieavy rent for shop ; and no dis- 
advantages frem confined situa- 
tion ; arul, then, by attending three 
or four orfive or sixfairs in ayear, 
he sold [he work of his hands, UO' 
loaded with a heavy expense at- 
tending the keeping of a shep. 
He would get more Ibr ten sbil- 
iings in booth at a fair or market^ 
than he would get in shop for 
ten or twenty pounds. Of couise, 
he could afford (o sell the work of 
his hands for less ; and thus a , 
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greater portion of tbeir earnings 
reniatned wiih those who raised 
the food and the clothing from the 
land. 1 bad an instance of this 
in what occurred to myself at 
Weyhill fair. When I was at 
Saliaburji, in Septemher, I wanted 
to buy a whip. It was a common 
hunting-whip, with a hook to it to 
pull open gates with, and I could 
not get it for. less than seven sbil- 
lingfl and sixpence. This was 
more than 1 liad made up my 
mind to give, and I went on with 
my flwitoh. When we got to 
Weyhill fair.^.George had made 
ahin to lose his whip some lime 
before, and I had made him go 
without oneby way of punishment, 
fiut now, having come to the 
^r, and seeing plenty of whips, 
1 bought him one, just such a 
one as had been offered me at 
Salisbury for seven and six- 
|>ence, for four and six-pence; 
and, seeing the man with his whips 
afieNrards, 1 thought 1 would 
have one myself j and he let me 
liare it for three shillings. So 
&at, here were two whips, pre- 
cisely of the same kind and 
quality as the vrhip at Salisbury, 
bought for the money which the 
man at Salisbury asked me for 
one whip ; and yet, far he it from 
me to accuse the man at Salisbury 
of an attempt at extortion : he 
had an expensive shop, and a 
femilyin a town to support, while 
my WeyhiH fellow had been 
making his whips in some house 
in the country, which he rented, 
probably, for five or six pounds a 

J ear, with a good garden to it. 
toes not every one see, in a mi- 
nute, how this exchanging of fairs 
and' markets for shops creates 
idlert and ' troffickert \ creates 
tbose locusts, called middle-men, 



who create nothing, who add f» 
the value of nothing, wboimpniTe 
nothing, hut who live in idteneM . 
and who live well, too, oat of iba 
labour of the producer nlid th« 
consumer. The fair and the 
market, those wise institutions of 
our forefathers, and with regant 
to ihe management of which they 
were so scrupulously careful ; ther 
fair and the market bring the pro^ 
ducerand theconsumerinconlad 
with each other. Whatever ia' 
gained is,- at any rate, gained fay- 
one or the other of these. Th» 
fair and Ihe-market bring them to^ 
gelher, end. enable them to act 
lor their mutual interest and coil-> 
venlence. The shop and tbe 
trafficker keeps them apart; the 
shop hides froni both producer 
and consumer the real slate of 
matters. The fair and the market' 
lay every thing open : goin^ t» 
either, you see the state of thmgs 
at once; and the transactions are 
fair and just, not disfigured, lotf* 
by falsehood, and by those at" 
tempts at deception which dis- 
gracetraffickingsingeneral. Very 
wise, too, and very jual, were the 
laws against farettalling and rtf 
gratiaff. They were laws to pre- 
vent the producer and the con- 
sumer from being cheated by the 
trafficker. There are whole bo- 
dies of men ; indeed, a very lai^e 
part of ihe community, who live 
in idleness inthis country, in con- 
sequence of the whole current of 
the laws now running in favour of 
the trafficking monopoly. It has 
been a great object with all wise 
governments, in all ages, from the 
days of Moses to the present day, 
to confine trafficking, mere traf- 
ficking, to.as few hands as possl- 
sible. It seems to be the main 
objectof this government to give

ianlOcTOBBR.-Wheo I left Wes- 
ton, my intention was, to go from 
Hamhiedon to Up Park, thence 
ts Arundel, thence to Brighton, 
Aence to East-houme, thence to 
Witlersham in Kent, and then by 
Cranbrook, Turtbridge, Godstone 
tad Reigate to l^ndon ; but, when 
leot to Botley, and particularly 
when I got to Hambtedon, I foimd 
my horse's bock so much hurt by 
fte saddle, that I was afraid to 
take to long a stretch, and there- 
fore resolved to come away 
■Iraigbt to (his place, to go heoce 
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(uid mucb sleeper than a tiled 
roof of a house. Tliese vallpys 
may be, where Ihey join the hill, 
. three orTour hundred yards broad. 
They get wider aa Ihey get fr.r- 
tiier from the hill. Of a clear 
day you see all the north of 
Hampshire ; nay, the whtrfe coon- 
ly, together with a great pari of 
Surrey and of Sussex. You see 
the whole of the South-Downs 
the eastward as tar as your eye 
can carry you ; and, lastly, you 
see over Portsdown Hill, which 
ITes before you to the south ; and 
there are spread open to vour 
fiew the isle of Porlsea, Porcnes- 
ter, "Wimmering, Fareham, Gos- 

t>rt, Portsmouth, the harbour, 
pithead, the Isle of Wight and 
the ocean. But, sometbinf: still 
more interesting occurred to me 
here in the year 1808, when I was 
coming on horseback orer the 
aame bill from,Botley to Londt 
It was a very beautiful day and 
flummer. Belbre 1 got upon the 
hUl (on which I bad never been 
before), a shepherd told me to 
keep on in the road in which I 
was, till J came to the London 
turnpike road. When I ^ot 
wilhm a quarter of a mile of 
this pariicalar point of the bill, 
I saw, at this pomt, what I thought 
Was a cloud oi dust ; and, speak- 
ing to my servant about it, I found 
that he thought so too ; but this 
cbud of dust disappeared all ai 
once. Soon after, there appeared 
to arise another cloud of alist at 
the same place, and then, that 
disappeared, and the spot was 
clear again. As we were trot- 
ting along, a pretty smart pace, 
we soon came to this n&rrow 
place, having one valley to our 
right and the other valley to our 
leu, and there, to my great asto- 



ntshment, I saw the clouds come 
one atler another, each appearing 
to he about as big as two or three 
acres of land, skimming along in 
the valley on the north side, a 
great deal below the tops of the 
hills ; and successively, as (hey 
arrived at our end of the valley, 
rising up, crossing the narrow 
pass, and then descending down 
into the other valley and going off 
to the south ; so that we who sate 
there upon our horses, were alter- 
nately in clouds and in sun-shine. 
it is an universal rule, thatif there 
be a fog in the morning, and that 
fog'go from the valleys to the topa 
of the hill", there will be rain that 
day; and if it disappear by sink- 
ing in the valley, there will be no 
rain that day. The truth is, thai 
fogs are clouds, and clouds are 
logs. They are more or less full of 
water; hut, they are all water; 
sometimes a sort of steam, and 
sometimes water that falls indrgps. 
Yesterday morning the fogs had 
ascended to the tops of th^ hills ; 
and it was raining on all the hill^ 
round about us before it began (o 
rain in the valleys. We, as 1 ob- 
served before, got pretty nearly 
wet. to the skin upon the top of 
Butser-hill ; but, we ha^ the pluck 
to come on and let the clothes dry 
upon our backs. I must here re- 
lute something that appears very 
interesting to me, and something, 
which, though it must have been 
seen by every man that has lived 
in the country, or, at least, in any 
hilly country, has never been par- 
ticularly mentioned by any body 
as far as I can recollect. Wefre- 
(j^uently talk of clouds coming 
from dewi; and we actually see 
the heavy fogs become cbuds. 
We see Inem go up to the tops of 
iiills, and, taking a swim round. 
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actuflHyceme and drop donn upon 
uaand net us through; but, I am 
now going to apeak of cIoudN com- 
ingout of Uie udee of bills in exact- 
ly the same manner that you see 
Bmoke come out ot'a tobacco-pipe, 
and, rising up, with a wider and 
irider head, like the smoke from a 
tobacco-pipe, go to tbe top of the 
bill, or oTer the hill, or very much 
above it, and then c6me over the 
valleys in rain. . At about a mile'a 
distance from Mr. Palmer's'house 
at BoHitree, in Hereford shire,! he re 
is a large, long, beautiful wood, 
covering the side of a lofty hill, 
winding round in tiie furm of a 
crescent, the bend of the crescent 
being towards Mr. Palmer's house. 
It was here that 1 first observed 
this mode of forming clouds. 
The first time 1 noticed it, 1 
pointed it out to Mr. Palmer. 
We stood and observed cloud 
after cloud come out 4rom dif- 

-ierent parts of the side of the 

'Iiill, and lower up and go over 
the hill out of sight. He tutd 
me that that was a certain sign 
Ihat it would rain that day, for 
that these clouds would come 
back agaih and would fall in 
rain. It rained sure enough; 
and I found that the country peo- 
ple, all round about, had this 
mode of the Ibrmiug the clouds as 
B^ign of rain. The hill is called 

, Penyard, and this forming of 
.die clouds they call Old Pen- 
'yard's smoking ka pipe: and it 
IS a rule that it is sure to rain 
during the day if Old Penyard 
■mokes bis pipe in the morning. 

■ These appearances take place, 
especially in warm and sultry 

-Weather., It 'was very warm 
yesterday morning: it had ihun- 

-dered violently the evening be- 

. fore: we felt it hot even while 



the rain fell upon us aVBuiser* 
hill. Peiersfieid lies in a pretty 
broad ai)d very beautiful valley. 
On three sides of i,t are very 
lofty hills, partly downs and 
partly covered with trees ; and, 
as we proceeded'OR our way from 
the bottom of Butser-hill to 
Pete rsfi eld, we saw thousands 
upon thousands of clouds, con- 
tinually coming "puffing out from 
different parts ol these hills And 
lowering up to the top of them. 
I slopped George several times 
to make him look at them ; to 
!.ee them come puffing out of 
the chalk downs as well as out 
of the woodland bills; and bade 
him remember to tell his father 
of it wben be sboald get home, 
to convince him that the hills of ~ 
Hampehire could smoke tlieir 
pipes as well as those of Here- 
fordshire. This is a really curi- 
ous matter. 1 have never read; 
in any book, any thing to lead 
me to suppose that tbe observa- 
tion has ever found its way into 
print before. Ssmetimes you 
will see only one or two clouds 
dunng a whole morningi come 
out of the side of a hill; but we 
saw theuiands upon thoujAnda, 
bursting out, one after another,, 
in all pans of these immense bills. 
The first time that I have leisure, . 
when I am in the high countries . 
again, I wilt have a conversaiion- 
with some old shepherd about, 
this matter: ifbe cannot enlighten. 
me upon the subject, 1 am suier 
that no philosopher can. 

We came through Pctersfisltf 
without stopping, and baited our 
horses at Lyphook, where we 
stayed about half an hour. In 
coming from Ljphook to this 
place, we overtook a man who 
asked for relief. He (old me he 
M 
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mm B.wMTer, anA, » his acceni 
iun northern, I wa« aboul to eitc 
litm ihe balance that 1 harl in 
' iand ariHJng trom our inTings in 
tbe (asling way, amounting to

weaTer. I imtanlly put on my 
gloTe and returned mj purse into 
my packet, saying, -go, then, to 
fiidmimth and Peel end the rest 
of them "and get reliel ; for, I 
" have thi!i minute, while 1 was 
^' slopping at Lyphook, read in 
"' the Evening Mail newspaper, 
^ an address lo the king trom 
"the Spitalfields wenvers, foi 
"which address they ought ic 
*' -aulTer death from starration. 
■" In that address those base 
*' wretches tell Ihe King, that 
■" they were loyal men.: that they 
•' detesled the designing men who 
"" wereguilty of sediliniiB practices 
'♦' hi 1817; tbey, in short, express 
*' flietr approbation of the Power- 
"" of- Imprisonment Bill, of all the 
'" deeds committed against the 
'" Reformers in 1817 and 1819 
" Ihey by fair inference, 'ex 
.**^ press their approbation of the 
"ihanks given to the Manchester 
■** yeomanry.. You are one of 
"" them ; my name is Witlii 
" Cobtwtt, and I would sooner 
'" rdieve a dog than relieve you." 
Jyst OS I was closing my ha- 
raHgue, we overtook a country- 
man and woman that were going 
'ihe sam6 way. The weaver at- 
/tampled explanations- He said 
thM they only said it in order to 
(flet relief i but that they did 
inran it in their hearts. -" 
.bMe dogs! "said I: "it is pre- 
:" ciuity by (Uich men that i uin is 



' iM^nght npOTi nrtiohs ; H»^im- 
" cisely by such baaeneas aad ia- 
' sincerity, such acandaloiwcow* 
" ardice. that rwn has baen 
" bronght upon them. 1 \wA tw« 
" or three shillings (o give yoat 
" 1 had th«n in my hand : 1 ba«* 
" put them back into my pone : 
" I trust I shal) 6nA aomaM; 
"more worthy of tltem: rather 
" than give them to ytta, I wokM 
" fling ihein into that sand-pit 
" and bury them for ever." How 
curiously things happen ! It w«b 
by mere accident thai I took op a 
newspaper to read : it was merely 
because I was compelled lo vtay 
a quarter of an hour in the rttoni 
without doing any ihing.and above 
all things it was miraculous that I 
should lake up (he Evening Mail, 
into which. I believe, 1 never be- 
fore looked, in my whole life, f 
saw the royal arms at the top of 
the papfer; took it for the Old 
Times, and, in a«ort of . lounging, 
mood, said to George, " Give ne 
" hold of that paper, and let m 
" see what thai foolish devil Anna 
" Brodte eay^." Seeing ihe words 
" SpilaifieMs," I rend nn till I ffit 
to tbe base and scoundrelly part ef 
the address, i then turned over, 
and looked at the title af the paper 
and the dale of it, resolving, n 
my mind, (o have satislaclion, of 
some -sort or other, upon these 
base vagabonds.' Ijlile did I tbink, 
that an opportunity would so soon 
occur of showing my resentnaatt 
against them, apd that, too, in aa> 
striking, BO appropriate and so 
efficient a manner. I dare uy, 
that it was some lax-eating scoua- 
drel who drew up (hie addvew 
(which I will insert in the Ren- 
ter, as soon as 1 can find it); but* 
that is nothing lo me and my '1^- 
low-8u6erers of 1S17 and 1U». 
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TtM'inramoM liM vfMti ub ii 
pttbUthed under the name of the 
SpitatfietdB weavers; and, it' I 
am tAtd what ihe poor craaturea 
were to do, being vritheul bread 
■■ they w^e, 1 answer by asking 
whither Ihey oouM find no knives 
'to- cut their tbroals with; Meing 
tiiot they ought to bare cut their 
Ifaroats ten tbouMnd times orer, it 
tbej cohM faave done it, ratber 
tba^ sanction the publication of so 
infiunoHs a paper as this. It is 
not tbua that tbe weavers in the 
north have acted. Siune 
dfel wanted to inveigle tbena into 
vn applauding of tbe Ministers ; 
bat uiey, though nothing so in- 
fiutiouB as tbtB' address was .pro- 
IMwed lo them, rejected Ihe pro- 
position, though they were ten 
tiams more in want than the 
weavers of SpitalGelds have ever 
been. They were only called 
upon to applaud tbe Ministers tbi 
the recent Orders in Coiuicil: 
but they justly said that the Mi' 
nislers had a great deal more to 
do, before they would merit their 
applause. What would these 
brave aod sensible men have said 
to a tax-eating scoundrel, who 
should have called upon them to 
present an address to the King, 
AOd in that address to applaud the 
Aerrible deeds committed against 
the people in 1617 and 1619 ! 1 
bave great happiness in reflecting 
that this baseness of the Spital- 
'fields weavers will nut bring ibem 
one single mouthtiil of bread. 
This will be their lot : this will be 
.the fruit of their baseness; and 
the oalion, the worliing classes of 
the nation, will learn, I'rom this, 
that the way to get redress of 
tbeir grievances, the way .to, gel 
food and rainienl in exchange tor 
.their labour, ihe way to ensure

Before we got to Tfeurslef, | 
s^w three poor fellows getting m 
t«rf for their winter fuel, and V 
gave them a shilling uiece. T9 
a hoy at the bottom of ninhead* 
I gave Ihe other sixpence, lowardf 
buying him a pair of gloves; 
and thus I disposed of the msner 
which was, atone lime, actua% 
out of my purse, and goinjj; into 
the band of the loyal SpitalfieMy 

We got to this place (UJL 
Knowles's, of Thursley) about 
5 o'clock In Ihe evening, veqf 
much delighted with our ride. 

KENBlNOrON, TnUSBDAY, 26tli 

Oct. — We lell Mr. Knowles'a 
Tuesday morning, came through 
Godalming, stooped at Mr. Row- 
land's, at Cbilworth, and ihea 
came on through Dorking )o CoL- 
ley Farm, near Reigate, where to^ 
slept. 1 have so oden described 
tbe country from Hindhead lo the 
tbotof Reigaie Hill, and from tha 
lopof Reigate Hill to tbe Thames, 
that 1 shall not attempt to do tt 
again here. When we got lo tlie 
river Wey, we crossed it from 
Godalming Pismarsh to come up 
lo Cbilworth. I desired George (o 
look round the country, and asked 



him ifhedid not think it 



was very 



pretty. 1 put the same quesiien 
■" '^'n when we got into the beav- 
neighbourhood of Dorking, 
and when we got to Reigate, and 
especially when we got to the tip- 
top of Reigate HilI,Trom whicb 
there is one of the finest views in 
the whole world ; but, ever allqr 
quitting Mr.Enowles's, George 
isied that thai was the prettiest 
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Mnnir; that we bad seen in ihe 
course or our whole ride, and iTi&t 
he liked Mr. Knowles's place bet- 
ter than any other place that he 
bad seen- 1 reminded him of 
Weiton Grove; and I reminded 
him of the beautiful 'ponds and 

IrasR and plantations at Mr. 
each's ; but he stitl persisted in 
his judgment in favour of Mr. 
' Knowles's place, in which deci- 
sion; however, the greyhounds and 
the bea|!les had manifestly a grbat 
deal to do. 

From ThurEley to Rei|i;ate in- 
clusive, on the chiilk-side as well 
en on the sand-side, ibe crops of 
turnips, of both kinds, were pretlj- 
nearly as good as I ever saw 
Ihemin my life. OnafarmofMr. 
Drummond's,at Aldhury, rented 
by a ftirmer Pelo, I saw a piece 
of cahhage?, of Ihe iarfre Kind, 
■which will produce, I should think. 
not much short of five and twenty 
tons to the acre ; and here I must 
mention (I do not know why I 
must, by the bye) an instance of 
my own skill in measuring land by 
the eye. The cabbages stand 
upon half a field and on the part 
of it furthest from the road were 
■we were. We took the liberiy 
to open the gate and ride 
into the field, in order to get 
closer to the cabbages to look at 
them. I intended to notice Ihi! 
piece of cabbages, and 1 asked 
George how much ground be 
thought there was in the piece. 
Be said, two acres ; and asked 
me how much 1 thought. 1 said 
that there were above /oar a 
and that I should not wondi 
there were four acres and a half. 
Thus divided in judgment, « 
turned away from the cahbag' 
to go but of the field at another 
gate, which pointed towards o 



road. Near this gale wa found a' 
man turning a heap of manure. 
This man, as rt happened, bad 
hoed the cabbages by" the acre, vt ' 
had had a hand in it. We asked 
n how much ground there wa> 
that piece of cabbages, and be 
d us, four acres and a halff 
I suppose it will not be difficult (v 
convince the reader that George 
looked upon me as a sort of con* 
juror. At Mr. Pym's, at Colley- 
farm, we found one of the very 
finest pieces of matigel wunel that 
1 had ever seen in my life. We 
calculated thai th^re would be 
little short o^ forty lent to an ncre; 
and, there being three acres to the 
piece, Mr. Pym calculates that 
(his man^l wurzel, the produce 
of these three acres of land, will 
carry bis ten or twelve milch-cowa 
nearly, if not wholly, through the 
winter. There did not appear to 
he a spurious plant, and there was 
not one plant that had gone to 
seed, in the whole piece. I hare 
never seen a more beautiful mass 
of vegetation, and I had the salis^ 
faction to learn, alter having ad- 
mired the crop, that the seed came 
from my own shop, and that it bad 
oeen saved by mytelf. 

Talking of the shop, I came to it 
in a very few hours alier looking 
at this mangel wurzel ; and I soon 
found that it was high time (or mfr 
to get home again ; for bere had 
been pretty devils' works going on. 
Here I found the " Greek cause," 
and all its appendages, figuring 
away in grand style. But, I must 
make this matter of separate ob- 
servation. I have put an end to 
my Ride of August, September, 
and October, 1826, during which 
1 have travelled five hundred and 
sixty-eight miles, and haro slept 
in thirty different beds, have writ- 
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'-'- ten three monlhly pam|>hleta, 
I cidled (he " Poor Man s Friend," 
and have also irrillen (including 
the preaenl one) e)e*en Revelers. 
] hare been in three' cities, in 
about tweniy market tpwns, in 
periiaps five hundred villages ; 
and 1 have seen the people no 
where so well off as in the neigh- 
bourhood of Weston Grove, and 
no where so badly off as in, 
Ihe dominions ot the Select 
Veslry of Huretbourne Tarranl, 
' commonly called Uphusband. 
During the nhole of this ride, 1 
haveyerj rarely been a-hed after 
day-light ; i have drunk neither 
wine nor spirits. 1 have eaten no 
T^etahles, and only a very mo- 
derate quantity of meat; and, it 
may be useful to my readers to 
Imow, that the riding of twenty 
miles nas not so taliguiiif; to roe 
at the end oj" my tour as ihe rid- 
ing of len miles was at the begin- 
ning of il. Some ill-natured fboJs 
will call this " egotism." Why 
is it egotism 1 Gelling upon a 
good strong horse, and riding 
about the country has no merit in 
it; there is no conjitraiion in it; it 
requires neither talents nor vir- 
tues of any sort ; but heatik is a 
very valuanle thing ; and when a 
man has had ihe experience which 
1 -have had in this instance, il is 
bis duty to slate to the world and 
to his owa countrymen and neigh- 
bours in puiicular, the happy 
effects of early rising, sobriety, 
abstinence and a resolution to be 
active. It is his duty to do this ; 
and it becomes imperatively his 
duty, when he has seen, in the 
course of his life, so many 'men; 
BO many men of excellent hearts 
and of good talents, rendered pre- 
maturely old, cut off ten or twenty 
>eai« before their time, by a want 



of that early rising, aobrieljt, ab> 
sltnence and activity from whicb 
he himself has derived ao much 
benefit and such inexpressibld 

Kleasure. Di:ring this ride 1 bare 
een several times wet to the 
skin. At some times of my life, 
afier having indulged tor a long 
while in codhngmyself up in the 
house, these soak ings would have 
frightened me half out of ray- 
senses; but I core^ery littleabout 
them: 1 avoid getting wet if lean; 
but, it is very seldom that rain, 
come when it would, has prevented 
me from perlbrming the day's 
journey that 1 had laid out before- 
hand. And, this is a very good 
rule : to stick to your intention 
hether it he attended with incon- 
veniences or not; to look upon 
yourself as bomid to do it In the 
of this ride, I have met with 
ic untoward circumstance, 
properly so called, except the 
wounding of the back of my horse, 
which grieved me much more on 
his account than qn my own. I 
have o friend, who, when he is 
disappointed in accomplishing any 
thing that he has laid out, says 
thai he has been beaten, which is 
a very good expression for the 
thing. 1 was beaten in my inlea- 
(ijon to go through- Sussex and 
Kent ; but I will retrieve the affair 
in avery lewmonth8'lime,or,per- 
haps, tew weeks. The Cotu:CTivB 
ill be here now in a few days{ 
id, as soon as I have got the 
Preston Petition (iiirly before 
(hem, and Qnd (as I ■ dare say £ 
shall) ihat the petition will not be 
tried until February, 1 shall take 
tny horse and set off agajn to that

of Westminster Rump humbug, 
the Crown and Anchor Tavern, 
in (be Strand.

It is not for me to say whether 
tbe Greeks bad just eause to rebd 
against their Sovereign. I think 
it most likely that they had; atid 
I know some |)eople not .quite 
so far from ns as the Greeks Ore, 
whom 1 know to have just canse 
to rise against tbeir SoversigB. 
But, this we all know, ' that our 
King had a treaty of amity exist- 
ing ^tween bim and the Grand 
Turk ; and that we derived and 
had long been deriving very con- 
siderable commercial advaotBgei 
from the existence of such treaty : 
an interference on tbe part of any 
body of persons in England ;' *o 
interference to assist the Greeka 
against tbe Tlirks, was, to all ioi 
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rlatioD «f tbat -treaty. Beaidca 
ibb, tbe Greeks would, if freed 
.Irom tbe Tncks,.be very likely to 
.foil wilh their country into the 
hands of the Ru^uaus; and, id 
short, oot.of this Griesk rerolu- 
liOD, might arise a. fearful ang- 
' menlation of the^ msfitime power 
, of Russia, who ^ight, in case of 
■■uch an event, -soon have the 
'Vhole of the '.Mediterranean to 
Jierself; nbile,al'[erall, itnasfar 
from being certain that IbeGreeks, 
lake Ihem altog^her, would be 
.gainers by such revolution.

4bat every gnnd effort, «TeiT 
grand display of modern Englufa 
patriotism or valour, should begin 
witbalOAN. ?fo matter whether 
to deliver the Spaniards, tbe 
South -Americans from. the King 
of Spain ; to deliver tbe rebel 
provinces of the Emperor Pedn) 
up to bis royal mercy ;- no matter 
what the object, what. the purpoae 
to be effected, a loan is toe com- . 
mencement : ip strict imitation t)f 
their beliers,these patriots, whether 
for purposes of peace or war, 
always begin with a loan. Ac- 
cordingly, we find that, on the 2Jih 
of December, 1828, about .two 
months alter the Greek committoe 
had first met as aboTe-tnentioned. 
the Greek committee met at their 
committee- room, and agreed to on 
address to be sent lo what waa 
called the Greek Government, lo 
be distributed amongst the people 
of Greece. . In :this address, the 
committee express a hope " that 
" a LOAN may be e&cled in 
" this country, on not disadvan- 
" tageous terms " ! Ah 1. now llje 
" jtatriotitm " really began to 
work I Now the p/ulketfeniin 
began to send tbe patriot blood 
dancing tbcough the veiiis! In 
short, in a very, short lime after 
the dale of Ibis address, the Gr^k 
Govenunent ; that is to ^y, tbe 
persons who had formed tben- 
seTves.into agovernment for what 
ihey called iherepttblicof'Greeeti 
this Government sent over two nx- 
pvTiEa to England, whose namfs 
were ORi.«Ni>a and Ldbiottis, 
(names that w« sfaali frequently 
have lo mention), who were.fo 
oommnnewith the London coa- 
miliee, upon lhe,subject of a loan ! 
They had not been here long, be- 
fore all the project of a loan, was 
brought to perfection. A. loan of 
. ■ N2 
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eight kmidred thovsand pmtndM 
WBs raised for the service, as tbey 
caU it, of the Greeks. And, 
whence did thi* m<mey come?. 
That is a question of great im- 
portance : that is a question to be- 
firmlj settled in the mind of the 
Tender before, he goes an inch 
further. The money was raised in 
tbiswa^: bonds were created; thai 
is to say, bonds binding the Greeli 
Government to pay to the holders 
of Ibe bonds 5 per cent, interest. 
Tor simplicity sake, let ns sup- 
pose them all lo have been bonds 
lor a hundred pounds each. The 
Greek deputies sold the bonds in 
Ihe name of their Government ; 
and, certain people in England 
bought the bonds. So that the mo- 
ney wa« paid by people inEnglandj 
by this widow ; ny tnat old bache- 
lor ; by tbis lather or mother, who 
wanted to gel a high interest for 
-their money; by relations who 
wanted to augment the income of 
widows or children committed to 
their cbai^; by Block-jobbers, 
by, in sbortj all sorls of persons ; 
and it depended upon the suc- 
cess of the Greek Cause, wfaether 
these persons ever received 
iarthing back again, either 

frincipal or interest. When the 
onda were issued, a' hundred 
pound bond sold for fifty-nim 
povndi; so that, if J gave fifty - 
' nine pounds for a bond, I was en- 
titled to receive five pounds inte- 
rest per annum for lie fifty-nine 
^'pounds; or eight pounds nine 
shillings and tix-pence per cent t 
It was clear, (berefbre, that those 
who dealt in this sort of stufi^, must 
be subject to a risk of his, the 
gains beit^ so enormous, if gain 
took place. 

■ In order that the money thus 
lent by English people to the 



Greek Government ; in order that ■ 
ihe people of EnelaVid who lent 
this money might be certain that 
it was properly applied, the bar- 
gain for the foan with the depu- 
ties contained a stipulation, that 
three of the members oftheGreeV 
Committee should be appointed 
to actasCOMMISSIO?lERS; 
and that without the approbation 
of these three Commissioners, the 
Greek deputies were not lo take 
and lay out or send away any of 
the money arising froM the loan. 
TheseCommissi oners assumed, by 
this contract, (jnite a new charac- 
ter. They were no longer mere 
voluntary Committee-men, meet- 
ing at a tavern, or not meeting, 
just as they pleased, and having 
no responsibility whatever; they, 
were no longer to be viewed 
in this lij^ht; bat, actually a*-, 
sumed a responsibility towards 
those who had lent their mo- 
ney, and whom we must now 
call BOND -HOLDERS; as- 
sumed a responsibility towards 
these people ; I say a legal re- 
sponsibility ; that n» waste or 
misapplication should take place 
in the disposalof thts'money, and, 
if they suffered any misapplica- 
tion to take place, they, in pro- 
portion to ihe estent of the misap- 
plicatioi), placed in jeopardy the 
property of every bond-holder ; 
or, at the very least, lowered the 
value of that property ; so that 
they were as completely respon- 
sible towards theafe bond'-holders 
as the commissioners of the sink- 
ing -fjind, for instance, are respon- 
sible to the fund-holders; and, 
areas liable lobelegally punished 
for any misapplication or malver- 
sation as those commissioners 
would be. Observe, too, that the 
loan was offered to the pi^Uc 
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icith a knowledge, that these Com- 
misifioDers had been thus appoint- 
ed. In all probability', no loan 
Would ever have been raised j or, 
if r&ised, the bonds would not,, in 
all likelihood, have fetched nearly 
80 much ax they did, ifthese Com- 
miraianershad not been appointed, 
and it' Iheir appointment had not 
been made known to the people 
who lent iheir money. There- 
fore here was a heavy moral as 
well as legal responsibility : these 
three Commissioners now became 
the principal persons in the ma- 
nagement of the Greek caiise : 
the Greeks looked up to them as 
their chief protectors and aiders, 
and the bond-holders looked up 
to them as the guardiaiu of their 
property. 

Having thus taken a view of 
the powers and of the real cha- 
racter and relationship in which 
these Commissioners stood, it is 
time to state, that the Commis- 
■ioners were Messrs. Josepli 
Hume, Edward Ellice,and a Mr. 
Iioughnan, of the latter of whom 
1 never heard before, but who ap- 
pears to be a mercbant or broker 
in the city of London, associated 
in partnership with one O'Brien, 
of whom we shall see enough by- 
and - by. Every reader will 
«asily believe, that the popularity 
of Mr, Hume, that his fame for 
hostility to speculation, and all 
sorts of extravagance in govern- 
ment; that his wonderful care of 
the public pur&e, that bis great 
skill in financial affairs, and in all 
,the branches of political aritbi 
tic : every reader will easily con- 
ceive that these qualities in Mr 
Hume, together with most vehe- 
ment protessions, -on bis part, in 
favour of the Greek cause, would 
, have a natural tendency to induce 



people to lend their money to the 
Greeks. They did lend their mo- 
ney ; and the cause went on, I 
have observed that the loan was 
idein the beginning of 1824. I 
shall, at present, not meddle any 
more than I can avoid with the 
comparatively insignidcant Ed- 
ward- Ellice, nor wjlh the still 
more insignificant Jobn Bow- 
kino 1 neither shall I inquire 
what sort of part the third Com- 
missioner, Mr. J.o(jGBNAN, acted; 
but I shall confine myself in this 
present instance, to the case of 
Mr. .HuQie. It is for me and for 
the public to come at the truth, 
and to act upon it when we have 
at it. We have, seen how 
Hume became a Commis- 
sioner; we have seen that his 
com miss ton ership gave him a con- 
trol over the money arising from 
the loan ; we have seen that he 
a guardian of this money for 
the interest and security ol the 
bond-holders. We have seen that 
he was morally, and, I say, that 
be was legally responsible to the 
bond-holders for the just dis- 
cbarge of bis duly as Commis- 
sioner. Very well, then : now we 
are to see Mr. Hume in another 
capacity; namely, that of a 
BOIND -HOLDER. He 4>ur- 
cbased bonds to the amount of 
10,000/.; or, at least, tenthou- 
sand pounds in bonds. So that, 
observe, he became one of the 
lenders of the money, one ofihe 
owners of the bonds, and also one| 
of the Commissioners for guard- 
ing the interests of the boad-hold- 
ers. There might, perhaps, be no- 
thing improper in the union of 
lhe)^e two- characters ; aiid, if Mr. 
Hume acted fairly as a Com- 
missioner ; if be did not avail 
himself ot his power as Conunis- 
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Nonef to faronr Ua own pmate 
iftteresU asa bond-holder; ifbe 
dM not sacrifice fais public dutjr 
' t6 bis private inlerest, nobody 
cbvM, that I know of, find' fault 
of his acting as a CommiBsioner ; 
but (and marii this wel!) if he 
^ade use of his power as a Com- 
tttiisioner, in order 1o gain Monejf 
Jot himself, or to protect himtelf 
against loss, as a bond-holder, 
tiritkaut the other bond-holders 
having the same meant of gaining 
' or protecting themselves against 
loss, then he teas guilty of VO' 
tITICAL CORRUPTION. 

Now, then, let us see whether 
be did thus make use of his power 
ornot. This is the question for 
us to ascertain. We hare seen 
that the Greek bands were issued 
at 59; that is to say, that 59 

KDunds were given for 1001. bond, 
earing an interest o£5 per cenl. ; 
and that thus Mr. Hame would, if 
tbe interest ivere duly paid, have 
received eight pounds nine shil- 
^ngs and sixpence per cent, inte- 
rest, per annum. Tbe money 
ATTSing from the loan was, of 
'course, to be applied in various 
ways to assist' Uie Grsek cause, 
We Bhali, when we come, in ano- 
ther Register, (o notice the con- 
duct of Bowring, Ellice, Biifdett, 
Hobhouse, aiid the R,umpite Gal- 
loway; we shall then see a pretty 
dea! about tbe manner in which 
Ibis money has been distributed . 
but we rousl, at present, stick to 
Mh Hume. The money, then, 
brisfng from tbe loans, was, as 1 
bare just said, to be expended in 
ibrtberantlie of the Greek cause. 
H was of course' to be .. 

Greece, or to be laid out for the 
Ctreeks, ami it deemed verywJd, 
indeed, if atta deputies of the 
9nA 6rOT«rtniieat jcerenot- ' 



point oDt tb« roannn ia wbiftb if 
was to be empltfyed ; because if 
the Commissioners were to dor 
jnat what they pleased with tba 
money, the^ might keep it all to' 
themselves, and leave the Greehr 
and the bond-holders to console' 
one another as they could, Nowj 
it so happened, tliat'in July 1824 
(pray marif the dates !} tbe Greek 
deputies wished to send 50,000il 
of the loan to Greece. To this 
Mr. Hume; as Commissioner, 
and, as be naturally would' bej 
Chief Commissioner, objected. 
The Greek deputies were, as be 
says, greatly offended at this, and 
ihey made a complaint against 
him in a letter to Sir Francis 
Burdett, who was a sort of leader 
in the Greek, commit!^, Iroip 
which tbe Commissioners had 
been selected. The Greek depu- 
ties, Orlando and Luriottis, ad- 
dressed a letter to Sir Francii 
Burdett, " containing," says MK 
Hume, " a serious complaint ' 
" against my conduct as ^ Com^ 
" missioner; and withal insinD^^ 
" aling that it was influenced by 
" interested motives." 

And here I, too', bare to com- 
plain most bitterly of the condaet 
of Mr. Hume. We shall pre*- 
sently see that every fragmeilt ' 
which he possesses in tbe way Of 
justification is founded upon ihiii 
letter to Sir Francis Burdett; and 
this tetter he does not give us in 
bis defence. In Ibis defence, 
which I shall prewntly insert, be 
publishes ten letters ; but, stranse 
to say, be omits this letter of inb 
deputies to Sir Francis Burdett, 
on wfaicb rests wholly all pretends 
which he has of excuse' tbr tfia 
conduct! Tliis is very sutpicioiiB ' 
at thef qntset: His story is- tbt«: 
that the depntia mtrte-a fetttrto 
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nf Rcting from intentted mutives 
. aik a hood - bolder ; Itnd that 
THEB£P0RE he did, that -of 
whioh ne are now about 1q speak, 
Apdwbidi constitutei bis ofence. 
He WW provoked to do wh&t was, 
«•: we Mall, see, a wrong to the 
Cheeks and a'wroiig4o tbe bond- 
bcddws^ his^excuieis thatlie was. 
provoked to do this by a letter 
from the deputies to Burdetl: ihis 
i» his only excuse : tberel'we we 
should ba?e the letter to Burdett : 
but this, -tetter to Burdett we have 
nU. 

I shall now give a statement of 
tbe ease : a fair statement of what 
aetaally did lake place : a lair 
representatioa of the conduct of 
Jtfr. Hume as a Commissioner : I 
sballitheo inierl bis detance : and 
then 1 shall make sudi remarks 
as J tlunk 1 ought to make. upon 
tki>- ecoasion. Mr- Hume was 
liie owner of 10,OOQ;, in Greek 
bpndt. These bonds were issued 
in' the spring of 1823; be gav:e 
^/. for each bond ; the hands fell 
i»: vaUie; in July 18^ Ihey had 
' fallen so much that each bond 
would sell in the market for only 
about fiwty-three pounds ten shil- 
lings; or,intbe slang oflhe Stock 
Exchange, the bonds were now at 
_^letn and a hayditcount ; that i» 
Id say, they were worth Jifleen 
and a h^y leu than the fifty-tiine 
tit vkiek Mr. Sume bougitt them. 
lo Ibis state of things it was, that 
be rsfusedito let ibe' 50,00Q/. go 
toj Gree<«, and that tbe deputies 
«Mnfdain^ of bim to Burdett 
''-dad of aqowrel," JAt. Hune 
makes this complaint to* Sir. Fran* 
oift Burdett a.pFeteuceLfor-^elfin^' 
t4dofUtb«tadt' Hesaidihatfae 
Wttld ke«p the bonds no, longer, 
WtMfaftluid.^n aec)Ve4 o£ Mr 



cnABin^'theiatnreit'Of .tb« Greofah 
l« his. own iBterept as. a IkwIt' 
holder> V»-y gcmd, so far ; hiti,, 
now comes the greedioes*: hot 
wanted the Greek deputies to talwi 
his bonds, tor account- of thoi 
IGreek Government, AT PAR! 
He wanted the Greek depulieat 
lo take back his fallen bonds by- 
whicli hei had had the cbaoce <%' 
gaining greatly; but' which had- 
(alien instead of rising ; he wantfid' 
the Greek deputies to be guilty <^' 
roguery towards their own GoveiBri 
nieni, and to lake back bis boudi* 
which were now worth 48 poundetl 
lOshiUings R-piece in the market:' 
he wanted them lo take thead, 
bonds hack and place them to tbei 
account of the unfortunate Gredb ' 
Grovernment at. the rale of 69) 
pounds a-piece ! This, you will^ 
sse,js, accord i[^ to his own shown, 
ing, according to his own acknow-K 
ledeioent. 

The Greek deputies, Atessr^ 
Orlando and Luriottis, could not; 
but see the injustice of this; yet, 
he was the head Commissioner )t 
he had the controLover the mOrt 
ney ; he had the power of pre- 
venting a farthing of the money 
being mulfi use. of agreeably, la - 
their wishes or the wishes of theJD 
Government. Tfaeir situation yfm 
most embarrassing and distressing 
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imtead of 48 poantls 10 shillings, t 
which was ihe market price. "The 
deputies tbui took his slock for the 
account of the GVe^ Gorem- 
ment; Ibeir aj^tH sent him his 
nioney, which be had Daid when 
be bought iha s'ock, all but thir- 
teen humlred poiindH; and this 
sum be had now, in the month of 
July 1824, lott in hia capacity 
of Greek bond-holder, or*;ri/)- 
bolder, as it is sometimes cidled; 
If the matter bad slopped here, 
the offence of Mr. Hume would 
bave been, receiving two and a 
half more for bis stock, than he 
would have received if he bad not 
been a Commissioner ; and, he ii 
fiiither culpable in having endea- 
voured, tfiougb, thus far, in vain, 
to get the depatiea to give him 59 
pounds tor every one of bis bonds, 
instead of that 43 and a half 

' which they were worth in the 
maHiel; because, though be failed 
to accomplish this end, in the 
prevent inntance, we must lake the 
will lor the deed, as in (be ca»>e of 
a pickpocket, nho happens to be 
delected before he gets his hand 
nfely out wiUi the prize. 

Thus, Iben, Mr. Hume, tbe 
Greek Commissioner and sort of 
trustee for the English bond- 
holders, had lost 1,31)0 pounds ai 
a bolder uf Greek boncjs. But, 

' Mr. Hnme did not like to lose; 
and, therefore, he, according to 
his own confession, kept on work- 
ing the poor deputies : the Times 
Bewspaper says that be mobbed 
ibem. He calls it expressing a 
a *ery " decided opinion that he 
" bad «uffered Ibis loss most un- 
"justly"^ he says that he lold the 
^puties that, " iio dependence 
" was to be placed either on their 
" word or writing "; he says, 
<< free); acknowte^e. that I 



indignant and vexed at their 
whol^ conduct in this' affair.*' 
In short, it appears clearly'that- 
these poor deputies wne badger- 
ed, were baited, were worked ta 
such a degree, that they dearlj' 
saw 4bat unless, they gav« Mr. 
Humethethrrleen hundred pounds, - 
they might as well pack up iheir 
alls and get away out of this coun- 
try ; Ihey saw that he and Bow- 
ring andEliice were all of a midd; 
they saw that Hurdett leaned exact- 
[ytiiesaraeway; theysawlhattbev' 
were wliolly al their mercy ; ana 
therefore, ihey finally yielded (o ' 
his intreaiies. Before the montb 
of November, a change of pros- 
pects in Greece bad caused the 
Greek stock to fine in price, and 
so much, that the bonds were now. 
worth 59 pounds again, or rather 
more, instead of 4S pounds 1& 
shillings. . This enabled the nn-- 
forinnate deputies to soothe Ifafr 
great Commissioner, by offMingf 
him to make goodhii lot*. TbeV' 
went to bim and made him tbia 
offer; he accepted of the offer; 
and he obtained from them an or-' 
der on their agents, to make good, 
such loss, which order conclude* 
thus, " we authorise you to pay to- 
" Mr. Hume the loss which he 
" has suffered in that purchase of 
" scrip (Ihe 10,0000, and lophM» 
" it to the account of ow Oo~ 
" vemment." Mr. Home, not lik- 
ing, apparently, to have his naraa 
entered in the account-books as a 
person who had received money 
from t!ie Greek GovemmerU, to 
make up bis Josses as a ■peculator 
in Scrip ; not liking to stand thua 
in tbe books of Ihe Greek Gorem-' 
meni, he chooses to regard kim- 
itpck at never kavimp been lold tif 
the Oreek OovernmeKt or am 
Imdg the m A/y,aad wndtwora 
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to the Bgenit of the Greek depn- 
tie« and Gtovemment, wbo are, in 
Am csk, a\fo bis agents ; he sends 
word lo lhe*e a^renis lo transfer 
his stock to the Greek GoTern- 
inenl,alpar; that is lo say, at 59 
- pounds i>er bond, including an 
addition on account of interest 
from Juljr to December, on the 
1,800/^! The Gt^ek deputies 
must have been astonished at this 
invention. Thej may have been 
deep enough, but here they saw 
tbemselves perfect children. They 
■aw a raan, a Chief Commissioner 
of a Greek loan ; a guai-dian of 
Ibe English bondholders, taking 
from the Greek Government 
1,8^. being the principal and 
ioteretlof hia loss on Greek bonds; 
Ihey saw ibis man do~ this thing, 
by means of a trick so refined as 
to be capable of deceiving the 
Devil hims^t. He had mM his 
bonds to the Greek Government 
in th« month of August, 1824; he 
bad, as he himself states, not 
oaly sold his bonds to the Greek 
Government, in August, but he 
bad received the money for the 
bonds in that month of August. 
He says, that the agent " trans- 
*' milted to me the amount I had 
" paid on the bonds, deducting 
" l,a0Oi." So that he had sold 
Ibe bonds to the Greek Govern- 
ment, and the Greek Government 
bad paid him for the bonds. He 
bad gotten from the Greek Go* 
Temmenf more than he could have 
gotten from any body else by two 
and-a-half per cent> but, at any 
rate, he hxd sold the bonds : they 
were gone from him : ihey were 
no longer bis : he had takrju the 
money tor them : and yet, i/i the 
16lh of December, four months 
•Tier be bad done this, he writes 
an order lo ibeai^lrta, to trau/er 
Atf 10,000/. wnjifo thtaecomt 



of the Ortek Omemmmt.'Bo 
does not take the 1,S54/. and 
quietly put the sum in bis pocket; 
no ! because he knows that to hare 
it entered in the accounts of the 
deputies with thetr Government ; 
(o bave in those accounts an entrj 
like this:— 

.By cash paid to Joseph Hnme, - 
Esq., Grand Commissioner of 
Greek loans, and protector of 
EiigUsh bond-holders, to make 
u p tor a loss trhich he sustained 
four months ago as a speculator 

in Greek bonds, 1,354;. 

Because, as 1 was saying, he 
knows that to have an entry like 
this standing in the accounts of 
the Deputies with Iheir Goyem- 
menl, would look so very nasty; 
and, as these accounts inight| one 
day or other, find their waj into 
print, he knew well what violent 
suspicions, if not what certain 
political damnation would be the 
inevitable consequence of sqefi . 
publication. This trick ; UiJa 
conveyance, or transfer of a thii^ 
which he had actually transterreS 
(0 the same parlies before ; (hit 
does not add to the injury done to' 
the Greeks and to the bond-hold- 
ers ; it does not add to the sbanie- 
i'ul greediness of the transaction ; 
it does not add to the odiousneaa 
of making use of a species of po- 
litical power for the purpose of 
promoting private gain, or, at the 
very least, to prevent private loss ; 
but it does this : it lakes from the 
perpetrator the only possible ex- ' 
cuse ; namely, that of having 
acted without due reflection ; that 
of having done the deed withont' 
perceiving that it was wrong;' 
that of having erred, not from' 
greediness but from a want of 
clearly understanding the natnre 
of the act This trick of a new 
Iransier ; ibia'trick of letUi^ lo 
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Ibe £ireeb Qofam«Mt4faiA nUcli 
kK bod sold ibem before Mid bad 
neeived tbc noney Kn, does not 
iwke the robberj' committeil upon 
t]ie Greek Governiaent aod upon 
. tb^bond-faolders of greater amount 
IfaaH itnould. bava been, if be 
hadj agreeably to tbe order of 
Ihft d^utiei, received a sum of 
nooey' to make up for big los* : 
but tlua trick of a new transfer of 
ibe boods, proves ibac be was 
conscious that it ui»» a robbery ; 
beoaiwe Ibis trick could answer 
!!•■ purpose whatsoever but. that 
ti diii/uinnff tbe. real- nature of 
tie tnunactioiv 

Xbis is tbe true statement of 
tbe-case. Professions of sorrow 
for tbe fall of Mr, Hume would 
he of no use ; and | shall not 
n»ke tbem. It signifies not' a 
bribing wbatJie baa been or vvbat 
be bas^one-; bere.is a transac- 
tion wbicb.gees to tbequiclc of 
cjiaraciu', in. a public point of 
wif ; and, therdare, all trifling 
Qcuisidefftlions, all set-offs are 
nbollyout of tbe question. But, 
^lere are some of the public pa- 
ws who have made remarks upon 
Mr. Hume's conduct ; who have 
GDudemned him very severely, 
and, in my opinior), very justly ; 
btit' who bare acted uniairjy to- 
wards bim, in not publishing at 
the same timet tiis defence of 
faintsfllf. I shail not act ibis pari. 
1 sball insert ibe whole of his do-, 
ifencai.and I insert it here, that 
■Dy' remarks may^ be toed, as to 
Ifaeir (ruib and their reasonable-: 
IKSB by tbe delence itself. I, beg 
tlii^readerlogolbroughitall with 
y«al.ttlteQtion ;, and when be' has. 
W'dane,. I shall bavie to beg bit- 
vtlentiiw Is a. few additional re-.

We shall here- 
after see what Burdett and EUice 
and Hohhouse and Ricardo have 
done with regard to steam-boats .

injury done to .the bond -holders ! , 
The value of the bonds depended 
opoQ the success of tbe Greek 
cause; and, how was that cause 
to succeed, while he, who had the 
coniml over the money, would , 
not sign a paper until his bondi .

It6era/( and philhelenei " of Eng- 
land. Mj readers will, J' dare 
say, faavfr read alllhe "philke- 
Uae " docamenti, contained in the 
last Register ; and, if they have, 
1 need add very liltle, as tar, at 
least, as relates to Ma. Home, 
vrho has been the principal actor 
in tbis drama of patriotism. Per- 



haps, not another word, relating 
to him, would be necessary ; but, 
bis pai^sana, and particularly 
"THE TOM TIT" (who, by 
the by, is a great pbilhelene too),' 
has been chee-mee-cheeing against 
me, on account of what I, last 
week, published on this subject.

effected in Ertgland for the usecf 
Greeceithuthishintsoon brougbf 
to Ei^Iand two PEPUT1E8 
from the GREEK GOVEU^. 
MBNT, as the persons in pmrer 
^bera were now called ; Uiat tbsy 
contracted for a loan, which wa*, 
in the early part of 1824, mad^ 
by the means of HUNDKGp 
POUND BONDS, each of which 
bote an interest of ^ve per cent.; 
that, however, as one of the in^ 
diicements for persoijs to lend ihejr 
money iipon these bonds,THREK 
COMMISSIONERS were, bj^ 
the Greek committee, selected,, to 
watch over the expenditure of the 
proceeds of the loan, to see that 
the Greek deputies did not apiply 
any part of it to improper pvf 
poles, and, thus, to provide, as far 
as possible, for the security of the 
English people, who had lent thi^ 
money on Ibis loan, and who held 
the bonds ; that, in order to me 
the people confi^enoe in this, loan, 
Mr. HUME was selected as head 
or chief Commissioner, the othw

Mr. LouoHN&x, a merchant, and 
that Mr. Hume,' in order to con- 
TJnce the public that tbej might,

urthat he was non' a bond-holder, 
and also a ComroiBsioner for 
watching over the expenditure of

GoverKf 
ment, and got the ifumeyfor

■ not bear the light ; and that 
now came a full explaiialion 
of the moliTe lor that strange 
proceeding, the taking of the 
bonds from Mr. Kinnaird, 
and placing them with Mr. 
O'Brien, for sale. 
12. That Mr. Hume alleges, that 
the Greek Govemment loal 
nothing by tbis ttansaction; 
because, when he got the 591. 
for each of his bonds, the 
ionds had really come back 
to that price in the market ; 
but, to this it is answered, 
FIRST, that, no thanks to 
bim, if he did not get the 
' 59i. for each bond, in July, 
when he sold bis bonds, 
and when they were worth 
only 43^ each, for that be de- 
mandedlhe 5M. at that lime. 



and' says that he expressed 
bis indignation against the 
deputies for not giving it - 
him: SECOND, thai the 
Greek Government had, for 
four months, borne the risk 
of loss npop these bonds, and 
was not, therefore, to have 
its accidental gain tkken from 
it by Mr. Hume, who had, 
during the four months, got 
rid of all risk of lost :. and, 
THIRD, that these bonds 
might. fall again, and did tail 
again immediately al^ this 
transaction ; that, besidesall 
this, it is perfectly monstrous 
to contend, that, if a tiiief 
take from me only that which 
I btLvejust won, I experience 
no lots, and be does me no 
wrong. 
13. That, thus, I have made good 
my charge, namely, that Mr. 
Hume, who was, as a Com- 
missioner, solemnly bound t» 
see that the Greek deputie» 
did not misapply any part of 
tfaeloan, made use ofbis power 
as a Commissioner to induce 
those deputies to give un- 
justly, part of thai very loan 
ta himself, for bis own private 
use. 
Here I should stop; but it is 
not my fashion to do things by 
balres. This allbir, as far as it re- 
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latea to Ibe money taken into Mr. 
' Hume's own pocket, is/ indeed, 
qnile complete. Tbererqmaimnot 
a fragTnent[Dr excuse for him to 
rest npon. But, a man in^ pnbli 
trust may be guilty of gross 
" breach of trust by putting money 
with which he" is intruiited into the 
pockett ofothert as well as into his 
own pocket. Indeed, the far greater 
partofihe misapplications of pub- 
lic money, and the most shameful 
breaches of. trust, lake place in 
" this way. Men who have a con- 
trol over public funds enable their 
cronies, their dependants, their 
secret-keepers and the like, to lake 
such funds unjustly. This, the 
' worst of all the practices of 
intrusted witii public money, we 
shall find that we have to add to 
the above-stated deeds of Afi 
Hume. I shall proceed here in 
giving ray statement in the Ibrra 
of propositions, numbered a^ 
above, that appearing to me to be 
the plainest, as well as the short- 
est way of doing tiie thing. I al- 
le^, then, f^ainst Mr. Hume, 
that be abused his power of Com- 
missioner, to c^nse to be taken 
from tiie Greek Government, or 
more properly, perhaps, from the 
' poor deludedEngliah bondholders, 
' money out of the Greek loan to 
put into the pocket of one John 
Bowciag, who was honorary se- 



cretary to the' Greek commiitee, 
and who appears to have had a 
close connexion with Hume and 
EUice through the whole of'lhese 
transactions; and, in support oS 
Ibis allegation, I stale as follows : 
14. That John Bowring was hono- 
rary secretary to Mr, Hume 
and the other of (he Gre^ 
committee- men ; that this 
John Bowring, when the loan 
was made, became one of 
the purchasers of the'bonds, 
or, in other words, one of the 
lenders of the money to the 

• Greek Government ; that this 
John Bowring took, or pur- 
chased, twenty-five thousand 

• pounds' worth of bonds, at 
the price before mentioned, 
thiit is (o~ say, fifty -nine 
pounds for ' each hundred 
pound bond ; that, wten the 
bonds had fallen in value, ' 
as above-mentioned, J. Bow- 
ring, who had paid only a 
part of his instalments upon 
the bonds which he bad ta- 
ken, applied to the deputies, ' 
on some day provious (o the ' 
15th of September, 1824, to \ 
lend him five thousand pounds ' 
out of the money which they • 
bad in their hands belonging | 
to the Greek Governraeht, i 
oS'ering to them to pledge his 

. .25,000], bonds as security for 
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tliis loan i that this was a loan 
of moaey which be wanted 
for hia own private purpoBes ; 
thatlhe depBtiei, on the 15th 
Se^mber, 1824, authorized 
byietter, ihw ageDta.Messnl 
O'Brien oM Co., to malie 
the ban .to this John Bow- 
rii^, oo condition of taking 
bis bonds in pawn and of their 
having a right to sell the 
-bonds, if the money 
repaid in two monlhi : that 
thk letter of the deputies was 
sanctioaed by the two chief 
of the coaimiasioaers, Hume 
and Etliee, who thus autho- 
rized the deputies to take the 
money out of the Greek 
funds and to apply tbe &fiOOl. 
purely to aocnmmodate their 
secretary Bowring, though 
their busiDess was to see that 
the deputies did not misapply 
the proceeds of tbe hiaa ; that 
the deputies, after having 
given this order lo their 
-^;eats, 03rien and Co., 
i^r having thus yielded to 
the advice of Hume and El- 
lice, withdrew the said order, 
in part, by writing to O'Brien 
and Co. a sort of- postscript 
to their order, in which they 
tell these their agents, that 
they meaa'tha &,00ftf. to be 
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the deduction of lo tench as

15, That the poor d^mties, thus 
reproached, and thaa^ me- 
naced, hy a maa who had it 
JD his power complete)]' to 
Fuin them and ibeir cause, 
and who was joined ia this . 
case by the other (wo com- 
mit ioners, El lice and Lough- 
nan ; that the poor deputies, 
tfaua menaced end terrified, 
proposed to Bo wring (ontte 
'TBry day after the date of 
Hume's letter) to gire them, 
in writing, a candid state- 
ment of his distresses, in 
order thai, before they lent 
faim the money, Aey might 
po«Beas a document to prore 
the distressed stale of this 
good friend, to whom they 
were about to lend the mo- 
ney, contrary to theft duty 
to the Greek Goremment 
and to the faond-holden ; that 
Bo^Tiing refu sed tomake such 
■lat^nent in writing; that the 
poor deputieB were Uins com- 
piled to advance him the 
money on his bonds, witbdut 
posaessiiig any security what^ 
soever, beyond wbal those' 
bosda might, at uy time, be 
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worth; Ihftt, finally, Ihe de- 
pulies held the 25,000/. bonds, 
and that these bonds become, 
according to Bowring's own 
confession, a sale to the 
Greek Government, at 10 per 
cent, instead of 16 per cent, 
below par ; thus, then, in the 
month of September, the 
Greek Government, or the 
bond-holders,* had been 
wronged, for Ihe benefit of 
Bowring, and , by consent of 
Hume and Ellice, of Gper 
cent, en Ike bondi. 
That in the month of Novem- 
ber, when the bondihad rUeti 
again, Boirring AG.llN 
CLAIMED THESE 
BONDS 'as his own, 
though, in his letter, dated 
oa the 21st of September, he 
\ bad reci^nised the sale of 
them to the Greek Govern- 
ment ; b^t that the bonds, 
having now again lisen in 
value, he, hke Mr. Hume, 
again claimed them as hi« 
own, again sold them' to the 
Greek (lovemmenl at the ad- 
Tanced price; that he thus 
setiled the matter wiUi these 
unfortunate depntiei 
that, as Bowring slates, Hume 
and Ellice approved of all 
these things done in favour 
of Bowring, at the expense 
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of the Greek Government, 
or rather at the expense of 
tfae^nfortunaleEngtishbond- ^ 
. holders. 

It is impossible for even the 
most brazen of mankind to find 
any apology for these deeds; 
they are detailed in documents 
published by the perpetrators 
themselves ; every man of cou^ 
mon sense must see to the 
bottom of them in a minute, 
every man of common 
honesty must look upon the 
perpetrators as amongst the 
basest of mankind : but, in order 
to leave no possible doubt in 
Uie mind of any man; in order 
enlighten the darkest of igno- 
rance; in order to silence the 
most mercenary, servile, needy . 
and profligate defenders ; in 
order to put an end for ever 
to the chee-wee-chee of the Tora- 
Tit ; in order to do what Nature 
herself seems to say ^e cannot 
do, raise a blush on the harden-, 
ed cheek, -the ten^bnll hides 
of a Scotchman ; in order to 
do all jhese, ■ and to do them 
completely, let us see bow an 
act of malversation of somewhat 
the same nature, but infinitt^j 
inferior in point of baseness; 
let us see bow the public, how 
the press, bow even Ihe Par- 
liament, dealt with this deed, 
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when the perpetrators were 
Henry Dundas and William 
put I In the year 1805, Pitt 
was detected in having lent, 
or caused Dundaa to lend, 
40,000/. of the public money, 
to Bovn and Benfield, to 
enable them to mske good an 
instalment on a loan, which 
that same Boyd ani] Benfield 
had made to the English public. 
This is a case that fells greatly 
iriiort of being a case in point; 
but Hume's case, .respecting the 
loan Id Bowring, ehibraces all 
this, and carries turpitude a great 
deal furtb^er. Pitt alleged, and 
his partisans maintained, FIRST, 
That it was a time or great pub- 
lic dIfBcuIty and danger, at 
irfiicb this accommodation was 
^ren out of the public money 
to Boyd and Benfield; SE- 
COND, that, if such accommo- 
dation had not been given, a 
monstrous d^ree of discredit 
to the public funds would have 
. been given ; and that great 
national danger was to be Ihere^ 
fere apprehended ; THIRD, that 
this accommodation was given 
to Boyd and Benfield, at a time 
of great panic ; that is to say, 
only about four months before 
the Bank stoppage actually 
look place; FOURTH, (hat 
Pitt tookUNQTJESTIONABLE' 
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SECURITJES for the repay- 
ment 'of the money; FIFTH, 
that (he public could have lost 
nothing, even if Boyd and Ben- 
field bad become bankrupt, and 
it' the scrip bad become worth 
nothing at all; SIXTH, that 
Pitt and his partner conld hare 
no private motive for lending 
the money to these loan-mongers, 
and that; finally, the ^securities 
proved to be good, that all the 
40,000/. was paid back (o the 
goTemment, and that the money 
would have yielded nothing to 
the public, if it had not been 
thus lent to Bo^d and Benfield. 

In «pite, however, of all these 
palliating assertions and reason- 
ings, nothing ever did so much 
injury to the dharacter of Pitt, 
this transaction ; and be, 
THOUGH SCREENED BY 
A BILL OF INDEMNITY, 
never held 'his bead up from 
that day to the end of his life, 
which was in a little more than six 
months aiterwards. I observed, 
(Register, roI,7, page 931,) when 
(his bill was brought in, that it 
was a saying of Lord Northing- 
4on, that a man had better be 
damned than indemnified ; that 
in this way this great, hectoring 
brawler would now be damned 
for ever ; and that he might go, 
slink out of sight, and die as soon 
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as be pleased, for that, if be still 
iept slniUing upon the stage, he. 
woold be a poor despNed devil, 
tlmt nobody -would care a straw 
dmot; that, say bis partisans 
what they would, the public 
would always recollect, and, as 
long as I was alive and able to 
wield a pen always should re- 
collect, that he had lent public 
meney to loan -mongers, in order 
to enable loan-mongers to pay 
in to (he. public the money so lent. 
Bpl, Joseph Hume has taught us, 
that he can go a great deal fiir-' 
tber than the heaven-bom minis- 
ter himself- Pitt was prime mi- 
nister; Dundas was a treaeurvr 
mtdsr him, but, Dnndas was not 
fwced by Pitt to lend the money 
to Boyd and Benfield ; he was 
not bullied and menaced as the 
piwr Greek deputies were, to de- 
part from his duty and his oalh. 
Pitt alleged great public difii- 
onl^, great public danger ; unless 
the accommodation were|pnnfed, 
almost national ruin, he aliped 
as the consequence of refusing 
that accothmodation. 'Wei« th^re 
any dangers like these to be 
ttpprehended in the present case t 
Must total ruin to IheGreek nation 
and cause bave fallowed, if this 
^000^. was not letil to the specu- 
hlm, Bowring ? Besides, Pitt 
tocdi ample securities for the re- 



Ipaytnent of Ifae Dioaey; he took 
the securities of men of great 
weadih.' Hume ms^es Ihese.poor 
deputies (end tbe money without 
any security at all, beyond that 
of the bonds Ihonselves, which, as 
we now see, might have fallen 
down to be worth nest (o noUung. 
Pitt lent tbe money to prop up 
the English funds ; to enable Boyd 
and Benfield Jo pay their instal- 
ment on the loan that Ihey had 
made lo the Government; and the 
poor bullied deputies wished to 
apply this money which Ihey lent 
to Bowring, towards paying up 
bis instalment ; but he wanted the 
money for other purposes ; and the 
poor deputies were, in the manner 
that we bave seen, bullied, wor- 
ried, menaced and terrified by 
Hume, until they thus hazarded 
the^ouey of tbe Greek Govern- 
ment and of the English bond- 
holders, to prevent the misappll- 
cation of which money Hume had 
been appointed a Commissioner. 
In the case of Pitt, the mon&y was 
all punctually paid back again : 
in tbe case of Hume and Bow- 
ring, it never was paid back agdn 
at all j for, tbe bonds of Bowring 
became, in consequence of his not 
red^ming Ihem in time, THE 
PROPERTY OP THE

rinf to the Greek GiovemnKnl ; 
Iwt, h&v^g been held for three 
mnths in their depreciated slate, 
at the risk of the Greek Govern- 
ment; the Greek Govemnieiil 
having, ii)r Uiree moDths,^ been 
exposed to the total loss of the 
■none; tent upon them ; and, the 
bcnids haring Boddentally risen 
in price at the end of (hat time, 
Bowring, diiringjlhe few i}aya that 
the bonds ranained at this high 
price, claimod diem again as his, 
and made the Greek Government 
surrender them up to him, that'he 
might go and sdl them at par, 
though the Greek Govemment had 
been compelled to take tb«D from 
him at only 10 pet cent discount, 
when they were acluaUy at 16 
per cent, discount in the mariiet ! 
And all this was aanclioneii bjr 
Hume and ElUce, and parlicu- 
laily by Hume, who really effect- 
ed it, who really caused this 
shuneful deed, or, ralhee, series 
of deeds, by his threatening, his 
imblent, his lynuinical letter to 
the poor depnlies, dated on the 
Hth of September ; Gar, we see 
clearly bow the thing proceeded 
Bowring applies to the deputies 
.fiir thiB accommodation b^re flie 
IStb of September. The de- 
puties do not yield to his re- 
ipaaL On Uiel7ih of September 
swaj be rnae to Hume, Hume 
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mites the tyrannical^ letter on the 
18tb of Seplenbor. On the ISIb, 
ibe menaced deputies ask Bowring 
for a statement of bis diunetsns, 
that they mayjustU'y their coo-' 
duct to their Grovernment ; but, 
Bowring refuses such statement; 
and, on the 20th of September, 
the poor deputies comply. Let It 
be observed, too, that, at this 
time, Hume was badgering the 
deputies, or m^Hng them, as old 
Anna Brodie so apdy calls it, in 
order to compel them to g^ve hiia 
1,800/. of the Greek money. It 
is clear that he and Ellice and 
Bowring were all pulling togetiier. 
One good turn deserved another ; 
and if Bowring would keep Jo- 
lef^'s counsel, Joseph t^ould as- 
sist Bowring. 

Now, let any candid man com- 
pare dtis Iiansaclion with Pitt's 
transaction with Boyd and Ben- 
field. It is impossible for any 
such man not to agree that Pitt's 
transaction was innocence itself^ 
compared to that of Joseph 
Home ; yet that transaction re- 
quired a BILL OF INDEHXI- 
TY. As Joseph Hume is very 
fond of documents, and wouldfoin 
make ns b^ve that he is Ibr a 
moat scrapulous adherence to the 
law, it may not be amiss to furnish 
him with a copy of this bill of in- 
demnity, which was passed on the 
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ad of July, 1805, it being chapter 
78 of the- 55th year of hts late 
gracioiu Majeity, King George 
■ the llnrd, aod it being in title and 
ID word* as follows :

" eoneemed in advancing Forty 
" Thousand Pounds to Mes- 
" tieuTi Boyd, Benfield, and 
" Company, in One TAoiua*d 
" Seem Hundred and Mnety-

" Whereas Ae Sum of For-

" Henry, Lord Viscount Jlfel- 
" viOe, then the Right Ho- 
" nourable Henry Dtmdas, 
*' Treasurer of the Navy, to 
" certain Merchants in the 
*' City of London, then car- 
" rying on Trade under the 
" rirm of Boyd, Betifield, 
" and Company, out of Mo- 
" ney which has been issued 
" from the Exchequer, and 
" placed at die Bank of Eng- 
" land to (be Credit of the 
" Treasurer of the Navy, for 
" Navy Services : and where- 
" as the same was advanced

" vanciag oftbestud Sumof 
■ " Money to Messieurs Boyd,

" And whereas the Measure 
" of advancing Forty Thou- 
" sand Pounds to Messienra 
" Boyd, Benjield, and Com- 
" pany, was adopted for the 
" purpose of averting conse- 
" quences which might have 
" proved highly injurious ti> 
" the financial and commer- 
" cial interests of Uiis king- 
" dom ; and, althongh not 
" confonnaH'e to law, ap- 
" peared at the lime to be 
« called for by the peculiar 
" exigence of public affairs : 
"and whereas, it is.tbere- 
" fore expedient, that all .. 
" persons concerned in ad* 
" vancing or advising, or 
" consenting to the advancing 
*' the said sum of money, or 
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" acting Dnder any dtreciion 
" relating thereto, should be 
" iademnified : be ll there-' 
" fore enacted by the King's 
" most excellent Majesly, by 
*' and with the advice and 
" conaent of the Lords spiri- 
" tnal and temporal, and 
" CommoDa, in this present 
" Parliament assembled, and 
*' the authority of 4he same, 
•< that the said Right Ho-< 
" nourable Henry Lord Vis- 
" count Melville, and the 
*' Right Honourable Wil' 
*' Ham Pitt, and all other 
"persons concerned 
" vancing or advising* or 
" consenlinglothefldvanciug 
" the said wim of Forty Thou- 
" sand Founds, or acting un-

" hereby indemnified tor and 
" on account of the same, as 
" fully and effectually, to all 
' " intents and purposes whal-

This Bill was snbject of mirth, 
of mockery, of scorn, and cen- 
lempt on the parties. People 
laughed at the idea of Pitt, the 
■pure, heaven-born' Pitt, being at 
lOBt detected in a thing tike this, 



and getting an indemnity from his 
well-known majority. It was a 
detection, observe; for it camo 
out ten years after the perpetra- 
tion ; but, it was not more a de- 
tection than this affair of Joseph 
Hume, Edward EUice, and John 
Bowring is. Pitt took special 
care not 1o let the public know 
any thing about the matter ; and he 
told none of his colleagues of it, 
with the exT^ption of his associate, 
Dundas,and his secretary, Charles 
Long. Carious coincidence: there 
we have Dundas and Charles 
Long; and here we have Ellice 
and J^ohn Bowrihg. But, again 
and again let it be observed, that 
Filt did not do the deed in order 
to put money iu to the pocket of 
his secret-keeper, Long ; and that 
Long did not act the part that lie 
acted, from a consciousness (hat 
he, being privy to the greedy 
operations of Pitt, made Piitget 
out of the government a parcel of 
money to pat into his pocket 
There appears, in short, in thd- 
case of Pitt and Dundas and 
Long, to have been nothing ink^ 
mediately tending to their own- 
proBt ; while, is the conduct oT 
Hume, Ellice anJ Bowring, we 
see nothing but spoliation cum-

So it has been in this case : a 
committee of bond-holders set on 
fi)ot an inquiry into, the Caujse of 
lh« ruin that was falling upon 
them- Out came the facts relat- 
ing; to Hume, EUice, Bowring and 
Others. Pitt got a bill of.indem' 
nity ; but he might have hee/i 
grosecuted: these philhelenes can- 
not have a bill of iademnity ; but 
tfthey cannot be prosecuted, there 
is really no law in England 3 and, 
{f they escape prosecution, Iiow 
inuch'wiir they owe to the lenity 
of those Ministers to whom one-of 
fhein has been, for years, a most 
troublesome,amosl''afihoying, and 
not ^ways a most candid assail- 
ant, and' that, too, without evef 
faavfi^ bad, in all human proba- 
bility, the real public benefit iii 
View ! H6w much will he, in par- 
ticnlar.owe totbat lenity t They 
oeed not do the thing tHeraselves : 
ftey need not put their finger into 
ihe dirty Greek pie, even f6r the 
laudable purpose of lefuing ofT the 



crust and pf exiMsing-tbe odiit 
tents to the world- They have 
only, like Henry the Second la 
tbecaseof Tbomas kBeckel, (o 
exclaim, " Have we no friend (o 
:" rid us of Ibia meddling Gredl 
" paslryrcook V and his busioew 
is done in a twiujiljng- My' 
old opponent at Coventry and the 
man of many letters make up the 
trio : and though Mr, Bowrins; is; 
J believe, of a sect that does not 
believe 'in the Trinity, hewoiritf 
.soon find the effect, the practicd* 
eff&fit; of the union ai three par-' 
sons in a transaction like that of 
which we have been ' speaking^. 
Again I say, that if these partie* 
ride off thus, get thusont of'tbi» 
scrape, are quit, as the French 
call it, with merely being loaded* - 
Ith everlasting public distnisfj 
scorn and contempt, ibey will owe 
it to tb6 extreme fbUy and want 
of public spirit inlhe bond-bold^ 
ers, and to the inexpressible good 
nature of Ibe pretty gantlemen af 
Wbitefaall; a species and a degree 
of good nature which, *o help me 
God, they should not expenses 
frtim m«, if I wa« in ibe placeof 
Ibose pretty g;enllemen ; for, tiioiq^ 
f despise the wretched creatanea 
who have be<en specnlating- in 
these Greek bonds ; tinngh IlwVe 
an indescribable degree of con* 
tempt for all those who engage in 
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dealings of -this BOrt; still, it 
would be mj duty not to suffer 
ibem to be plundered in this man- 
ner, if I could, by any just, legal 
and constilutional means, cause a 
restoratian of their property or a 
juDishment of (heir plunderers. 
^ to tb? Greeb depaties, they 
- b^ve acted under compalsion ; 
tiey haje, in fact, had the money 
of the bond-bolders extorted from 
Ibem ; tbey may be indemnified 
by their Govemment, and justly 
indemnified ; but, it is utterly im- 
possible to say one word in de- 
fence of Ibem without In the same 
'degree condemning Hume and 
Ellice, and particularly the for- 
mer. On the Guppoiition that a 
bill of indemnity were to be 
passed by theCrreek Governmect, 
i« farour tif Messrs. Orlando and 
Loriottii, as touching the money 
adTanced to Bowring, for instance, 
it would, after the preamble, and 
after stating the facts relative to 
the existence of the loan-funds,' 
and relative to Uie functiims and 
powers of (he deputies; after 
ti]ese,Buch bill of indemnity would, 
it seems to me, run somewhat in 
these words : " And whereas the 
*' measure of advancing five thou- 
" sand pounds to John Bowring, 
" was adopted by the said unfortu- 
^' nale deputies for the purpose of 
*' STerting the destruction of the 



" Greek ' cause, by the wralfa of 
" the t^det commissioner, Josepb

" appeasit^ the eternal clamour 
" of the said Joseph, aboot Ifiir^

" lulely frightened and terrified,' 
" and had the money tatorlecl 
" from them, by the menaces, th» 
" tyrannical dictation and the fear 
" (J immediate abandonment of 
" their cause on the part of tha 
" said high commissioner, Joseph 
"Hume; and whereas the said. 
" Joseph Hume bad it in biV 
" power totally to destroy all 
" hopes of success to the Greeks, 
" unless the unfortunate deputies 
" yielded to his imperious com- 
" mands ; and whereas it is ex' 
." pedient and just, that these un- 
" fortunate deputies, more to ba 
V pitied than blamed, should be 
" indemnified for advancing the 
t'said sura of fiv^ thousand'' 
" pounds : be it therefore enact- 
" ed," &c. 

Now, I appeal to every fair 
dealing man into whose hands this 
shall come, whether this be not aa 
act, a bill, such as a just and 
merciful Government would, in 
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Hui' case, p^B ; and, if this n the 
Mrt of bill that the Greek Go- 
Temment would jmdy pus, who, 
upon the eanb beneath, or in the 
vralera under the eanh, or in any 
ober place that i< under the earth, 
JB to God any tbin^ endued with 
poirer sufficient to gire a pardon 
40 Joseph Hume, until, at any 
rate, be baa been legally and re- 
gularly brought before him or 
-tbbae wbo are iaveBted with the 
legal functions of pardon. This 
ttanaaction, or, rather, this series 
<^' transacUons, is die most dis- 
Uraceful that has ever yet been 
put apou record. From Gorem- 
ment-meD, in< general; IrOm Mi- 
nisters; from people in office; 
-from generals and admirals ; nay, 
irom parsons : trom these, you 
expect nothing very particular in 
the way of purity and disinterest- 
edness. They niUnrally tall into 
die lax notions which are prera- 
l«it in a state of society like tbi», 
and say, "if I do not do the job 
oMtherwilL" .Bnt, here we bav^ 
a band of patrialt ; here we haTe 
a set of men tailing themselreB 
die ditmterested par excellence 
.■ here we have a set of men who 
are so full of zeal in the cause of 
ireedom, and whose hearts have 
such expansive teeling, that they 
actually reprdach us Harrow- 
minded mortab, vho seed not to 



be able to extend our love of free* 
donl aiid public happiness beyond 
the limits of our own liUle gouq- ' 
try; hereis aset ofmea,intbott, 
who come bustUng through s 
crowd'Of us, sweeping ua away 
with each hand as vulgar animala, 
not seeming la think as worthy of 
the name of man, because we 
cannot leel, cannot pour ont our 
whole souls in ihe cause of Greece^ 
to the neglect not only of our 
own country, but even of our fa- 
milies : here we have a set of pa- 
triots of this description ; and here 
we catch' these patriots, first in- 
viting the Greeks to make a loan 
in England; next taking care to 
ensure for themselves a commit 
sion on the loan; next, puffing 
the loaa off, deceiving, deluding 
the English people to lend their 
mdney; then getting the control 
of that money; and then causing 
that money to be applied in the 
way that we have seen during the 
course of our examination into 
this transaction, which I have no 
scruple to say is, taken alto- 
gether, the very blackest .that ever 
was brought to light within my 
recollection; and, but that it is 
confined to comparatively low and 
insignlficajit men, it refi^cls. 
greater dishonour upon the ooon-- 
try ; it IB a greater stain upon its 
niaral, commercial, and poliljcal

That in proceeding to' su{^;est 
those means, (which they do with 
the greatest respect and defer- 
ence,) your humble Petitioners 
cannot disguise from themselves, 
and ihey will not endeavour to 
disguise fron your Honourable 
Hou$e, thai this now unhappy 
country owes all its calamities to 
an -uver-laxaliDn and a fictitious 
currency. That it is also their 
fixed opinion that-these calamities 
cannot be removed by the hand of 
Time, but by the most vigorous 
measures of legislation. 

That your Petitioner* are well 
aware of, and faave fully before 
their eyes, the many acts of op- 
pression ' and injustice to which 
they have been exposed: sudi 
as the baneful and iaiguilous sys- 
tem of Com Laws. Your Peti- 
tioners view vritb deep r^ret 
that il is chiefly for the purpose 
of supporting in splendour and 
affluence certain over-powerfiil 
families, that hdve appropriated 
to themselves alt Ihe sources of 
wealth, that the present excessive 
revenue is raised ; that all the 
taxes are collected for the ag- 
grandisen^nt of the Church, and 
the maintenance of the Crown 
Lands, Ihe Array, the , Courts of 
Law, and the like ; whilst those 
men who contribute to the, benefit 
of the nation by means of their 
useful labour are totally neg- 
lected. 

That Ihe sufferings of Ihe la- 
bouring classes bave aheody be- 
come so af^ravated that human 
nature eon no longer endure Ihera :

in consequence of cold and hua- 
• gar. That thousands of people, 
and probably hundreds of thou- 
sands, are frequently asking each 
other, and coolly, discussing the 
point, whether it is better to die 
on the scaffold Hhan (o die of 
Inineer 1 That when men can 
deliberately reason in this man- 
ner, the law exercises ils autho- 
rity in vain ; and that however 
uprightly and lionesdy disposed 
(o aU men's properly, as well as 
towards the public good, none can 
answer for men goaded to mad- 
neaa by hunger and th^e compli- 
cated distresses to which the 
greater portion of your Peti- 
tioners ore subjected. 

Your Feiiiianers humbly trust 
that this simple and unvarnished 
tale of woe will not be suffered 
to pass away before your eyes 
like 8 summer cloud, but induce 
yoK to take sucb summary mea* 
sure* as shall in your wisdom 
seem most adequate to the pitr- 
pose of remqving this accuniu- 
uuted and bonid mass' of actual 
miiery. Your Petitioners are 
starving }' they are sinking into 
tbe eartb for mol of (be neses- 



sariei' of life. Your Petitioners 
are men Ulie the Members of 
your Honourable House; have 
(be same feelings, and wants, ' 
and worship the same Creator ; 
wberefgre, then, ought tbey to 
be oppressed in their nalive uuid, 
and their earnest prayers neg- 
lected,' as they have but too otten 
been ? Your Petitioners have no 
feelings of malice towards men 
in power, not views nor motive* 
of any kind, beside tbe enjoyment 
of tbe fruits of the earth, and 4 
protection against still further - 
injury, insult, and degradation. 
But still this your Petitioners do 
not hope for from a Parliament 
constituted like the present : there* 
tore, they pray for a Reform in 
the Commons' House of Parlia- 
ment 

That your Petitioners are fuHy 
satisfied that the lime has now ar- 
rived when it has become tho 
duty which every man owes to 
himself, and to bis country, boldly 
and firmly to declare, that not 
only is taxation the cause of all 
our national distresses, but that a 
burden so overwhelming cannot 
be home, and should not have 
been imposed.

the Lords, Loan Kimo mored 
an amendment, bat did not <fi- 
vide'the House on it. It was 
as follows : 

We trust that a steady adherence 
to just and liberal pfinciples of policy 
will preveut a repetitioD of those dis- 
tresses, which, in the course of the 
Isstten years, have repeatedly and 
severely afHictcd all classes of your 
Majesty's subjects. 

Ws have observed, with the Ut- 
most anxiety, those vicissitudes in 
the state .and condition of the land- 
ed, commercial, and manufacturing 
interests, those alternate seasons of 
prosperity aod adversity, ofa short 
and fallacious prosperity, followed by 
wide-spread calamity, and ruin, m 
unusual and so unnatural in a period 
ofprotbund pfeace. We cannot avoid 
compaiing the condition of all the 
great leading interests of the couotty 
duiing the last jtea years of peace, 
and contrasting it with the uninter- 
rupted prosperity and coaiforr enjoy- 
ed by all classes of our fellow-qub- 
jects during the ten years which fol-' 
lowed the conclusion of the Ameri- 
can war. At that period the civil 
and military establishments were fix- 
ed oh the most economical soale itt 
expense, the advantages of our insu- 
lar utuation were duly appreciated^ 
a stale of peace was then a state, also 
of repose from unnecessary taxation ; 
the wise economy* vhich aflbided 
ease to the subject, prepared at the 
same time for the Government the 
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moans of those astoDuhing 
mbicb were called fortb in the course 
of the last nar. At the present 
time^ with a taiadoD exceeding fift; 
iniUions, little, if any, progress has 
beea made in the reduction of the 
national debt; and with a peace es- 
ttbtishoKnt of twenty milliotu, near. 
)y quadruple that of the former peace, 
ire fear that from the state of our 
finances thb kingdom is very ill pre- 
pared to resist the aggressions of fo- 
T«gn Slates. 

During the furiner peace, the pro- 
hibitory system did not apply in prac- 
tice to &e most important anicle of 
produce — to the trade in com. The 
ports of Great Britain were then ccn- 
atantly open to the admission of fo- 
reign wheat, at a low aud almost no- 
nlnal duty; and at no period of our 
Ilia tory did the landed interest, as 
well a» the whole conimunit;, enjoy 
.greater security and prosperity. The 
eusting Ui* s which prohibit the im- 
portation of foreign corn, except 
vrben the price of grain shall have 
lisen to anextravagant height in the 
home market, are found to lie highly 
detriniental to the public prosperity. 
Xbey caute an unnecessaiy waste of 
labour in the cultivation of poor 
lands; they enliance ttie cost of 
food; they diminish the proKt of 
stock'; they have a strong tendency 
- to drive capital, abroad; they are 
most . injurious to trade, by limiiing 
Ae beneficial exchange of foreign 
nw produce with the manufactured 
ptoduce of British industiy; they 
coMurage the eatafalishnient of rival 
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manufactures in foreign countries; 
and lastly, they are unjbst, inasmuch 
as they prevent the people from ob- 
taiiling a supply of the first neces- 
sary of life, at the cheapest marfcet. 
During the formed peace, and un- 
til the unfortunate era of 179T, the 
currency of the country was b a 
ore fixed and perfect stale, being 
imposed, in a large proportion, of 
the lawful gold coin of the realm, 
in its nature liable to Excessive 
issue and, sudden contiactijjDs ; we 
have since endured all the evils aris. 
ing from a large, and in' many io- 
siances, from an in»ecure circulation 
■of paper, creating at one lime, by an 
undue eitension, an artificial and de- 
lusive prosperity, and produdng. at 
another time, most sudden and se- 
vere reverses, destructive alike to 
property and industry. In the courte 
of ten years of uninterrupted peace, 
we have observed, with the utmost 
pain, the frequent recurrence of a 
state of calanuty and nim, uuexun- 
pled in the midst of war, and feel 
convinced, that the only substantial 
security for the future, will be found 
In reducing and retrenching the pub- 
lic expenditure, in the full and en- 
'estoration of a secure currency, 
by the removal of all traces of 'those 
inovations in our monetaiy system, 
lade in 1T97 ; together vrith .such 
adJUional ttcurttki as may be neces- 
sary to place all that part of the 4hir- 
lency, amMutiag of the pmmutqiy 
ttutts of private bankeri, on a lolid 
foundatuia ; and above all, in a re- - 
peal of the' onn-laws, and in ttw 
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^Wen, which sacitfices ihe interests 
Of: tte. mmy to litti few* airti Givoure 
die prodiicen, « lh« mtpense of the 
gK»t body of «ol»tTinei9, vbo 
ibe coroAiiliiiiy at tai^.

Mn Weitem said, he rose fi. 
purpose of proposing to the House 
BJS Amendment to the Address. He 
was induced to offer himself i 
attention of the House from the ne- 
ceauly of filling up what appeared to 



him a viiy matenal omission'in &« 
Speech from the Throne. The' Ad- 
dress i^ow before the House advert- 
ed to the distressed state ot th« ma^ 
nufactanng classes Ibroughout the ' 
kingdom ; but it wholly omitted to 
notice the equallj distressed state of 
the agricultural classes, although the 
l&bourcrs in agriculture were suffer- 
under an extreme depression, 
arising from the burthens to '-ihich. 
tliey were exposed. He thought- it 
more necessary to advert to ttieir si- 
tuation, because the Speech bmcnted 
extremely the degree of distress pre- ' 
valent amongst the manufacturing 
poor; and thij exclusive sympathy 
direct teudency to confirm an 
Opinion which unhappily prevailed, 
that the agricultural classes were 
in a state of lugh prosperity, and 
were- flourishing at the expense of 
the manufacturing interests. Such . 
an opinion did most unfortunately 
prev»l among tlie manufacturing , 
labourers, although nothing could 
be mare|unfuunded or unjust; and 
the tendency of the Speech was 
uitdoubtedly to confirm the error. 
They had even heard such an 
opinion expressed by a WorUiy 
Alderman in that House, though' 
nothing could be more calamitous 
than that the differentclasses should 
be placed in a state of hostile feel- 
ing to each other, or that they 
should .be taught to think, that the 
prosperity of the one was the ad- 
versi^ of the other. It was im- 
portant to fill up the omission in 
the Address, since the. agricul- 
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turai classes were unquestioDabl? 
in a state of the greatest possibli 
difficulty, He could assure thi 
, House, what indeed so laaaj of 
the Members knew by persoual 
experience, that the agricultural 
poor were in a state in which 
they could scarcely stntggle with 
the burthens thit oppressed them- 
they were scardely able to pay the 
veiy reduced rents that had be«n 
remitted to them by their land- 
lords. Capital employed in agri' 
culture had t\ever made such in- 
adequate returns as at the present 
moment, and the labourers ia 
agriculture were never worse paid. 
They were in that unfortunate pre- 
dicament, that no adequate de- 
mand existed for their labour. 
They were reduced to such a de- 
plorable situation, that they were 
obliged to entreat for any employ- 
ment, and at almost any wages, 
although formerly there had listed 
« great demand for that which was 
their capital or property, viz, their 
labour. Such was their s 
he could tell the House, that their 
' calamities were increasing. The 
poor-rates were becoming higher, 
and he believed that danger was to 
b« apprehended, unless a material 
change could be efiected m their 
drcum Stances. If their condition 
were not soon improTed, the House 
would find the agricultural labourers 
in A stniilar state to that of the 
manufacturing classes at the present 
moment. It was important, there- 
fore, that the House should not 



suffer it to go forth, and wtuch 
the Speech implied, that they eti- 
entertsined an ide^that the manu- 
facturing poor were euBcring es- 
diHively. The Address to the 
Speech would confirm the impress 
sion imder which the manufacturers 
were labouring, that their su%r- 
ings were in consequence of (he* 
undue gains and prosperity, of the 
agriculturists. He was not of 
opinion that the present price of 
grain was inadequate. He thought" 
the remunerating price depended 
upon the burthens to which the 
producers were exposed. He con- 
tended, that at the present moment 
the price of grain was lower ia 
comparison to the charges imposed 
ipon agriculture, than it ever had 
been in any period of the history 
nf the country. He would compare 
it with the .prices antecedent to 
commencii^ in 1793, 
and which were as high, within 
four shillings, as the 
prices of xtie present hour. Yet 
at that period 16,000,000/. was the 
full extent of the' taxes, whilst at 
present, the t&xes amounted to sixty 
millions. Could any body, doubt 
that this weight of taxation equally 
pressed upon eveiy branch of indus- 
try! It bore exactly in the t»tia 
of it» total amount, and theace 
arose the difference between 
the former and the present condi- 
tion of the agricultural poor. He 
denied that it was the price of grain 
which distressed the manu&cturing 
pt^ulation. Their sufferings arose

My£ociuf-7Veeiare, thiajear, 
finer tfaan 1 ever had them before, 
in spite of the great drought of 
Ibe iuiiKiic;r. They were sown 
in May: and,. in October, they 
formed a coppice! Wheo I came 
bscL from Preston, in the ' tint 
week of July, they were about 
jRmr tnctet high ; when I re- 
tnmed from my "Rural Bide," 
in Ibe last da^s of October, they 
ionned a coppice, not leu, on an 
BTerage, taking in the top lobe of 
leaves, than six feet high. In 
short, a wood, which would have 
been a great ornament to any gen- 
lleinan's house; a wood, and a 
fine wood, and standing upon a 
piece of ground, which hod been 
aa bare as a board, only about 
four months bafore ; for the seed 
did net begin to come up, until

about the middle of Juite. I ant 
satisfied, that if the trees had 
been tlamtedrnt Uijimrfeet apart^ 
leaving the stoniest standing, they 
would have been Aop-potet, twea^ 
feet long, at the end of five years;

only 6d. each, have b^n worth 
70/. an acre; but, as our best 
English poles lost oiHyfouryearsr 
and as these would last twenty 
yeart, these would, surely, ba 
worth more than taiee aa much as 
onr best ath-patet.

Tbe i<nl is 
ererywhere tbe same- Tbe trees 
were mixed in Ibe plantation ; and, 
therefore, this is as fair a trial, at 
ampkua proof , as can possibl; 
exist Each tree was measared 
to ascertain the INCHES round 
at the hoilom, then round tixfeet 
vp, then round iifeel vp, then 
rannd the biggest Umb, and then 
tbe height of the tree, in FEET, 
was taken. In my Register of 
October 22d, I published the di- 
mensions of every tingle tree ; but 
now, to save room, I shall only 
give the average dimQnsions of 
each tort of tree ; so that hare we 
have an account, from which a 
compariBon can be made in a 
moment.

The Locust is not a tree to Ihriv e 
to a very old age. ii is in its 
prime in about thirty or forty 
jreart. There are many in Kew 
Gardens f Aree feet through ; and 
I bought, a little while i^o, two 
very large buU, cut down in the 
garden at the Stable Yard, St. 
James's Park. These, which 
BOW lying at Kensington, near 
Hr. Lakh's taw-pit, are, 1 shouli^ 
thinly full three feet , through 
•od there is a T.A)cuat-lrec:, in the 
garden of a school, formerly kept 
by a MiiB Tasker, at Brook-Green , 
Bammersmilb, voith a trunh ten 
fiel rotmd, and guessed to beyl/ify- 
Jimr feet high.'

Ht forif are tbe same (hat tbey 
irarelMtjrear; bat, some of those 
who read Ibia year, maj, perhaps, 
iKd have seen the last yt^r's list. 
Hie four fint mtd the sisth are 
the only cmes that I have had 
foiit from. Bat, Ihim the^ 1 
bare, thiB year, from graffs put 
on in 1822, had very fine ap- 
ples. From tbe Fall Pippin, 
vfaicb I think the finest of all, but 
Mach does not keep well beyond 
November, I haTe,'tbu year, bad 
as fine, if not finer Ifa&n I ever 
•aw in Yankee Land. I bad 40 
apples upon one tree, that we^i>ed 
82Ib8. avoirdupoise weight. The 
tree was against a wall net^fy 
South ! but, the very finest I ever 
•aw, grew on a tree on a Wat 
wall. There were but 12 on the 
tree; but these you might count at 
a^distaace of three or four hundred 
yards. I have never seen.aoch 
fine fruit as lh«e of the apple 
kind. My Newtown Plpiiim were 
not ao fine, but the Greenings 
were nearly as fine as 1 ever saw. 
— As to the (rtber aorts, I have not 
had any actual experience here, 
not having got the grafh till two 
ywurs iBier, and net having been 
w anxious about thtm. — Of Peon 



have, this year, none for sale ; 
but, I have now provided the 
means for having them in sufficient 
variety, and on ^lunce* stocks, 
those being by far tbe best for 
espaliers, or for walls. — 1 have no 
Apple-Trees but from graA of 
last Spring ; but they are aU very

It it uaed to make apple sance, 
(or apple butter, as the peo^ 
call it;) for which purpose it ia 
most excellent, as it requires no 
sugar; it ia of coarse good for 
baking. In the neighbourhood of 
Yankees, they call it Uie baking 
apple, it sometimes weighs s 
pound. ■ ^ 

17. Rbd Stripe (for Cider). 
The fmit is rather sm^, the lorm 
oblong, flatted at Ae ends. His 
stem and crown bodi sunk; Ibe 
skin is red, tainlly streaked, and 
spotted wi& yellow. The flesh is . 
yellow, rich, firm and dry; it 
bangs late, and reqrarea to be 
matured by houaii^, to make tin 
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finest Cider. The chtracter of 
the Cider, ytben properly made, 
ia Ycry high, both for atretiglh and 
flanur. The apple keeps well 
through the vinler, and ii much 
esteemed u an excellent kitchen 
fniil, in the latter part of the 
winter. This tree is of a handsome 
T^ular growth, and a great 
bearer ; the opinion of dealers is, 
that this Cider is difficiilt to fine fit 
for bottling ; when perfectly clear, 
amongst our finest L'quors. 

18. Tekdbr SwBETtNs (for 
CHder). Green, pretty good 
good for cooking, requires no 
sugar, makes good apple butter, 
and is good lor Cider. It is rery 
tender, almost as tender as a 
peach. Keeps well till Christmas. 

19. Mauhoth. The largest of 
an the apples in America, ll 
w«gbs from 1ft. to 2lb. It is 
chieiy used for pies and sauce, 
for which use it is much esteemed. 

20. Long Iblaxs SbbdluJg 
(for Cider). The graSii of this 
sort were, by my direction, taken 
from a tree, which came from 
seed, and which stood (and stands) 
wilhin a few rods of the house that 
I occupied in Long Island. The 
fruit is rather small; but it was 
excellent for Oilier; anditalways 
bore prodigious crops. The tree 
was straight in the trunk, and 
looked in winter like a forest 



ree. I call it the long AUtnd 
Setdling : because it is necessary 
to give it a Kame, and it had none 
before. 

21. Loifo Island CoDLiNn,— 
I speak in the Journal of my 
Year's Residence, under date ^ 
9 July, thns: "Apples to mdto 
" puddings and pies, but ow 
" housekeeper does not know how 
" to make an apple-pudding, she 
" puts the piecesof apple amongst 
" the bailer! She has not read 
" Petbk Finsjib .'" I have no other 
anlhority for calling these apples 
Codlingi. Tbey were the finest 
apples I erer saw for making 
puddings and pies. They were 
good to eat also, and they camo 
early. They were the most ti- 
luable apples that we had. I 
never saw any of the sort that I 
Lnow of, exeept in the orchard of 
the house wherein I lived. I 
therefore sent out to my friend to 
get me some of the cuttings fnOi 
that ordiard.

Itmust 
enfeeble them, and must dednct 
from the flavonr of the shoot. 
The thing which we eat is 
bleached by the earth ; and that 
must rob it of its natural taste.^ 
These plants can be veiy coo- 
venieotly sent to any distance. 
They do not easily receive in? 
jury^ unless kept out of the 
ground a long while. If the 
ground be not ready for them, 
you have only to throw them 
down, and throw some earth 
upon them, till the ground be 
ready.

The King gives an assurance, that 
the estimates shall be framed with 
as much attentibn to economy as the 
|ii)bUc e:iigencies will allow. This 
IS one of those promises which expe- 
rience proves to mean nothing, and 
which will assuredly nut be followed 
either by any reduction of the esta- 
b|iahments, or any diminution of 
taxation. To thit pninf, Mr, Hume 
direcled his principal attention. He 
wished that the House should pledge 
Itself to enter upon an examination 
of all ourestablishunenls, with a view 
to make every possible rei^uction in 
them. This is at once the «wtt ne- 
eeutry, the most distasteful, and the 
niost arduous duly of a Legislator. 
The Ministers are, of course,,opposed 
to a measure which would give them 
SO much trouble, and which would 
Tcduce the amount of their emolu- 
ments, patronage, . and induence. 
Their party resist it, both from at- 
tachment lo their leaders, and for 
certain other and more substantial 
reasons; namely, that their emolu- 
ments rnight be curtailed, and the 
hopes they cherish for themselves 
and their friends destroyed, by public 
retrenchment. Many of those Mem- 
bers who think reductions ought to 
he made, are too indolent, and too

opposition that would be made at 
every step of- the investigation, by 
the whole bod^ of official men in ma 
House. Yet in the present state of 
the country, in any and every cir- 
cumstance, so long as our over- 
whelming debt continues, a rigaroM 
and uniparing retrenchment, on incei- 
umt vigiianct over all the aelf of Mi- 
nitleri, it of the most prtning import- 
ance. To say nothing of the existing 
distress and misery amongst the trad- 
ing and working classes, we think 
ihere is no man who can contem* 
plate the probability of our being 
forced into war, with a debt like that 
now pressing upon us, and not feel 
the most lively apprehension for the 
consequences. It is indeed possible 
for men to shut their eyes altogether 
to such jnatlers ; but a man who 
keeps his eyes open, and will calmly 
consider the amount of our Uxation 
and debt, together with our capabi- . 
lity of bearing them, cannot but fed 
a terioui alarm at the proipecls of lie 
country. A National Debt of mortt 
than eight hundred millions, which 
eleven years of peace have done al- 
most nothing to diminish, is a fright- 
ful object of contemplation. JVor 
are there any , hoaetl or practicable 
means oj' diminishing it', but hy tVtrenck' 
meat. Yet Ministers refuse to eco- 
nomise, and the main body of the 
House are too timid or too. indolent 
to compel them. Under these cir- 
cnmsiances we repeat what we have 
often said, tliiit Mr. Kume I'l tnciwi- 
parably the most valuable Mehtttr of 
the Opposition; he is indefatigable, 
dauntless, not to be disgusted; he 
never shrinks from'whathe sees to 
be his duty, and to be requisite for 
tlie public interest, though he should 
stand alone in the contest.

His 
manifest aim has been to enlist the 
grubbing, the mere money-loving 
part of the nation on his side ; to 
make them believe ibat he icoatd 
take care of their tnoneif, if ke 
were a Mitutter; to make them be- 
lieve that each of them would get 
more /or kimte/f, or, at least, save 
more money, if be were Minister. 
His endeavour has been to cause 
ibis numerous class, of mere mo- 
ney-lovers, to believe that he, if 
he were Minister, would manags 
the nation's aBairs more cheaply; 
itiat he would carry on the present 
system at less expense than it is 
now carried on. This is what he baa 
been aiding to make the people 
believe ; and, with great numbm 
of persons of this description, he 
has succeeded. With men who 
desire to tee the ttftten changed} 
with men who want to see a real 
change, he has never had any po- 
pularity ; and, though the clasis with 
whom oe has been popular is a- 
numerous and a pretty noisy class, 
they are, by their mere money- 
loving disposition, very little for- 
midable to tha borough -mongers, 

whose side, in effect, tbey reallj 
are.

His brother 
sawneys, with Doctor Black at 
their head, may beg the people of 
England to believe tha', though 
not free from the frailties of human 
nature, be is amongst the purest 
of patriots.

Let me stop here, for a moment 
(before I. finish the quotation), to 
Bskfaowit happens that this" tosi" 
is no longer utiribuled to any 
FORCE imposed upon Hume by 
the Greek deputies.

ineni'a money ; the Chronicle dares 
not say that this demand was just ;

So, here i»an attempt to m^e 
the public believe thtit Mr. Hume 
has done iwthing wrong; ihbt 
it was quite ri^t to take tke 
1.660^ oDt of the pocketsof the 
Greek Government, or of the 
English bondholders; ihatnothiag 
dishonourable has been done ; and 
that all this hostility to poor Mr, 
Hume bas arisen from prinale 
pique, Jt does appear that there 
was, a year ago, a sort of quarrel 
betweeaHuuannd Anka-Bsomb. 
.Anna had published an article, 
which Hume did not like ; he de- 
manded of her t« give up the 
authm-; and- he made the demand 
in a most insolent.manner. Anas 
refused to give up the author, but 
she did it iaa much milder -man- 
ner than he-merited. He wrote 
again, and demanded the sur- 
render of the naine of the author. 
Anna did not aiuwer his letter; 
and there the m^t» droppod. 
This was in December last, at 
which lime, the ■ CommiM^oner 
seems to have regarded himself as 
a personage whom nobody dared 
to resist. He had had an invii^ 
tion to a publk dinner &t -Ediii- 
bm^b, in tfaemontii of Noverabsr 
1B2S. Just betbrethedinnertotA 
plaoe, an article app<>aTed,'iii the 
Timet newspuper, dated Gla^uw, 
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Norember Ibe 8th, and' sighed, 
"A hater of humbug." Upon this, 
Hume wrote a letter to the Editor 
of the Times, desiring him (o send 
him the name of the writer, and 
desiring him, also, not to lend him- 
eelf, on any future occasion, to 
give currency to anonymous abuse 
of him. The style and tone of 
this letter clearly shows that the 
writer looked upon himself as hav- 
ing BO completely humbugged ihe 
people, as to be able to set every 
thing at defiance. I do not kno^T 
that Anna Brodie was not intimi- 
dated by his menacing altitude. 
Bis letter to her was aomewhal 
LJ^e his threatening letter to the 
Greek deputies. I do believe thai 
she was frightened by him ; that 
•he was afraid to attack him 
' openly ; that she felt that he had 
wriggled himself into the stupid 
heads of her readers in particular ; 
ibat she was convinced, in short, 

- (bat openly attacking him, would 
ttdie away part of ber profits. 

. This, 1 verily believe, was the 
. state of Anna's mind with regard 
to him. Therefore, when she had 
cangbt him, when she had got a 
hole in his coat, who can wonder 
ifaat sbe should have torn away 1 
And, in feet, who could, with jus- 
tice, blame her T In the play of 
the Hypocrite, the parties who 

- perceive his hypocrisy, who per- 
ceive ho w he cheats the silly master 
of the tamiiy, find themselves com- 
pelled, from the silliness of thai 
master, and from the inbiualion 
in which be is with regard to the 
b^Docrile, to seem to lake pan 
vilD Ibe hypocrite, or, at the least, 

-to bold iheir tongues; but, when 
. tbe silly master of the bmily has, 
at last, discovered the roguery of

of before. Tbereis nothing wrong 
in the tfondnct of sucb persons ;

, Yes, he did, in lad, and by 
deeds and signs and appearances, 
tell the people that he had more 
Tirtue than his, neij;hhoun 
did call upon them to repose con- 
£dence in him : be never told 
.'tbem that human nature was 
initmal thine, and that he himself 
-Btood in need of watching ; be did 
.call upon them to put trust ' ' ' 
he did hold himiellTorth as 
fitter tobeinlrusted with the public

*re. Every motion that he made, 
every statement that came from 
btm, said this to the nation ; and,

After Mr.W, had read the above

After the great inconve- 
nience sustained by the removal of a 
Stock luck at tiU, which has not had, 
' and what is more, is not likely to 
have its parallel, may not the almost 
irreparably injured Wr. Taylor ap- 
peal to the public? (and the pms- 
■ fie, it is well known, Is mvariably 
_ liberal, and at the same lime able, 
duly lo appreciate the disinterested 
and public-spirited acts of indivi- 
duals). It is asked again, may not 
Mr. Taylor appeal to, the public, 
whether any comparison can be in- 
stituted between the most tcaada- 
lousty exlravagant compeitation given 
.to poor widow Fildet, say 15o7. for 
■removing' her tnug, compact, and 
easily-to-be -removed slock twice and 
.Mr. JoliJi Edwtrrd Taylor\ extraordi- 
■narily massiiie and cumbroui paragraph 
and puffiag apparatui ? " 

Hewouldnowenler on Mr. Taylor's 
claim. In his letter to Mr. Aubrey 
there was nothing to lead the com- 
missioners so suppose that his print- 
ing~<iftce was not attached to his 
shop, and he believed that ihey ac- 
tually did colisidet that they were so 
attached, in the compensation they 
Mve. The publication of a news- 
paper he contended was not a retail 
trade, and consequently Mr. Tayli 
was not entitled to compensation K 
loss of trade. He had acomplete mi 
Dopoly, and could not therefore say

short distance. Mr. Taylor had gone 
into a jiandsome new shop and con- 
venient office, but ihe.commissiontTs 
were not bound to find him better 
accommodation than he had before. 
Mr. Taylor was not satisfied with 
demanding to be put into a better 
shop, but he must have not only the 
outlay of the new shop but also tne , 
outlay of the old one, and be must 
ilso be paid for removing his presses, 
which were not in the line of th« 
street at all. Ifhe claimed for loss 
of retail trade, it shontd be kept m 
mind that the greater number of 
newspapers kent outof an otEce was 
to newsmen, by post, 5cc., all of 
vhich could as easily be sent from 
a less public street, such asBrowD- 
street. Mr. Makinson had received 
only 10/. for removing such a stock 
as was in the Guardian office, and yet 
Mr. Taylor hatf the face to demand 
S50l. 

Mr. J. E, Taylor said it would 
have been decent in Mr^ Whitwoitb 
have given him some previous oo-^ ■ 
tice of his intentions, which vroiild 
have enabled him to eome better 
prepared, thah he then was, to an- 
swer the accusations brought against 
hiin._ Indeed, he had no idea that 
any prbposilion, so irregular and 
foreign to the object of the meeting, 
wouU have been brought forwani, 
or he would have prepared himself 
accordin';ly; .But, notwithstacd^s 
this, he had no doubt but be could 
give such a statement as vrould'be 
"" satisfaq^ry to any one present, as

:re told- Mot Ae'(Mr, T.) had laid he 
u/ould aik for no compensaticn : thi» 
wot tillertyfalie.

He declared, that 
when all the expenses were pUd, .

He 
took his premises at a time when Ihe 
greatest uncertainty prevailed whe- 
ther. the act would pass or not; and 
if be, who had been an occupant for 
five or six years, liad created a better 
trade, instead of bein^ brought as sa 
argument against him, it went to 
prove that h; was entitled to greater 
compensation. He said lie could not 
see that the removal bad done him 
much good; he would rather have 
paid more to have been nearer the 
Exchange.

somethiiig deducted from the fund- 
boMen ; and. Ibis deduction can- 
not take place without an Act sf 
Parlkment. The preamble of 
sueh an Ad, would state broadly 
and explicitly, that the measure 
was necessary for the preservation 
of the people; (bat it was founded 
ontbeifirst'Iaw of nature, and on 
all the laws of debtor and creditor 
into the bargain. It would itafe 
that, if no private del^or could be 
boDod to 'his titter rUln, to bis de- 
gradation, lo 'his loss of life bi 
limb, to the endangering of bis 
health, to Ihe loss of his peaceof 
mind, or even to the loss of the 
implements of his trade; it woiild 
slate that, if no individual could

The middle rack 
of people are saffering in a waj 
Aot it will be impossible lor me 
adequately to describe to jour 
Grace. The all-sefu'cbing curse 
of paper-money has cmne and 
ramniaged their tilb, effaced the 
debts due to them recorded in their 
>books, made them beggars and 
broken fteir hearts. This scourge 
faas'cauBed a greater mass' of Buf- 
fering within the last tTrehetnonIb, 
in this one kingdom, than erer vas 
caused by the Inquisition, in all 
the countries of Europe from the 
first hour of its establishment to 
the present day. 

Therelbre, I say with your 
Grace, that there must be a change 
in this accursed Hyatem of paper- 
mcmey.

Not^ 
withstanding, hotreTor, these indi- 
cations of declining spirit, I am 
willing to beUere, that you still 
rntain etwngb of r^ard &a die 
ioHottr of your country to hare 
nade you blush at tl^e thonght of 
tfaat ^sgrace, which a tame sur- 
, tender of Portugal to the Bour- 
bons mnit fix for erer on that 
■ eoontiy. And, nttainii^ this re- 
gard for the honour of your coun- 
tiy, while the accursed paper- 
•jstem was taking from you the 
means of upholding th^ honour, 
JW nigfat weU experience those 
** Mree anxious mumHu" of vlatAi 
yon spoke on the opening of the 
PailiameDt, and respefting whidi 
yov ought, it seems to me, to have 
been as aletu at the grave ; for, 
whaterer credit that anxiety may 
^0 to your feeUkgs, a knowledge 
of its baring existed m your mkd 
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must necessarily do, as far as jt 
reached, injury ^to the cause oat 
of which it bad arisen. 

In remarking npon the IDqg'a 
HessBge, tiie first thing thatalrikes 

is, the vxmderjitl userdon, that 
the King of France had concNrred 
ia the efforts to prevent die inter* 
ference of Spain in the aSairs of 
Portugal ; and I wu not a littla 
nrprised'to find that the King of 
France waran "A/(y" of ours f 
That he was oar " friend" I

More of these matters bj-and-by;

has sUfi'ered these inroads to take 
^>liu;e, tbeinroaders being certaia 
Portuguese regiments, which, hoft 
deserted into' 8 pain. 

Now, Sir, snppose all .this far bo 
true, what has the ICing of Spain 
done, which was pot done, fa>warda 
France, by Austria and Prassia, 
wUh the decided approbation of 
^^land, in 17021 . At that tnno 
the French em^raitle, soldiers aa 
well aa others, bat soldoTs for Aft 
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greater pait, quitled>tb«-French 
teiri(Dry, were rec^ved in that of 

' AoBtria, whence Ihej issned their 
boBtile declarationa against the 
new Older of thing* ia France. 
They were not only in arms; 
Aey uol only made hostile inroads 
into France ; but, they "were en- 
couraged to do so; they were 
aided and abetted in go doing; 
and idl this with the unequivocal 
approbation of England. It will 
be tiaid, perhaps, their hostility 
was directed'only against the re- 
vohtionisti of France. And, do 

, not the Portuguese inroaders say 
full as much for themselves- 1 Do 
not they allege, that they are as 
■'.loyal" as the French emigrants 
«Terwere ! Do not they declare, 
that Iheir only object is to free 
thdr country from "the t]yranny 
of a faction"! But, the message 
tells us, that the Priitcess Regent 
of Portugal, who is the acting 
Tereign of the country, aiiclaim) 
and denounce* these hostile 
emigrants. Jtat the tame did 
Iadis XVI., when the' French 
emigrants were at Coblbktz, in 
1792} and yet England coun- 
tenanced iuid encouraged the Em- 
'peror and the King of Prussia in 
giriDg support (o those emigrants. 
If ay, at hut, the emigranU nut 
being in force. that was deemed 
stdSdeat to put down the renta- 
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tionists of ibeir country, the aZSe* 
of Eofflaitd^ the Emperor and 
the King of Prassia, sent the 
Duke of Brunswick with an army 
of Gennans, to, as they called it, 
KtiheMiHgatlibtTty; tapumtk 
tkoie vha had made the revolutimt 
in FiroHce ; and to bun the town* 
antf ci/iM that should dare to d^ 
clare for, and adhere to, the revo- 
lution, or that should do any thing 
to impede the march of the loyal 
invaders '. In vdn did Louis XVI. 
declare,in repeated proclamations , 
and manifestoes, that he real free ; 
that he hadfieely noom to maut- 
tai-t Ike new amMtituliott of 
France; and that he was resolved 
to stand by his oath, and to make 
common cause with bis peopU 
agaimt the emigrants ; in vaill 
did he do all this, and repeat it 
all, over and over again, and in 
(he most earnest manner: oh,nol 
this would not do-, the Austrian 
and the Prussian, backed by 
England, WOULD NOT BE. 
LIBVE the declarations, tb^ ■»■ -_ 
lemn OATHS, of Ae unfortunate 
Lous XVI., and asserted in their 
manifestoes, that be bad taken the 
oaths from fear. Ah, ah. i said 
the revolutionists: say you so!

Bat, feeling that I was be- 
yond your i^ch ; feeling strong 
in the minds of a people who have 
DO tithes to pay, and who never 
yet beard of a tread-'mill ; feeling

fluenced neither one way nor the 
other, by your " furies of war" 
andyour " leash." 

When Ouy Fawket conlem- 
jilated the blowing up of that 
place in which ^ou are reported 
to have mode ibis speech, he does 
not appear to have been so foolish 
as lo believe, that the powder 
would have no effect upon him- 
self. When Sainton pulled down 
the building upon the Philistines, 
lie never expected to escape bint- 
self. It is recorded even of ihb 
JDeoi^, that be feared to use powder 
in hell, lest be and his princes 
shoald be blown to atoms. But, 
you, if I could believe this speech 
to be yours, must think that you 
TOMsess an art above the Devil ; 
that you are more crafty than 
Satan hAnself ; that you surround 



yoorseKwith M 
rebellion and desolation ; that you 
could have these in yoar employ 
all over the world, and that, tooy 
under the specious name of pro- 
pagating liberty ; IhatyMi can do 
f^l this ; that yuu can issue pro> 
clamaiions and edicts< inculcating 
Ihe justice and necewiity of pullii^ 
Hown legitimate Sovereigns; thai 
you can bold all these tiiries of 
war and destruction in your bamf ; 
that you can l6t them loose out of 
your leash upon foreign Sove- 
reigns at your pleasure { and that 
the people of {Ingland; who ara 
to be taxed to pay all these mis- 
Btdharies ; to pay for the serricea 
of all these furies of war and de^ 
solalion, can read all these pro- 
clamations and edicts, can kaam 
of these rewards given to the futies 
of war, to these discontented 
spirits, arrayed nnder your bas- 
ners ; you must think that yon 
could do all this, and, at the same 
time, have the people of England 
as docile as children to their fa- 
ther and mother.

He, prudent man, 
as bis eulogist, 'Bkou« BAM, called ' 
him, tells us, that he d^ not moan 
to make a grand display of this 
btmilof evUspiril^; that hedoes 
not mean to be at miich expense 
about the matter; does not mean 
to show bis power fuUy, hut, by a 
partial and half-shown exhibition 
of. it, (o frighten tbe enemies of 
England and prevent them from 
anning! It is .^olvs Camninq 
that has discovered tbe really 
cheap defence of nations"; itia 
JOI.U3 Canniho, who at the end 
of thirty years' bawhng agfunst 
jacobins and levellers, bos now 
discovered, tbat in them and in 
them alone, England has tiia 
means of security. But, as I was

very ahaltow, a very thonghtlesy, 
andavery brazen-laced man, and 
naa not, therefore, I do still hope;

Secretary of Stale &r Foreiga 
Affairs. 

Every- year the goremmeBt of 
France becomes stranger and 
slrat^r. It waa very weak just 
after the ,peace^ of 1815. The 
government and the people hate 
bad the good sense to be patieni, 
and to vfait to gather streng^ 
before they resented the ind^ai- 
ties then cast upon them. Yet, 
see how they have increased fa 
strength. Only about four yeara 
after tiiey had closed the payment 
of the humiliating uibule.to tb« 
invading " AUiei," they were eiia- 
bled to cross the Pyrenees with 
as army of a hundred thousand 
men, lOid to put down what was 
regarded as an ,eslablisbed rev»- 
lution in Spain. In a part .of

Iflk such .stuff at Eton, no wonder 
dmt'^oii were captain (J (he 
achobl. Why, if France viah ' to 
eracoate Cadiz, whst baa she to 
do bitt to marclK her men- faomel 
Yda are aware that die ofSce 
gives weight tolhe word* of the 
man: you ar6 aware, alio, that, 
with a great ptkrt of the p^ple, 
^u hare nothing to do but to 
nuke ail assertion, to bare it be- 
Uered. In ifaia branch of linoW- 
ledge, the branch which rdafea to 
the dirers arts of delusion, you are 
ai profoiind as old Cbcil himself. 
But, there is a certain portion of 
the people who despise assertions 
li&e this, and who laugh, at the 
least, at the author df such asscr- 
\' tions. Gibraltar may be a " Aur- 
tken" to tis; but, is there any 
body that would propose to give 
up Gibraltar ! Swords and guns 
are expensive, and to are locks 
Mid holts ; but do people tell us, 
that, for that cause, we should go 
I to bed unarmed and with our 

doors open, with every chance d*

(his agree with the doctrine which 
yint coekup for our nse,in justifi* 
cation of that terrible novelty in 
England, an enotmona Gt&bding 
ftnny in tiiae of peace?

When men rail agairofst IhepoKwr 
of tie priesUi when they curfc 
the priests because they have snc& 
influence with the people, th«y 
never give-thenuelves time to ib- 
quire into tbe mum of ibU jnflii- 
ence. It is not by pretend*^ 
miracles, as snioe would have ^ 
believe; it is riot by the poweai 
given to the priests, of cou^sdaii 
and giving, absolution ; it is ndt 
by.these meant that they obtain 
their inSuenoe: it is, because they 
relieve alllhat are in greal misery ; 
and, the commoH people aVe not 
such brutes as to fail to pensive 
that such an institution is bene* 
fioial lo them. They, feel aa.tlie' 
comnion people in England difl 
at the time of tbe Reformation, 
that, lo con&Ecale the property a4' 
tbe Church, is to confiscate tlie 
property of the poor. Besid^^ 
would yqu let slip your furies to 
put down priests in other cooo- 
tries, and still support the pri^t- ', 
hood^in England and in Irehutdt 
So, we are to send soldiers to pat
